Scotland  Yard's  serious 
crimes  squad  is  investigating 
suggestions  that  the  Brink’s- 
Mat  jury  may  have  been 
intimidated  during  the  gold 
bullion  laundering  trial  at  foe

The  trial  ended  amid  signs 
of  distress  by  a  member  of  the 
jury  on  Thursday  after  it  had 
returned  four  acquittals  and 
two  convictions  following  a 
mammoth  deliberation.  It 
failed  to  reach  verdicts  on  two 
other  defendants. 

The  jury  foreman  is  under¬ 
stood  to  have  declined  to 
deliver  the  verdicts  in  protest 
at  events  in  foe  jury  room.  His 
place  was  taken  by  a  woman 
who  needed  to  be  prompted  as 
foe  verdicts  were  taken  in 
court  12.  Later  at  least  one 
woman  was  heard  sobbing  as 
she  returned  to  the  jury  room. 

The  police  investigation 
into  the  alleged  intimidation 
was  disclosed  yesterday  as  the 
trial  judge  lifted  a  Contempt 
of  Court  Act  order  which  had 
stopped  foe  reporting  of  a

Although  no  specific  con¬ 
tracts  have  yet  been  signed, 
foe  purchase  of  up  to  40  more 
Tornados  will  guarantee  a 
secure  future  for  thousands  of 
workers  at  British  Aerospace. 
Vosper  Thorn  eycroft,  which 
employs  1,900  people  in 
Southampton,  also  hopes  to 
sell  its  new  Sandown  Class 
mine-hunter  to  foe  Saudis. 

The  Ministry  of  Defence 
said  the  agreement  was  a 
“major  achievement  of  im¬ 
mense  benefit  for  both  coun¬ 
tries".  In  London  foe  Saudi 
Defence  Attache,  Brigadier- 
General  Saleh  Mohammed 
Hajaj,  said  that  relations  be¬ 
tween  Britain  and  Saudi  Ara¬ 
bia  were  “getting  stronger  and 
stronger.”

Plans  are  being  drawn  up  in  Norway  for  large 
gas  production  platforms  with  all  crew 
commuting  to  and  from  the  field  each  day.  Tlii 
possibility  of  platforms  with  only  emergency 
berths  is  being  investigated  as  much  for  cost  as 
safety  reasons.  Norway  is  determined  to 
reduce  the  number  of  men  and  women  offshore 
and  cut  the  rise  in  accidents. 

The  giant  Troll  gas  field  being  planned  in 
the  far  north  could  be  the  first  with  workers 
who  are  effectively  commuters.  Bergen  Is  30 
minutes  away  by  helicopter. 

Shell  wants  to  develop  the  Troll  field  at  a 
cost  of  £2£  billion  and  hopes  to  keep 
accomodation  offshore  to  a  minimnin.

Relatives  of  scores  of  missing 
oil  rig  workers  were  beginning 
to  accept  yesterday  that  the 
men  were  dead. 

Miss  Betty  Boyle,  who  sear¬ 
ched  the  makeshift  mortuary 
at  Aberdeen  airport  for  the 
body  of  Mr  Billy  McGregor,  a 
chief  steward,  aged  48,  said: 
“There  were  sheets  over  all  of 
them  and  1  was  so  worked  up  I 
remember  thinking  I  was  in  a 
dream. 

"1  stopped  beside  each  table 
and  the  attendant  pulled  back 
the  sheet  to  show  their  faces 
one  by  one.  But  they  were  so 
horribly  twisted  and  charred,  I 
could  hardly  recognize  them 
as  men,  let  alone  my  Bill. 

"1  looked  at  as  many  as  I 
could  but  in  the  end  I  broke 
down  and  had  to  be  helped 
out  It  was  too  much. 

Miss  Boyle,  aged  48,  said: 
“The  chaplain’s  room  was 
crammed  with  the  relatives  of 
other  oilmen.  Many  were 
crying.  Every  time  another 
helicopter  came  in,  a  howl 
would  go  up.  People  were 
cracking  up  but  there  is  no 
shame  in  that  Who  would  not 
crack  up  if  they  had  lost 
someone  on  that  rig? 

"There  was  a  list  of  survi¬ 
vors  pinned  to  the  walL  One 
was  railed  McGregor  and  we 
suddenly  thought  that  Billy 
might  be  safe  after  alL  But  it 
was  another  man  and  our 
hopes  were  dashed. 

“A  hospital  administrator 
kept  coming  and  calling  peo¬ 
ple  out  to  try  and  identify 
bodies  they  had  found.  In  ray 
heart  of  hearts,  I  know  nothing 
out  there  has  survived.  All 
there  is  out  there  is  just  bits  of 
wreckage.” 

Other  missing  workers  in¬ 
clude  Mr  Jeffrey  Jones,  aged 
37,  of  Beddau,  Mid  Glamor¬ 
gan,  who  returned  earlier  than 
expected  to  the  platform  a  few 
hours  before  the  disaster. 

The  Rev  Alan  Swinton. 
hospital  chaplain,  said:  “Yes¬ 
terday,  1  spent  the  whole  day 
here  from  5am  talking  with 
relatives  who  were  waiting 
anxiously  for  some  news.  As 
the  day  went  on.  the  hope 
diminished.

reduced  to  a  fraction  of  its 
original  size  yesterday.  Only 
six' vessels  and  a  coastguard 
helicopter  were  involved  in  a 
systematic  search  for  bodies  in 
500  square  miles  of  sea  surr¬ 
ounding  the  still-burning 
platform. 

Weather  conditions  in  the 
area  have  been  good  since 
Wednesday  evening's  explo¬ 
sion.  However,  craft  ran  not 
get  too  near  the  tangled  plat¬ 
form,  25  per  cent  of  which  is 
still  visible,  because  pockets  of 
escaping  gas  continue  to  erupt. 

In  Aberdeen,  relatives  of 
men  still  unaccounted  for 
have  been  trickling  into  town, 
although  most  are  heeding 
police  advice  not  to  travel 
unless  specifically  asked  to  do 
so  to  identify  bodies  in  the 


makeshift  mortuary. 

At  one  house  in  Aberdeen, 
the  four  daughters  of  Mr 
Edward  Crowden,  an  elec¬ 
tronic  technician  aboard  the 
platform  for  1 1  years,  gathered 
in  a  silent  vigil  fortheir  father.

“There  was  a  big  explosion 
and  the  heat  was  so  bad  that 
we  had  to  find  cover  somehow, 
although  we  must  have  been 
100  yards  away  from  the  fire”, 
he  said.  “1  saw  rope  hanging 
over  the  trawler's  side  so  I. 
grabbed  hold  and  just  jumped 
into  the  sea.  The  trawler 
skipper  opened  up  both  en¬ 
gines  full  to  get  away  and  I  was 
towed  through  the  water  like  a 
human  sledge. 

“At  times  I  was  being 
dragged  underneath  the  sur¬ 
face  bat  I  just  held  on  until  I 
was  pulled  on  board  again.”

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Post  Office  takes

The  Post  Office  is  seeking  a  High  Court  injunction  ordering 
the  Union  of  Communication  Workers  to  withdraw  an  inst¬ 
ruction  to  members  not  to  attend  briefings  with  supervisors.

TUC  suspends  electricians’  union  on  deadline 

Rebels  plan  breakaway  group

Rebel  left-wing  electricians  yesterday 
unveiled  their  plans  io  establish  a 
breakaway  union  affiliated  to  the 
TUC  after  the  Electrical,  Electronic, 
Telecommunication  and  Plumbing 
Union  is  formally  expelled  from  the 
Congress  in  September. 

The  move  came  as  the  EETPU  was 
suspended  from  the  TUC  for  refusing 
to  scrap  two  single-union  no  —  strike 
deals,  provoking  a  bitter  dispute 
between  the  leaders  of  the  two 
organizations. 

Mr  Norman  Willis,  the  TUC 
general  secretary,  said  that  the  leaders 
of  the  EETPU  were  “to  blame  for  the 
union's  suspension  for  wilfully  refus¬ 
ing  to  accept  their  obligations”. 

Mr  Eric  Hammond,  EETPU  gen¬ 
eral  secretary,  said  that  he  had 


received  reports  from  members  and 
shop  stewards  “of  overtures  to  desert, 
including  bribery  which  have  been 
strongly  resented  and  rejected".  He 
added:  “The  union  will  note  all 
evidence  of  pressure  or  intimidation 
in  formulating  a  plan  for  the  recruit¬ 
ment  and  expansion  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  electricans  union". 

Mr  John  Aitken,  leader  of  the  rebel 
electricians  who  want  to  remain  in  the 
TUC,  yesterday  announced  a  plan  to 
challenge  Mr  Hammond  by  setting  up 
a  rival  union. 

The  plan,  to  be  pul  into  practice  on 
September  3  when  the  electricians  are 
expected  to  be  expelled  from  the 
TUC,  will  have  three  stages. 

First,  EETPU  members  will  be 
urged  to  join  TUC  affiliated  unions 


which  will  establish  special  sections 
for  the  electricians  so  they  can 
eventually  be  transferred  to  a  new 
electrical  union. 

A  federation  of  electrical  and 
plumbing  sections  will  be  set  up  to 
formulate  policies  and  draw  up  a  rule 
book  for  presentation  to  members  and 
the  Government  Certification  Officer 
to  register  as  a  trade  union. 

And,  last,  the  TUC  affiliated  unions 
wall  transfer  their  members  to  the  new 
Electrical  and  Plumbing  Industries 
Union. 

Mr  Aitken  said  that  he  hoped  the 
new  union  would  attract  the  36,000 
electricians  who  voted  for  him  against 
Mr  Hammond  in  the  election  for 
EETPU  general  secretary,  but  he  said 
it  could  work  with  5,000  members. 


The  move  was  attacked  by  Mr  John 

Grant,  EETPU  communications  offi¬ 
cer,  who  said:  “it’s  easy  to  see  why  the 
long-standing  malcontents 
larly  rejected  by  members  at  the  ballot 
box.  They  show  continued  contempt 
for  democracy  since  it  is  quite  clear 
thay  are  not  prepared  to  await  the 
outcome  of  our  ballot  and  accept  the 
members’  verdict" 

But  Mr  Aitken.  who  disclosed  that 
he  had  been  offered  London  premises 
for  his  new  union,  said  he  had 
received  messages  of  support  from 
hundreds  of  electricians  throughout 
the  country. 

The  move  is  potentially  erabarrass- 
ing  for  the  TUC  as  recognition  of  foe 
union  would  end  its  hopes  of  wooing 
the  EETPU  back  to  the  fold. 


Immigrant 
Act  set 
for  August

Labour  yesterday  mounted  a 
fresh  attack  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment's  Immigration  Act  as  the : 
Home  Office  announced  that ! 
the  legislation  would  be  im¬ 
plemented  on  August  1. 

Mr  Timothy  Renton,  the 
Home  Office  minister  respon¬ 
sible,  insisted  the  Act  would 
lead  to  fairer  and  firmer 
immigration  control  and  did 
not  discriminate  on  grounds 
of  colour  or  sex. 

Mr  Roy  Hattersley,  the 
shadow  Home  Secretary,  said 
it  was  “squalid  and  tawdry". 

The  Act  states  that 
Commonwealth  men  who 
have  settled  here  and  want  to 
bring  in  their  wives  and 
families  must  demonstrate 
they  can  support  and  accom¬ 
modate  them  and  that  the 
marriage  was  not  entered  into 
primarily  to  by-pass  immigra¬ 
tion  rules.lt  removes  the  auto¬ 
matic  right  of  men  settled  here 
before  1973  to  bring  in  their 
families. 

The  Act  also  obliges  British 
citizens  to  establish  their 
claim  to  entry  to  the  UK 
before  leaving  the  country  in 
which  they  had  been  living. 

Mrs  Anne  Owers,  general 
secretary  of  the  Joint  Council 
for  the  Welfare  of  Immigrants, 
said  yesterday  the  Act  “means 
that  British  men  have  fewer 
rights  than  men  who  are  in 
this  country  from  EEC 
countries”.

Tenants  tell  of  landlord  harassment  Dismissal  brings  strike  call  at  Hull

Mrs  Holmes  quoted  from  an  internal 
report  put  to  the  Health  and  Housing 
committee  of  Tory-controlled  Kensing¬ 
ton  and  Chelsea  council  which  said  plans 
to  deregulate  the  private  rented  sector 
were  unlikely  to  increase  the  amount  of 
accommodation  available. 

Mr  Clive  Soley,  Labour  housing 
spokesman,  said  foere  were  16.000 
borough  houses  with  multiple  occupancy 
and  an  acute  shortage  of  rented  accom¬ 
modation.  Dr  David  Owen,  the  SDP

38.  a  teacher,  killing  her? 
Coppennan  died  in  hospital 
three  weeks  later. 

Washington  denied 

murdering  Coppemuuz  and 
Trevelyan,  but  her  guilty  pleas 
to  manslaughter  on  the 
grounds  of  diminished 
responsibility  were  accepted. 

Mr  Justice  Garland  QC, 
said:  “Your  responsibility  was 
substantially  diminished 
because  you  were  suffering 
from  a  mental  illness”. 

She  was  ordered  to  be 
detained  indefinitely  at  a  se¬ 
cure  mental  hospital. 

Mr  Tony  Hooper,  QC,  for 
the  prosecution,  had  told  Nor¬ 
wich  Crown  Court  that  Wash¬ 
ington,  a  twice-married 
.  mother  of  three,  had  been  told 


that  Coppennan  and  Trevel¬ 
yan  had  sexually  abused  her 
daughter,  Joanna,  at  the  Four 
Elms  Children's  Home  in’ 
little  Stonham,  Suffolk. 

Mr  Hooper  said  Joanna  — 
now  aged  20  -  had  been 
Placed  in  the  care  of 
Coppennan  when  die  was 
aged  12. 

He  ran  the  home  -  where 
children  were  put  m  care  by 
local  authorities  all  over  east¬ 
ern  England  and  London  — 
with  his  wife,  Pamela  and 
Trevelyan. 

Joanna  revealed  her  sexual 
experiences  at  the  home, 
which  were  later  denied  by 
Coppennan  and  Trevelyan,  to 
her  grandmother. 

Washington  learned  of  her 
daughter’s  experiences  from 
the  grandmother  and,  al¬ 
though  she  had  not  seen  her 
daughter  for  a  number  of 
years,  she  finally  agreed  to  go 
to  collect  her  daughter's 
belongings  from  the  home. 

Mr  Hooper  said  she  made 
an  appointment  to  visit  the 
home  on  November  26  last 
year,  when  she  loaded  her  12- 
bore  shotgun  into  her  car  and 
drove  u>  the  home,  where 
Coppennan  and  Trevelyan 
met  her. 

The  three  drank  coffee  to¬ 
gether  before  loading  Joanna's 
belongings  into  the  . car.  Mr 
Hooper  said:  “The  defendant 


went  out  to  her  car  and  came 
back  in  with  the  shotgun.  Mr 
Coppennan  was  shot  at  close 
range,  in  the  area  of  the 
abdomen.  He  received  a  fur¬ 
ther  blast  in  the  back  of  the 
head  while  crawling  away.” 

Mr  Hooper  said  Trevelyan 
was  shot  twice  in  die  chest  and 
also  suffered  injuries  to  her 
band  as  she  tried  to  protect 
herself. 

Mr  Hooper  said  Wash¬ 
ington  was  a  keen  day  pigeon 
shooter  and  was  a  qualified 
referee  in  the  sport.  He  said 
Essex  police  issued  her  with  a 
shotgun  certificate  in  1982, 
unaware  of  her  long  history  of 
mental  illness,  starting  when 
she  was  sexually  abused  by  her 
father  as  a  child. 

The  court  beard  that  Suffolk 
police  bunched  a  murder 
hunt  after  Coppennan  and 
Trevelyan  were  found. 

Washington  was  later 
arrested  at  home.  The  court 
was  told  she  bad  cleaned  the 
gun  and  altered  the  firing  pin 
so  it  could  not  be  identified. 
She  had  also  washed  blood 
from  her  clothes. 

Mr  Edmund  Lawson,  QC, 
for  the  defence,  said:  “There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
allegations  made  by  Joanna 
have  substance  and  there  is 
ample  corroboration.  It  is  a 
horrifying  and  debauched 
story." 


Air  travel  delays 


Flow  control  grounds  flights

Air  travel  delays  were  budding 
up  last  night  with  atrliw?c 
reporting  delays  of  at  least  two 
hours  on  many  routes. 

As  countries  throughout 
Europe  imposed  “flow  con¬ 
trol”  aimed  at  keeping  aircraft 
on  the  ground  until  a  safe 
passage  could  be  found,  the 
Civil  Aviation  Authority 
predicted  that  today  and  to¬ 
morrow  delays  of  two  hours 
would  be  common  with  many 
flights  being  hdd  back  even 
longer. 

Airlines  were  drafting  in 
extra  staff  to  cope  with  the 
problem  of  aircraft  being 
stranded  in  ibe  wrong  place. 

The  Greek  asr  traffic 
controllers  issued  a  warning 
dial  they  cguJd  rake  wda&Hxl 
action  on  Monday  with  the 
possibility  of  delays  spiffing 
over  into  next  week. 

With  many  schools  already 
broken  up.  and  parents  taking 
children  away  early,  the  week¬ 
end  could  prove  even  more  of 
a  problem  than  last  week’s 
when  the  whole  Of  Europe 


virtually  seized  up.  Although 
additional  telex  machines 
have  been  installed  to 
provide  a  quicker  link  be¬ 
tween  airlines  and  air  traffic 
controllers,  they  will  still  have 
to  refy  largely  on  telephones 
which  last  weekend  simply 
became  jammed  with  the 
number  of  requests  for  flight 
slots. 


Meanwhile,  France  and  It¬ 
aly  are  ignoring  European 
legislation  aimed  at  liberaliz¬ 
ing  air  transport  in  the 
Community  and  preventing 
thousands  of  British  pas¬ 
sengers  from  flying  more 
cheaply  and  conveniently,  it 
was  riahneri  last  night 
Now  the  EEC  is  considering 
taking  the  argument  before  the 
European  Court  in  an  attempt 
to  break  the  deadlock. 


France  has  rejected  plans 
for  a  £119  return  business 
flight  to  Paris  from  London 
Cfiy  Airport.  It  is  insisting 
that  London  City  Airways 
charge  instead  the  full  £170 
charged  by  Air  France  out  of 


Heathrow.  The  Italians  are 
refusing  to  allow  Aer  Lingus  to 
fly  passengers  from  Manches¬ 
ter  to  Milan  even  though  both 
the  British  and  the  Irish 
governments  have  approved 
the  flights. 

The  Italians  will  not  grant 
landing  uslots"for  the  thrice 
weekly  scheduled  services  if 
any  passengers  are  booked 
from  Manchester. 

Mr  Jonathan  Wilson, 
London  City  Airways  general 
manager,  said  last  night:  “it  is 
quite  ridiculous.  The  French 
are  misguidedly  trying  to  pro¬ 
tea  their  national  carrier.” 

Aer  Lingus  is  determined  to 
fight  the  ban.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  Treaty  of  Rome,  Aer 
Lingus  says;  it  is  allowed  to  fly 
from  Dublin  to  Milan  via 
Manchester,  picking  up  pas¬ 
sengers  on  the  way. 

Aer  Lingus  has  taken  its 
case  to  the  European  Commis¬ 
sion  and  won  approval  for  its 
argument,  but  the  Italians 
claim  that  Milan  cannot 
handle  any  more  flights.

It  would  involve  stipula¬ 
tions  to  private  builders  and 
on  the  sales,  which  might  be 
restricted  to  those  qualifying 
either  by  being  born  in  the 
area  or  by  living  within  a 
travel  to  work  distance,  Mr 
Griffin  said. 

“A  big  weakness  in  the  plan

Britain  re-entered  the  space  race  yesterday, 
when  the  first  scientific  rocket  for  more  than  a 
decade  was  launched  on  die  Ministry  of 
Defence  Proof  and  Experimental  Establish¬ 
ment  at  Shoeburyness,  Essex. 

Sci-Tech  I,  a  cardboard  rocket  which  cost 
just  £150  to  develop  and  build,  reached  a 
height  of  500ft  in  a  flight  lasting  three 
seconds. The  rocket  was  designed  and  con¬ 
structed  by  schoolchildren  aged  between  12 
and  18  at  Acton  High  School,  west  London, 
whose  enthusiasm  for  space  research  has 
outstripped  that  of  the  Government 


to  splash  down  on  the  wet  Thames  Estuary 
sand. 


Sci-Tech  I  did  not  quite  fulfil  the  children's 
expectations.  They  had  hoped  it  might  climb 
to  1,500ft,  but  one  of  its  three  motors,  powered 
by  mealed  gunpowder  supplied  by  a  fireworks 
factory,  failed  to  fire-  The  rocket  shell  is, 
however,  reusable.  The  children  promised  that 
they  would  be  back  next  year  with  a  Mark  22 
rocket,  bigger,  better  and  possibly  capable  of

The  shooting  down  of  the  Iranian  Airbus

^ear  Admiral  William  Fogarty 
his  team  of  American  tech- 
jW-al  experts  have  about  10  days 
left  lo  produce  a  clear  picture  of 
what  went  wrong  in  the  minutes 
tuai  led  up  to  the  fatal  missile 
attack  by  the  US  cruiser  USS 
Vincennes  on  the  Iran  Air  A  300B 
Airbus  passenger  jet  last  Sunday. 

Apart  from  the  evidence  pro- 
Mded  by  Captain  Will  Rogers,  the 
ship's  commander,  and  his  staff, 
the  most  important  detail*  will  be 
the  technical  ones. 

The  ship's  tapes,  the  so-called 
“war  diaries”,  which  recorded 
verbal  and  electronic  commun¬ 
ications,  are  being  examined  at  the 
US  Naval  Surface  Warfare  estab¬ 
lishment  at  Dahlgren,  in  Virginia. 
Admiral  Fogerty’s  report  will  de¬ 
pend  heavily  on  their  analysis. 

The  most  emotive  aspect  of  the 
tragedy  is  the  human  element.  Did 
Captain  Rogers  make  a  fatal  error 
of  judgement,  or  was  he  respond¬

these: 

What  was  the  altitude,  position 
and  heading  of  the  Iranian  Airbus? 

This  should  be  easiest  to  an¬ 
swer,  but  so  far  it  has  created  more 
conflicting  arguments  than  almost 
any  other  issue.  Captain  Rogers* 
assessment  was  based  entirely  on 
the  data  produced  by  the  $350 
million  Aegis  system,  which  com¬ 
bines  radar,  radio,  computer 
processing,  tracking  and  missile¬ 


firing  systems  in  a  single  battle 
station. 

Aegis  apparently  revealed  to  the 
radar  operators  in  the  combat 
information  centre  below  decks 
that  the  aircraft  was  approaching 
the  ship  at  450  knots  (about 
SOOmph)  at  an  altitude  of 9,000ft 
and  descending  to  7,500ft  it  was 
also  supposed  to  be  about  four 
miles  outside  the  normal  commer¬ 
cial  air  corridor. 

Statements  from  a  second 
American  warship  in  the  area,  the 
frigate  USS  Sides,  from  civil 
aviation  officials  in  Dubai  and 
from  the  Iranian  air  traffic 
controller  on  duty  in  Tehran 
suggested  that  the  Airbus  was 
climbing,  not  descending  —  Dubai 
officials  said  the  pilot  had  just 
been  authorized  to  climb  from 
7,000ft  to  14,000ft  -  and  that  it 
was  within  the  official  air  corridor. 

The  Americans  now  concede 
that  the  airliner  was  in  the  11- 
mile-wide  air  corridor  but  about 
four  miles  west  of  the  centre  line. 
There  is  still  doubt  about  whether 
it  was  climbing  or  descending. 
However,  the  final  radio  conv¬ 
ersation  between  the  Airbus  and 


Iranian  controllers  at  Bandar 
Abbas  indicated  that  the  pilot 
intended  to  dimb  to  the  pre¬ 
scribed  cruising  altitude  of 
14,000ft  for  the  140-mile  run  to 
Dubai. 

How  could  a  civilian  airliner  be 
mistaken  far  a  military  jet  fighter? 

The  sophisticated  Aegis  system 
relies  on  four  radar  antennae, 
which  provide  all-round  coverage, 
capable  of  picking  out  and  track¬ 
ing  200  targets  at  a  range  of  250 
miles  simultaneously  "from  wave- 
top  height  to  the  stratosphere”. 

There  should  have  been  enough 
data  produced  in  a  matter  of 
seconds  for  Captain  Rogers  to 
make  a  proper  judgement  about 
the  approaching  aircrafL 

Reports  of  him  or  his  staff 
frantically  flicking  through  an 
airline  timetable  lo  see  if  a  civilian 
passenger  plane  was  due  ova*  at 
that  lime  indicates  more  than 
anything  else  that  the  Aegis  system 
was  not  producing  the  definitive 
answers.  Even  though  the  aircraft 
was  head-on  and  therefore  diffi¬ 
cult  to  interpret  in  terms  of  its 
radar  cross  section.  Aegis  should 
have  been  able  to  detect  from 


electronic  signals  whether  it  was  a 
military  or  civilian  aircraft.

She  spoke  after  fighters 
loyal  to  Mr  Yassir  Arafat, 
chairman  of  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization, 
withdrew  from  the  camp, 
defeated  by  dissident  guerril¬ 
las  of  the  Syrian-backed  Abu 
Musa  group. 

Miss  Wighton.  aged  28,  who 
comes  from  Nithsdale  Road, 
Glasgow,  was  one  of  two 
foreigners  who  witnessed  the 
three-month-long  battle  in  the 
labyrinth  of  shell-pocked  rub¬ 
ble.  The  other  was  a  Filipino 
medical  worker. 

“They  showered  the  camp 
with  shells.  It  was  an  unprece¬ 
dented  attack.”  said  Miss 
Wighton.  who  treated  hun¬ 
dreds  of  wounded  at  her 
makeshift  clinic,  which  still 
stands  among  the  camp  ruins.

The  14-carriage  Island  Express  was  derailed 
as  it  crossed  the  Perumon  bridge  over  Ashtamudy  lake  at 
1.15  pm.  Three  passenger  carriages  sank  in  water  20  to  30ft 
deep  and  three  other  carriages  were  partly  submerged. 

Afghan  bomb  kills  3 1 

Moscow  (Renta)  —  A  car  bomb  exploded  in  the  eastern 
Afghan  city  of  Jalalabad  yesterday,  killing  31  people  and 
seriously  injuring  33,  Tass  reported.  The  news  agency 
blamed  the  explosion  on  “Afghan  extremists”  fighting  the 
Soviet-backed  Government  in  Kabul. 

The  bomb  went  off  near  a  cinema  in  the  city  centre, 
levelling  buildings  and  destroying  cars.  Most  of  the  dead 
were  children,  women  and  elderly  people,  Tass  said. 
Jalalabad  was  th  city  where  the  Soviet  Union  began  its  troop 
pull-out  on  May  15.  On  Thursday  a  bomb  in  a  lony  killed 
one  person  in  Kabul  and  another  died  when  12  missiles  hit 
the  capital.

Colombia’s  drag  barons  soar  into  list  of  world’s  wealthy

Crime  does  pay.  Three  of  the  world's 
192  billionaire  fortunes  belong  to 
cocaine  dealers  in  Colombia's  Med¬ 
ellin  cartel,  according  to  a  list  of 
those  estimated  by  Forbes  magazine 
to  be  worth  10  a  more  figures  in 
dollars. 

In  fact  the  Ochoa  fondly  and 
Sehor  Pablo  Escobar  Gaviria,  the 
reputed  cartel  chief,  are  richer  than 
any  of  the  seven  British  dollar 
billionaires,  according  to  Forbes' s 
calculations.  They  hold  weD  ova  $4 
billion  (£233  billion)  between  them. 

The  third  super-rich  Colombian, 


Seda  Gonzalo  Rodriguez  Gacha,  is 
estimated  conservatively  to  be  worth 
$13  billion.  But  Forbes  says  the 
cartel  is  suffering  from  liquidity 
snags.  One  billion  dollars  is  frozen 
in  Panamanian  accounts,  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  in  cash  are  piling 
high  in  homes,  vaults  and  safety 
deposit  boxes  around  the  Americas. 

The  ill-gotten  Colombian  fortunes 
pale  beside  the  $182?  billion  of  the 
richest  man  hi  the  world,  Mr 
Yoshiaki  Tsutsmm,  the  head  of 
Japan's  Seibu  railway  group  and 
dabbler  in  hotels  and  golf  resorts. 
But  Mr  Tsutsmni’s  personal  wealth 
apparently  declined  daring  the  past 
year  —  in  1987,  Forbes  estimated  his 


north  at  $20  billion.  Just  a  few 
hundred  mflBan  dollars  behind  Mr 
Tsutsumi  was  a  Tokyo  real  estate 
giant,  Mr  Tafldcfairo  Mori,  whose 
fortune  was  estimated  at  $18  bflEaa. 

Japan  boasts  34  billionaires,  sec¬ 
ond  only  to  the  68  of  the  United 
States  on  the  Forbes  table,  published 
for  the  second  year.  The  richest 
American  remains  Mr  Sam  Walton, 
the  owner  of  $63  hOfioa  worth  of 
Wal-mart  chain  stores  and  other 
property.  Among  nations,  Britain 
ranks  fifth,  behind  West  Germany 
and  Canada.  The  richest  of  the  seven 
Britons  remains  the  Duke  of  West¬ 
minster ,  said  to  be  worth  almost  $3 
billion,  mainly  in  the  form  of  prime

Gonzalez  boosts  centre 
strength  with  reshuffle

In  the  fourth  and  most  exten¬ 
sive  Cabinet  reshuffle  since 
the  Spanish  Socialist  party 
came  to  power  in  1982,  the 
Prime  Minister,  Sefior  Felipe 
Gonzalez,  yesterday  re¬ 
inforced  the  social-democratic 
character  of  his  Government. 

He  appointed  two  trade 
unionists  who  had  remained 
loyal  to  the  administration  in 
its  battle  with  the  General 
Workers'  Union,  named  the 
first  female  Cabinet  members 
in  half  a  century,  and  chose 
three  non-members  of  his 
Spanish  Socialist  Workers’ 
Party. 

The  number  of  ministers  is 
increased  from  16  to  18  in  the 
list  which  Senor  Gonzalez 
presented  to  King  Juan  Carlos 
yesterday  morning.  Four 
Cabinet  members  were  dis¬ 
missed,  six  new  ones  were 
appointed,  and  two  others 
were  moved  to  different 
ministries. 

Common  denominators 
among  the  ministers,  old  and 
new,  are  loyalty  to  the  party 
and  personal  fidelity  to  Senor 
Gonzalez. 

The  new  Cabinet  will  be 
sworn  in  on  Tuesday,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Senor  Javier  Solano,  the 
outgoing  Minister  of  Culture 
and  chief  government  spokes¬ 
man.  who  moves  to  the  post  of 
Education  Minister. 

Newcomers  include  two  for¬ 
ma  members  of  the  Spanish 
Communist  Party,  Senor  En¬ 
rique  Mugica,  who  will  take 
over  the  Justice  portfolio,  and 
Senor  Jorge  Semprun,  who 
will  become  Minister  of 
Culture.

Soviet  troops  have  been  with¬ 
drawn  from  Yerevan,  the  Ar¬ 
menian  capital,  but  sources 
say  that  a  strike  is  still  going 
on  and  similar  stoppages  are 
reported  elsewhere  in  the 
republic. 

The  troops,  who  were  sent 
in  with  tanks  and  armoured 
personnel  carriers  to  quell 
clashes  earlier  in  the  week, 
were  pulled  out  on  Thursday. 
But  reports  thai  a  10  pm 
curfew  had  been  placed  on 
Yerevan  were  untrue,  sources 
in  the  city  said. 

The  strike,  called  on  Mon¬ 
day  to  protest  over  the  dis¬ 
puted  Azerbaijani  territory  of 
Nagorno-Karabakh,  was  con¬ 
tinuing,  although  public  trans¬ 
port  had  started  running  again 
for  the  first  time  in  four  days. 

The  leader  of  the  .Armenian 
Orthodox  Church.  Catholicos 
Vazgen,  has  gone  on  television 
to  appeal  to  compatriots  to 
show  wisdom,  prudence  and 
respect  for  the  law. 

It  was  only  the  second  time 
in  the  five-month  dispute  over 
the  status  of  Nagorno-Kara¬ 
bakh  that  the  Catholicos  has 
been  called  upon  to  intervene 
and  shows  how  seriously  auth¬ 
orities  are  now  taking  the  con¬ 
tinuing  protests  in  Armenia. 

Most  of  the  republic  is 
reported  have  been  in  the  grip 
of  a  genera]  strike  since  the 
weekend.  Most  factories  are 
closed,  as  are  all  stores  except 
food  shops.  The  strikes  are 
reported  to  have  cost  the 
region  more  than  40  million 
roubles  (about  £40  million)  in 
lost  production. 

Tension  rose  on  Tuesday 
when  a  protester,  named  as  K. 
Zakarian.  was  killed  during  a 
march  on  Yerevan  airport.  He 
was  hit  at  close  range  by  a 
plastic  bullet  fired  by  a  soldier. 

His  funeral  took  place  on 
Thursday,  but  according  to 
Soviet  newspapers  and  .Arme¬ 
nian  sources  there  were  no

incidents.  Thirty-six  other 
people  were  injured  on  Tues¬ 
day,  when  troops  trying  to 
evict  demonstrators  from  the 
airport  were  met  by  a  bail  of 
stones  and  bottles. 

A  strike  at  the  airport 
prevented  aircraft  from  land¬ 
ing  or  taking  off  for  two  day's. 
Soviet  newspaper  reports  have 
spoken  of  a  tense  situation  in 
which  rumours  have  been  rife.

Tne  article  said  that  the 
Bolsheviks  inherited  many 
ethnic  disputes  from  the  Rus¬ 
sian  empire,  but  that  the 
present  problems  had  been 
exacerbated  by  Stalin. 

Lenin,  it  said,  had  ad¬ 
vocated  a  looser  and  more 
federal  structure  for  the 
USSR,  with  more  autonomy 
for  individual  nationalities 
and  equality  between  minor¬ 
ity  nationalities  and  Russians. 

Stalin,  in  contrast,  had  fa¬ 
voured  strong  centralism. 

While  the  ethnic  com¬ 
position  of  the  Caucasus  was 
particularly  complicated  this 
repression  of  nationalist  senti¬ 
ment.  the  article  implied  was 
a  main  cause  of  the  present 
unrest  in  the  region.

By  the  time  the  annual  Hood  of 
British  tourists  has  made  its 
way  to  the  beaches  of  Turkey’s 
Aegean  resorts,  the  local 
police  will  have  rounded  up 
thousands  of  children  who 
scratch  oat  a  miserable  exis¬ 
tence  from  the  streets,  and 
thrown  them  into  jaiL 

Once  behind  bars  these 
urchins,  sometimes  no  more 
dun  eight  years  old,  trill  he 
sexually  abused,  brutalized, 
and  kept  In  die  most  appalling 
conditions. 

This  account  of  die  wretch¬ 
edness  of  Turkey's  child  in¬ 
mates  is  uot  an  excerpt  from 
yet  another  film  about  life  in 
Turkish  jails,  bat  an  extract 
from  the  prison  diaries  of  a 
British  citizen  who  survived 
more  than  a  decade  of  confine¬ 
ment  in  four  Turkish  penal 
institutions. 

In  1975  Daniel  de  Souza, 
then  a  30-year-old  mathemat¬ 
ics  teacher  from  London,  was 
given  the  death  sentence  after 
being  caught  entering  Turkey 
from  Syria  with  a  guitar  full  of 
cannabis.  His  sentence  was 
later  commuted  to  life  impris¬ 
onment.  and  be  was  released 
after  12  years.  Bat  Mr  de 
Souza  kept  a  written  record  of 
everything  he  witnessed.

Belgrade  ignores  protests  with  austerity  pledge

The  Yugoslav  Prime  Minister, 
Mr  Branko  Mikulic,  said  yes¬ 
terday  that  his  Government 
means  to  press  ahead  with  its 
austerity  programme  despite  a 
wave  of  strikes  and  protests  in 
most  of  the  republics. 

The  unrest  culminated  in 
the  extraordinary  scene  of 
1.500  striking  workers  from 
Croatia  breaking  through 
police  cordons  to  storm  the 
Federal  Parliament  in  Bel¬ 
grade,  shouting  slogans  like 
“thieves  come  out”.  They  left 
only  after  promises  that  their 
grievances  would  be  dealt 
with. 

The  workers,  mainly  from 
the  shoe  and  leather  industry, 


have  now  returned  home,  but 
have  warned  that  they  will 
strike  again  if  the  economic 
position  of  the  workers  fails  to 
improve.  They  have  called  for 
the  whole  of  the  Yugoslav 
working  class  to  begin  united 
action  by  holding  nationwide 
protest  meetings  on  July  28. 

Inflation  has  surged  forward 
since  the  Government  aban¬ 
doned  many  price  restraints  as 
part  of  an  austerity  package 
introduced  in  May,  and  is  now 
running  at  around  175  per 
cent 

This  package  was  part  of  the 
price  Yugoslavia  had  to  pay 
for  a  new  international  credit 
deal  on  the  country’s  521 
billion  (£12.3  billion)  debt 


The  Government  is  also  seek¬ 
ing  to  liberalize  the  system  of 
state  controls  of  the  economy 
—  hampered  by  the  fact  that 
Yugoslavia’s  five  republics 
and  three  autonomous  regions 
control,  by  now  to  a  consid¬ 
erable  extent,  their  own  local 
economies. 

In  May  Mr  Mikulic  was 
faced  with  the  threat  of  a 
parliamentary  vote  of  no  con¬ 
fidence.  supported  by  Croat 
and  Slovene  MPs.

-with  open  arms:  they  would  bring 
employment,  wages  to  purchase 
food  and  pay  off  debts. 

The  contractor  entrusted  with 
the  work,  a  lag  fat  man,  seemed 
struck  by  the  villagers'  poverty. 
Yet  1m  brought  labourers  from 
Nepal  and  paid  them  10  rupees  a 
day  (under  SOp)  -  half  the  official 
minimum  wage:  When  the  vil¬ 
lagers  protested  that  the  work 
should  have  gone  to  them,  the 
contractor  bristled.  “Why  don't 
you  get  the  contract  yourselves?” 

“Bloodsucker,”  Nam  Singh  the 
headman  lashed  out  impotently. 
“He  has  eaten  up  half  the  cement 
and  half  the  wages  as  welL” 

The  canal  bringing  water  to  the 
fields  carried  the  seeds  of  its  own 
destruction:  the  masonry  began  to 
crumble.  Villagers  frantically 
plugged  the  holes  with  mud  and 
stones.  Nam  Singh  dispatched 
repair  squads  to  shore  up  the 
felling  walls. 

Only  a  trickle  of  water  reached 
the  fields.  The  potato  harvest  — 


the  mainstay  of  the  village’s  fragile 
economy  —  was  halved.  When 
Nain  Singh,  after  buying  potatoes 
from  several  villagers,  took  the 
load  to  town,  traders  offered  him 
less  than  even  two  rupees  and 
thirty  paisa  (about  lOp)  a  kilo. 

Nain  Singh  returned  dejected, 
but  found  the  village  optimistic. 
The  contractor  had  come  back 
with,  it  was  rumoured,  a  briefcase 
of  crisp  new  banknotes.  “Til  pay 
more  for  your  potatoes  than  your 
headman  ever  did,”  he  an¬ 
nounced.  “They  say  in  town  that 
be  rakes  in  three  times  what  he 
pays  you.” 

Some,  distrusting  him,  stood  by 
Nain  Singh,  but  poorer  villagers, 
unable  to  resist  the  lure,  sold  out 


to  the  contractor.  “He  is  making 
amends,”  they  defended  him,  “for 
the  shoddy  work  on  the  canal.” 
Others  disagreed:  “He  is  trying  to 
grab  our  main  source  of  income.” 

Nain  Singh,  angry  and  troubled, 
was  observed  puffing  at  his  water- 
pipe  much  more  than  usual.  His 
friend  .Jagatram,  outraged  at  the 
contractor's  effrontery,  exploded: 
“If  only  we  had  the  money,  we 
could  beat  that  scheming  cut¬ 
throat  at  his  own  game.  He’ll  be 
bidding  soon  for  the  canal  repair 
contract" 

Together,  Nain  Singh  and 
Jagatram  decided  to  gamble.  With 
luck,  they  might  pull  it  off  —  or 
face  ruin  if  they  foiled.  They 
borrowed  money,  rashly  sold  their 
goats,  and  applied  for  the  contract 
The  village,  shocked,  branded 
them  fools.  “If  they  don't  land  the 
contract"  villagers  said,  “they’ll 
lose  both  money  and  the  village's 
honour.  We'll  never  recover  from 
the  blow.” 

Before  long  the  village  was 


buzzing  with  news.  The  contract 
had  been  awarded  to  Nain  Singh 
and  Jagatram  —  in  spite,  it  was 
said,  of  the  bribe  the  contractor 
had  offered  to  officials. 

This  time,  the  employment 
went  to  poor  villagers.  More  than 
two  dozen  men  scurried  up  and 
down  the  rocks  repairing  the  canal 
—  and  earned  enough,  in  a 
fortnight,  to  feed  their  families  for 
a  month.  Nain  Singh  and 
Jagatram  were  everywhere, 
supervising,  joking,  inspiring. 
Soon  the  canal  waters  flooded  the 
fields. 

When  the  fot  contractor  huffed 
and  puffed  his  way  up  to  the 
village  to  collect  his  belongings, 
the  triumphant  partners  were 
ready  for  him.  “It  was  your  idea,” 
they  needled  him,  “that  we  should 
apply  for  the  contracts.”  He  left 
cursing  and  shaking  his  fist, 
vowing  to  get  even. 

Nain  Singh  and  Jagatram  bid 
for  another  contract,  floating  logs 
down  the  river  in  the  valley.  Again 
they  won.  The  work  they  gen¬ 
erated  became  the  village’s  only 
dependable  source  of  employ¬ 
ment  Then  they  secured  the  best 
contract  of  all  —  fora  section  of  the 
road  being  built  to  link  their 
community  to  the  world. 

But  the  villagers  were  con¬ 
cerned:  could  the  road  turn  out  to 


be  a  double-edged  weapon?  Might 
it  not  also  bring  in  contractors 
who  could  outbid  the  partners  and 
dictate  their  own  terms?  As  long  as 
the  village  had  remained  inacces¬ 
sible,  only  the  most  determined 
could  reach  it. 

Some  contractors  had  turned 
back  at  the  riven  they  had  no 
stomach  for  attempting  the  cross¬ 
ing  in  a  swaying  wooden  crate 
suspended  from  a  greasy  cable 
stretched  over  the  water.  TTte  ride, 
for  above  the  rushing  current,  was 
never  free  from  peril — an  effective 
deterrent  for  outsiders  who  came 
to  take  advantage  of  the  villagers. 
Once  the  road  was  built,  they 
would  have  to  find  other  means  of 
warding  off  strangers.  Could  the 
road,  die  villagers  were  asking, 
bring  back  the  days  when  outside 
contractors  fleeced  them? 

But  the  die  had  been  cast:  the 
road-building  was  about.io  begin. 
Despite  the  long-lasting  employ¬ 
ment  it  promised,  the  village  once 
again  faced  an  uncertain  future. 
Nain  Singh  and  Jagatram  had 
ousted  the  fat  contractor,  but 
would  they  be  able  to  meet  the 
new  challenges?

Botha  shows  his  next  card  Battle  for  lives  in  rainstorm’s  wake 

in  strategy  to  share  power  _  ;1  JR 
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Undeterred  by  widespread 
black  indifference  and  the 
opposition  of  while  liberals 
and  conservatives.  South  Af¬ 
rica’s  all-white  ruling  National 
Party  yesterday  unveiled  the 
next  stage  in  its  programme  of 
piecemeal  constitutional  re¬ 
form  aimed  at  “sharing 
power"  with  the  country’s 
black  majority. 

A  draft  bill  published  yes¬ 
terday  would  empower  Presi¬ 
dent  Botha  to  create  a  number 
of  elected  regional  assemblies 
and  executives  for  the  1 1  mill¬ 
ion  of  South  Africa’s  23  mill¬ 
ion  blacks  living  outside  the 
10  tribal  "homelands”  which 
have  their  own  tribal  par¬ 
liaments  and  governments. 

In  South  African  law,  four 
broad  race  groups  are  recog¬ 
nized  for  the  purposes  of 
enforcing  apartheid:  Wads 
(73  per  cent  of  the  population) 
whites  (IS  per  cent).  Colour¬ 
eds  (or  mixed-race,  9  per  cent) 
and  Asians  of  Indian  origin  (3 
percent). 

Introducing  &e  draff  leg¬ 
islation,  AizGhrtsttceam,  the 
Minister  of  ^oastontioml 
Development  and  Planning, 
said  it  wasbe&g  published  to 
give  blacks  a  chance  to  com¬ 
ment  and  suggest  amend¬ 
ments.  After  that  would  it  go 
to  parliament,  in  which  only 
whites.  Coloureds  and  Indians 
are  represented.

Soweto  power  cut  off  as 
officials  act  on  boycott

Parts  of  Soweto,  Johannes¬ 
burg’s  sprawling  black  satellite 
dty  of  about  Z5  million 
inhabitants,  were  in  darkness 
bn  Thursday  as  government 
nffiriak  cut  off  electricity 
suppfies  for  die  second  night 
running  in  an  attempt  to  Ineak 
a  two-year  boycott  of  rent  and 
service  payments. 

Mr  Rene  du  Toil,  Soweto's 
chief  electrical  engineer,  said 
that  “unfortunately  those  who 
pay  their  rent,  water  and 
cfectririry  bills  will  suffer  as 
nun*  as  those  who  do  not” 
because  authorities  did  not 
have  the  ability  to  supply 
electricity  only  to  households 


making  payments.  Many  res¬ 
idents  use  coal  for  cooking 
and  heating  but  most  houses 
now  have  dearie  lighting. 

It  is  estimated  that  80  per 
cent  of  Soweto  residents  are 
not  paying  their  bills  and  that 
the  town  council  is  about  92 
million  rand  (£24  million)  in 
arrears. 

The  Soweum,  which  cir¬ 
culates  widely  in  the  area, 
yesterday  urged  readers  who 
were  paying  their  bills  and  had 
been  deprived  of  electricity  to 
sue  the  town  council  in  the 
Supreme  Court.  It  said  law¬ 
yers  had  advised  that  they 
would  have  a  good  case.

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Rescuers  polling  survivors  from  the 
rabble  of  a  department  store  which 
collapsed  during  a  rainstorm  in  Browns¬ 
ville.

Police  said  last  night  that  it  would 
take  several  more  hours  to  free  those  still 
alive.  “A  little  boy  kept  crying  that  he 
wanted  to  come  out  He  was  scared  and 
he  wanted  a  little  balk  and  he  wanted 
some  refreshments,”  a  fireman,  Mr 
William  Briggs,  said.  “He  was  also  a 
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little  scared,  which  is  natural  and  he's 
also  afraid  of  dying.” 

To  reach  the  woman  and  two  children, 
rescuers  dug  a  makeshift  17  ft  tunnel  and 
doctors  were  able  to  examine  them  where 
they  were  trapped,  Mr  Johnny 
Economedes.  head  of  one  rescue  team, 
said.  "It's  very  hard  for  them.  They  are  in 
terrible  pain,  both  emotional  and 
physical.” 

Three  hundred  bystanders  cheered  as 
one  woman  was  carried  to  safety  and 
taken  to  a  first  aid  station  across  the 
street  She  was  identified  her  as  Mrs 
Maria  Lire,  aged  37,  of  Yncatan,  Mexico, 
but  reports  of  her  condition  are  confused. 
The  Mayor  of  Brownsville.  Mr  Ignacio 
Garza,  said  that  the  people  who  were  still 
trapped  were  in  a  state  of  panic. 

“They  have  been  afraid.  We  have  had 
some  priests  in  there  talking  to  them,”  he 
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said.  Hundreds  of  rescuers  were  working 
at  the  scene,  removing  debris  with 
tractors,  a  crane  and  also  by  hand,  fearful 
of  farther  injuries  to  any  trapped 
survivors. 

The  three-story  Amigo  Store  collapsed 
during  a  storm  on  Thursday  in  which 
more  than  2  in  of  rain  fell  in  less  than  30 
minutes. 

A  woman  sitting  in  a  car  in  front  of  the 
store  was  among  those  killed  when  the 
roof  fell  and  the  walls  caved  in.  Rescuers 
cut  through  the  wall  of  building  next  door 
to  reach  some  of  those  trapped. 

Some  witnesses  said  that  as  many  as 
125  people  sought  shelter  inside  the  town 
centre  building  before  it  crumbled,  but 
others  said  that  only  about  50  had  been 
inside.  The  store  is'only  a  few  hundred 
yards  from  the  international  bridge 
across  the  Rio  Grande.

It  is  understandable  that  people 
in  the  West  should  take  a  close 
interest  in  events  in  the  Kremlin. 
Proposed  changes  in  the  Soviet 
Lfaion  are  closely  connected  to 
the  fate  of  humanity.  But  one 
cannot  assume  that  the  USSR  is 
heading  towards  a  lawful  and 
pluralistic  society. 

In  the  West  many  observers 
take  Gorbachov  at  face  value. 
■  Few  facts  substantiate  this  view. 
One  only  needs  to  listen  to 
Gorbachov  himself  at  last  week's 
party  conference: 

“Recently,  we  have  seen  at¬ 
tempts  to  use  democratic  rights 
in  the  pursuit  of  anti-democratic 
aims.  Some  people  seem  to  think 
that  in  this  manner  we  can  solve 
all  our  problems,  from  opening 
up  our  borders  to  the  creation  of 
opposition  parties.  The  Central 
Committee  of  the  CPSU  believes 
that  such  abuses  of  democratiza¬ 
tion  are  in  total  contradiction  to 
the  aims  of  perestroika  and  go 
against  the  interests  of  the 
people." 

The  General  Secretary  has 
always  expressed  this  point  of 
view* where  pluralism,  in  what¬ 
ever  form,  is  concerned. 


Valery  Senderov  warns  the  West  against  wishful  thinking 

Gorbachov’s  true  colours 


Up  to  now  the  communist 
dictatorship  has  done  nothing  to 
abandon  its  monopoly  on  politi¬ 
cal,  economic,  and  social  power. 
The  party  conference  did  not  do 
this  either.  The  Russian  people 
do  not  expect  miracles  from 
nature,  and  especially  from  the 
nature  of  communism. 

In  effect,  what  was  seen  at  the 
conference  was  an  alliance  be¬ 
tween  the  Gorbachov  “liberal 
wing”  of  the  party  and  the 
“conservative  wing”  generally 
associated  with  Yegor  Ligachev. 
The  differences  between  the  con¬ 
servatives  and  liberals  of  the 
Communist  nomenklatura  elite 
are  significantly  narrower  than  is 
often  suggested  in  the  West. 

Gorbachov  seeks  to  fortify  the 
system  by  introducing  certain 
changes  -  fixed  terms  for  certain 


political  bosses  and  by  making 
superficial  concessions  to  Soviet 
society  and  the  West  They  are 
not  changes  of  a  structural  or  a 
long-term  nature  and  can  easily 
be  overturned.  In  fact,  the 
conference  was  like  a  consulta¬ 
tion  over  the  half-dead  body  of  a 
beloved  patient 
The  nature  of  the  system  in  the 
USSR  demands  that  there  will 
be  a  specific  person  who  will 
solve  all  the  country’s  problems. 
Many  people  with  valid  opin¬ 
ions  and  solutions  are  con¬ 
sequently  excluded  from  con¬ 
sultation  and  discussion. 
Throughout  the  country,  from 
the  Baltic  states  to  the  Urals, 
thousands  of  people  have  been 
demonstrating  in  protest  against 
“elections”  in  which  the  local 
party  bureaucrats  have  elected 


themselves  without  any  respect 
for  democracy. 

The  position  of  the  reformers 
is  strong,  mainly  due  to  the 
publicity  they  have  received  in 
the  West.  The  conservatives 
understand  the  importance  of 
the  West  and  recognize  the  need 
for  Western  support,  particularly 
economic  aid.  Thus,  conser¬ 
vatives  do  not  see  it  as  in  their 
interest  to  threaten  Gorbachov's 
position  at  ihe  moment  Their 
concern  is  how  to  ensure  that 
Gorbachov’s  policies  and  West¬ 
ern  aid  are  used  to  strengthen  the 
present  Soviet  system. 

The  Gorbachov  camp  believes 
that  the  present  form  of  Soviet 
dictatorship  is  not  viable.  It  is 
the  form  that  they  want  to 
change,  not  the  substance.  Most 
conservatives  accept  this,  and 


since  the  main  aspect  of  the 
reforms  solidifies  Communist 
Party  control  over  the  state 
structure  they  support  them. 

Boris  Yeltsin,  the  forma-  Mos¬ 
cow  party  leader,  has  criticized 
this  Gorbachov  reform.  He  said 
the  plan  for  party  committees 
and  local  government  councils 
to  be  headed  by  the  same  person 
is  totally  11  unacceptable  and 
incomprehensible”  Indeed,  it 
contradicts  the  basic  thesis  of  the 
reforms,  which  aim  to  separate 
the  power  of  the  party  from  the 
Soviets.  In  effect,  Gorbachov,  by 
tightening  the  party's  grip  on 
government,  is  carrying  out  the 
wishes  of  the  conservatives. 

It  is  difficult  to  extract  any¬ 
thing  concrete  from  Gor¬ 
bachov's  words  which  would 
confirm  his  reputation  as  a 


reforming  General  Secretary. 
Many  of  his  statements  are 
obscure:  For  example  be  has 
called  on  the  party  to  “Unite  the 
hugely  public  ownership  with 
the  interests  of  the  individual 
with  his  economic  attitude  to 
business.”  What  I  dunk  he 
means  is  that  a  farmer,  for 
example,  must  not  be  the  .boss  on 
his  land.  But  for  the  good  of  the 
cause  he  must  believe  be  is  the 
boss.  It  is  surprising  that  a  leader 
of  an  atheist  party  can  seriously 
propose  such  a  possibility. 

At  the  party  conference  the 
words  glasnoa,  perestroika  and 
democratization  were  contin¬ 
ually  repeated.  Outside  foe  ball 
demonstrations  by  foe  “Demo¬ 
cratic  Union”,  were,  violently 
dispersed  and  pfaiinfothes  po¬ 
lice  brutally  beat  Crimean  l*r- 
tars.  That  is  how  the  Soviet  state 
has  always  dealt  with  pluralism. 
The  Soviet  leopard, at  least  foes 
not  change  his  spots.

Tarnished  but  still  a  glory 


The  tercentenary  of  a 
Glorious  Revolution 
which  sent  Catholic 
James  II  packing  and 
brought  to  the  throne 
his  Protestant  Dutch  son-in-law. 
William  of  Orange,  with  his  wife 
Mary  (in  what  Roy  Hartersley 
recently  described  as  the  “first 
equal  opportunities  monarchy") 
might  once  have  passed  off 
unchallenged  in  its  status  as  a 
constitutional  icon.  Macaulay's 
view  of  1688  as  a  milestone  in 
Britain's  long  and  inevitable 
progress  to  a  parliamentary 
democracy  and  constitutional 
monarchy  was  long  the  con¬ 
ventional  wisdom. 

No  longer  however.  The 
anniversary  junketings  take 
place  at  a  lime  when  1688's 
significance  and  the  way  it 
should  be  celebrated  are  subjects 
for  controversy  —  and  not  just 
among  historians.  In  the  last  few 
years  a  tide  of  revisionism  has 
hit  much  of  the  scholarly  writing 
concerned  to  assess  the  constitu¬ 
tional  impact  on  Britain  in  the 
ISth  century  and  beyond.  In  the 
process,  interest  in  foe  world  of 
Restoration  politics  has  been 
radically  reawakened.  It  is  no 
longer  a  simple  tale  of  Charles 
ITs  mistresses,  James  II’s  follies 
and  the  inevitable  assertions  of 
parliamentary  sovereignty. 

Chief  among  foe  iconoclasts 
has  been  Jonathan  Gark  of  All 
Souls  College,  Oxford,  whose 
two  books.  English  Society  16SS- 
1S32  and  Revolution  and  Rebel¬ 
lion ,  have  presented  a  picture  of 
post-1688  England  as  an  ancien 
regime  still  secure  in  traditional 
hierarchical  and  confessional 
structures. 

Dr  Gaik's  1688  is  unlike  foe 
providential  constitutional  won¬ 
der  hymned  by  Lord  Hailsham 
last  week  when  he  opened  Par¬ 
liament’s  contribution  to  the 
1688  celebrations  (a  major  ex¬ 
hibition  at  foe  Banqueting 
House.  Whitehall,  where  Charles 
I  fell  on  his  neck  foe  shajp 
limitations  on  the  divine  right  of 
kings).  His  leaves  England  with  a 
monarchy  that  still  matters,  a 
Church  of  England  with  all  its 
teeth  and  a  society  nowhere  near 
as  progressive  or  bourgeois  as 
many  Whig  or  Marxist  histori¬ 
ans  have  traditionally  liked  to 
proclaim. 

For  him,  and  increasingly  for 
other  younger  scholars,  this  is 
not  a  nation  uniquely  equipped 
by  a  constitutional  landmark  to 
launch  out  on  foe  road  to 
imperial  and  industrial  great¬ 
ness.  but  one  where  a  profoundly 
conservative  society  continues 
to  be  underpinned  by  establish¬ 


ment  Anglicanism.  Responding 
to  his  critics  in  foe  November 
1987  issue  of  foe  journal  Past 
and  Present,  Clark  retorts: 

"The  rhetoric  with  which  post- 
1688  England  praised  itself  was, 
across  part  of  its  spectrum, 
different  from  that  found  in 
other  European  states;  but  foe 
large  pans  of  foe  spectrum  which 
were  profoundly  similar  have 
until  recently  been  hardly  no¬ 
ticed  by  historians  of  political 
thought . . .  England's  rise  was 
paralleled  by  foe  rise  of  Russia 
and  Prussia  (hardly  a  tribute  to 
their  institutionalized  liberal¬ 
ism)  and  foe  decline  of  Venice 
and  Holland  (hardly  an  advert¬ 
isement  for  representative  in¬ 
stitutions  or  foe  progressive 
imperatives  of  trade). 

Writing  from  a  totally  dif¬ 
ferent  perspective  in  his  re¬ 
cently-published  book  The  En¬ 
chanted  Class:  Britain  and  Its 
Monarchy .  the  unrepentantly 
republican  Tom  Naira  shares 
Clark’s  view  on  foe  need  to  take 
the  power  of  post-1688  mon¬ 
archy  seriously:  "...  purged  of 
its  earlier  extremism,  foe  Crown 
became  a  cherished  symbol  of 
that  moderation  and  give-and- 
take  by  which  an  English  identity 
will  always  bestow  demi-para- 
dise  upon  those  that  receive  alms 
from  door  to  door.” 

This  is  of  course  a  view  of  the 
monarchy  as  establishment  no¬ 
blesse  oblige  upon  whose  dreams 
Mrs  Thatcher  is  treading  none 
too  softly  at  foe  moment.  It  gets 


close  to  an  understanding  of 
why.  whatever  the  reality  of 
1688,  its  myth  has  been  a 
powerful  and  sustaining  one  for 
a  self  image  which  has  been 
essentially  English  rather  than 
British  (as  Naira  acidly  notes)  in 
its  comfortableness. 

Just  as  foe  Victorians  could 
look  out  wistfully  on  a  red- 
streaked  map  of  an  empire  on 
which  foe  sun  never  set,  so  they 
could  read  (in  a  period  which 
Naira  invariably  reminds  us  saw 
foe  invention  of  most  of  our 
ceremoniously  royal  traditions) 
a  morality  tale  of  1688.  It  staned 
an  impetuous  despot  and  re¬ 
ligious  fanatic  foiled,  a  frame¬ 
work  of  constitutional  rights  and 
liberties  secured,  foe  establish¬ 
ment  of  toleration  and  a  stable 
political  balance  between  Crown 
and  Parliament  which  was  foe 
envy  of  foe  civilized  world. 


Even  today  168S’s 
mythology  of  bloodless 
“muddling  through” 
can  be  a  comforting 
one  in  foe  little,  oh  so- 
English  touches  of  the  chronol¬ 
ogy  between  William’s  landing 
at  Torbay  in  November  1688 
and  his  accession,  complete  with 
a  Bill  of  Rights,  to  foe  throne  the 
following  February. 

Who  but  James'H  would  have 
thought  that,  merely  by  dumping 
foe  Great  Seal  in ’the  Thames 
during  his  flight  from  London  in 
December  1688.  government 
would  grind  to  a  halt  and  bis 


opponents  be  frustrated?  Isn’t 
there  an  element  of  foe  Carry  On 
films  about  foe  fact  that,  having 
been  recaptured  by  Kent  fisher¬ 
men,  James  was  then  permitted 
to  escape  to  France  more  ef¬ 
ficiently  by  his  Dutch  son-in- 
law,  who  was  keen  to  have  an 
embarrassingly  surplus  monarch 
off  his  hands? 

As  for  foe  dilemma  of  the 
Convention  Parliament  in  early 
1689,  drawing  up  a  long  list  of 
James’s  misdemeanours  yet 
wishing  to  avoid  awkward  ech¬ 
oes  of  foe  Civil  War  by  the 
deposition  of  an  anointed  mon¬ 
arch,  is  not  its  simple  declaration 
that,  since  James  had  left  foe 
country  foe  throne  was  now 
vacant  and  could  legitimately  be 
offered  to  William  and  Mary,  a 
stratagem  worthy  of  Sir  Hum¬ 
phrey  in  Yes  Minister? 

But  there  is  always  a  worm  in 
foe  bud.  and  in  this  case  it  is  in 
the  orange.  This  traditional 
account  of  compromise  and 
decent  vagueness  is  an  English 
view  of  foe  “Glorious  Revolu¬ 
tion”,  not  a  Scottish  one  and 
certainly  not  an  Irish.  For  those 
two  other  parts  of  foe  British 
Isles,  1688  unleashed  changes 
that  were  far  more  politically 
profound  and  whose  con¬ 
sequences  remain  with  us  today. 

It  is  all  foe  more  extraordinary 
therefore  that  foe  otherwise  ad¬ 
mirable  1688  exhibition  at  foe 
Banqueting  House  (though  it 
looks  at  foe  triumph  of  foe  kirk 
in  Scotland  and  foe  chain  of 


events  leading  to  the  1 707  Act  of 
Union)  omits  all  reference  to 
matters  on  Ireland,  the  siege  of 
Londonderry  and  the  Battle  of 
the  Boyne,  by  which  William  III 
has  passed  into  Unionist  fable. 

One  can  understand  foe  sotto 
voce  pressures  perhaps  emanat¬ 
ing  from  the  ranks  of  foe  Foreign 
and  Commonwealth  Office,  that 
conspired  to  present  such  a 
“Newspeak”  version  of  events — 
“must  keep  offlreland,  old  chap 
—  always  a  touchy  subject  — 
don't  want  to  rode  the  boat  on 
foe  Anglo-Irish  agreement”  and 
soon. 

But  we  cannot  just  have 
history  with  the  awkward  bits 
left  out  To  ignore  the  Irish 
dimension  in  commemorating 
1688  is  not  only  intellectually 
dishonest  but  is  also  politically 
naive.  One  might  have  thought 
that  reminding  people  of  the  true 
context  of  the  events  would  have 
been  valuable  for  Anglo-Irish 
relations. 

How  many  recall  that  1688’s 
Pope  Innocent  XI  was  actually 
one  of  William  HTs  backers  in  a 
grand  alliance  against  the  threat 
of  Louis  XIV’s  European  he¬ 
gemony,  that  James's  attempt  to 
recapture  his  throne  via  Ireland 
was  really  part  of  that  French 
and  essentially  political  grand 
design,  that  William  spent  only  a’ 
fortnight  of  his  reign  in  Ireland 
in  foe  summer  of  1690,  and  that 
he  actually  promised  at  the  end 
of  the  Irish  Campaign  that 
Catholics  should  have  further 


privileges  and  security  “m  that 
particular  as  may  preseivelfaem 
from  any  disturbance  upon  the 
account  of  their  said  religion”? 
All  this  coukl  surely  lave  been  a 
valuable  context-settee  for  An¬ 
glo-Irish  relations  in  1988.  As  it 
is,  the  'is-  that'  ■*New- 

speak”  will  allow  others  to  hijack 
and  distort  foe  anniversary  feu: 
their  own  narrower  sectarian 
purposes.  ■* 

Wfiat  then  arc  we  left 
w&m  cefebtating 
1688?  A  chance,  I 
hope— despite  the 
above-  — -  to-  inte¬ 
grate  the  study  of  l7th  and  1 8fo 
century  Scottish  and  Jrish  his¬ 
tory  into  that  of  Engjandmore 
frilly  than  previously,  as  Dr 
dark  and  others  have  declared  is 
their  intention.  :

But  if  foe  revisionists  are  right 
about  .foe  endnring  appeal  of 
Tory  Anglicanism  before  and 
beyond  1688,  it  rates  a  fascinat¬ 
ing  speculation.  If  James  ITs 
son,  foe  Old  Pretender,  had  been 
prepared  to -conform  to  the 
Church  of  England  in.. those 
critical  matters  of  .1714  when 
Queen  Anne  lay  dying,  would  we 
have  had  a  continuing  Jacobite 
but  Protestant  House  of  Stuart, 
absolute  on  that  Anglican  bed¬ 
rock  and  without .  the  Whig 
inevitability  of.  that  .“perfect 
harmony  of  our  parliamentary 
system  with  our  Constitutional 
Monarchy”  that  Trevelyan 
penned  for  George  V  in  his  1935 
Silver  Jubilee  reply  to  Par¬ 
liament? 

What  version  of  1688* -one 
wonders,  wfll  be  servednp  by  foe 
Queen  in  her  response*  to  the 
Lords  and  Commons^,  ter¬ 
centenary  address  in  -West¬ 
minster  Hall  later  this  month?

New  York 

The  subject  hushes  dinner  table 
conversation  in  Johannesburg. 
But  hardly  anyone  is  aware  of  it 
here,  although  it  exposes  a  fatal 
weakness  in  US  foreign  policy 
and  may  even  explode  during 
this  year's  presidential  election. 

The  Cubans  are  on  foe  move 
in  Angola.  They  have  increased 
their  troop  strength  to  50,000 
and  have  landed  new  units, 
reportedly  fresh  from  guarding 
Havana,  in  the  extreme  south 
where  they  threaten  South  Af¬ 
rica’s  position  on  the  border  with 
Namibia  (South-West  Africa). 
The  Cuban  tank  force  in  Angola 
now  exceeds  that  of  the  entire 
South  African  army.  Cuban 
aircraft  and  radar-assisted  miss¬ 
ile  defences  now  technically 
outmatch  anything  South  Africa 
can  send  against  them  —  the  only 
practical  consequence  of  foe 
international  arms  embargo. 

The  results  are  already  show¬ 
ing  on  the  battlefield.  Last 
winter,  the  South  Africans  de¬ 
clined  to  press  home  foeir  anack 
on  foe  strategic  town  of  Cuito 
CuanavaJe,  part  of  foeir  cam¬ 
paign  to  protect  the  anti-com¬ 
munist  Unita  rebel  movement, 
apparently  because  of  foe  poten¬ 
tial  cost  of  attacking  without  air 
cover.  Last  month.  Cuban  air 
strikes  killed  a  number  of  South 
African  troops  guarding  foe  dam 
at  Calueque,  which  controls 
water  flowing  into  Namibia  and 
which  had  tacitly  been  declared 
inviolate. 

Optimists  think  that  foe  Cu¬ 
bans  and  foeir  Angolan  Marxist 
clients  are  acting  unilaterally, 
txyi  ng  to  disrupt  or  at  least 


improve  foeir  position  at  foe 
current  negotiations  in  Cairo, 
where  South  Africa  is  talking 
directly  to  its  East  bloc  adversar¬ 
ies.  There  are  stories  that  Mos¬ 
cow  has  acted  to  rein  them  in, 
both  in  Cairo  and  at  foe  front. 
This  might  support  foe  thesis 
that  Gorbachov  wants  to  dis¬ 
engage  from  Angola  as  part  of  a 
geopolitical  retrenchment. 

But  any  such  optimism  begs 
the  question  of  why  the  Soviets 
are  allowing  the  build-up  in 
Angola  in  the  first  place.  Some 
estimates  are  that  SI  billion 
worth  of  Soviet  arms  have 
arrived  in  foe  last  year  alone  — 
well  after  Gorbachov  began 
retreating  from  Afghanistan. 
And  foe  sophistication  of  foe 
Sam  missiles  and  MiGs  de¬ 
ployed  against  the  South  Af¬ 
ricans  implies  a  commitment  at 
foe  highest  level. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  foe 
Soviets  still  regard  foeir  South¬ 
ern  African  adventure  as  a 
profitable  speculation.  They 
may  just  want  to  keep  things 
quiet  until  after  foe  US  election, 
thus  avoiding  any  repetition  of 
1980  when,  by  invading  Afghan¬ 
istan,  they  helped  to  put  a 
particularly  anti-communist  pre¬ 
sident  in  foe  White  House. 

All  of  which  illustrates  the 
appalling  knots  tied  in  US 
foreign  policy  by  foe  hysteria 
about  “racism”  that  has  become 
epidemic  in  its  domestic  politics. 
The  fact  that  the  US  is  now 
apparently  incapable  of  resisting 
a  Soviet  threat  to  an  area  as 
important  at  Southern  Africa  is 
astonishing  enough.  But  this 
threat  Is  being  mounted  by  Fidel 


Castro's  regime  in  Cuba  —  which 
itself  has  done  everything  pos¬ 
sible  to  start  fires  in  America’s 
back  yard,  from  supporting 
guerrillas  in  El  Salvador  to 
exporting  boatloads  of  criminals 
to  Miami.  No  great  power  would 
normally  miss  a  chance  to 
punish  such  a  mortal  enemy. 

The  rational  response  to  the 
extraordinary  Angolan  situation 
is  dear  the  South  Africans,  like 
the  Israelis,  should  immediately 
be  given  access  to  first-class  air 
power.  (Unlike  the  Israelis,  the 
South  Africans  would  pay  for  it.) 
There  could  be  no  objection  to 
this  -  supersonic  jets  are  not 
riot-control  equipment  —  except 
by  those  who  hope  for  a  Soviet- 
backed  conquest  of  South  Africa. 

Which  is  apparently  what  the 
Reverend  Jesse  Jackson  is  hop¬ 
ing  for.  Recently  this  man  who 
has  embraced  Castro  and  Arafat 
refused  to  meet  foe  Unita  leader, 
Jonas  Savimbi,  during  his  visit 
to  Washington,  although  Unita 
is  widely  agreed  to  be  a  legiti¬ 
mate  Angolan  movement,  foe 
probable  victors  of  any  free 
election,  whose  tactical  alliance 
with  Pretoria  arose  only  out  of 
dire  necessity. 

Instead,  Jackson  pointedly 
met  a  representative  of  foe 
Angolan  Marxists.  And  such  is 
his  sway  over  foe  Democratic 
party  that  Michael  Dukakis  re¬ 
fused  to  meet  Savimbi  too.Quite 
obviously.  Jackson's  obsession 
with  South  Africa  arises  not 
from  any  love  for  foe  blacks — he 
is  completely  indifferent  to  foeir 
sufferings  in  the  rest  of  Africa  — 
but  from  hatred  of  the  whites. 
His  influence  is  gradually  push¬ 


ing  US  policy  into  a  holy  war 
against  South  Africa’s  whites,  a 
symbolic  expression  of  the  alien¬ 
ation  of  American  blacks  from 
their  own  white  society. 

Massive  troop  movements  are 
rumoured  in  Namibia.  The 
South  Africans  may  be  thinking 
of  attacking  foe  Cubans  under 
cover  of  foe  imminent  rainy 
season,  using  their  very  effective 
domestically-developed  G-6 
howitzers.  They  have  other  op¬ 
tions:  for  example,  forcing  the 
Americans  to  aid  them  by 
wifoolding  supplies  of  chrome, 
on  which  South  Africa  has  an 
effective  monopoly.  This  would 
require  Israeli-type  toughness. 
But  it  would  certainly  brighten 
foe  presidential  election. 

Democracies  do  not  have  a 
distinguished  record  of  rational 
foreign  policy.  But  the  US, 
precisely  because  its  constitution 
is  so  democratic,  has  a  particu¬ 
larly  spectacular  record  of  being 
dominated  by  factions  and 
fanatics. 

Its  disastrous  collison  with 
Imperial  Japan,  to  give  a  less 
obvious  example,  was  not  just  a 
matter  of  Pearl  Harbour.  As  is 
made  clear  in  an  excellent  new 
book  on  Roosevelt’s  foreign 
policy.  Wind  over  Sand  by 
Frederick  Marks,  it  was  largely 
caused  by  blind  pro-Chinese 
sentiment  whipped  up  by  miss¬ 
ionaries  —  just  like  church 
agitation  against  South  Africa 
today  .The  moral  is  grim.  Isola¬ 
tionism  is  not  just  an  American 
tradition  —  it  may  also  prove  a 
systemic  necessity.

But 
the  ideations  so  fer  are  that  he  and  Mr 
uuxakis  are  learning  to  dance  together  and 
that  the  friendliness  and  cooperation  that 
marked  their  July  Fourth  weekend  dinner 
together  will  continue  at  the  convention  which 
begins  in  Atlanta  in  nine  days. 

It  is,  of  course,  plain  that  Mr  Jackson’s  very 
special  lack  of  dullness  would  make  Him  an 
electorally  disastrous  choice  as  running- mate. 
The  polls  show  that  for  every  vote  he  would 
attract  be  would  lose  two.  Mr  Dukakis  is  at  the 
moment  ahead  of  Mr  Bosh  in  the  polls,  but  his 
lead  is  fragile.  Poll  analysis  shows  that  his 
support  does  not  come  from  people  who  are 
intrinsically  in  his  favour,  but  from  those  who 
are  opposed  to  Mr  Bosh. 

Mr  Bush  has  been  able  to  chip  away  at  these 
with  his  accusations  that  as  Governor  of 
Massachusetts,  Mr  Dukakis  has  been  soft  ,  on 


crime  and  weak  on  finance.  He  released  from 
prison  felons  awarded  sentences  without 
parole,  and  he  raised  taxes  to  bridge  a  budget 
deficit 

What  Mr  Dukakis  needs  is  a  vice-presiden¬ 
tial  candidate  who  will  help  him  to  appeal  to 
those  Democrats  who  voted  for  Mr  Reagan  in 
1984.  They  have  been  identified  as  mainly 
white,  mate,  non-Anglo-Saxon,  tower  middle 
or  skilled  working  class.  They  are  not  to  be 
found  among  the  Perrier  and  pink  peppercorn 
liberals,  nor  in  the  black  ghettos.  They  are 
those,  it  is  said,  who  admire  Mr  Dukakis’s  own 
qualities  of  steadiness,  caution,  cleverness  and 
lack  of  flamboyance  —  with  or  without 
charisma. 

Senator  Glenn  is  estimated  to  have  some  of 
this  appeal.  He  would  certainly  be  expected  to 
deliver  the  strategically  vital  23  electoral 
college  votes  from  his  home  state,  and 
probably  help  with  other  industrial  states.  He 
has  some  appeal  in  those  southern  states  with  a 
strong  defence  interest  since  he  is  a  member  of 
the  Armed  Services  Committee  and  has  a 
centrist  pro-defence  stance.  Some  of  the 
glamour  of  the  former  astronaut  still  dings  to 
him,  though  this  can  be  seriously  over¬ 
estimated.  The  film.  The  Right  Stuff. \  which 
glorified  the  early  astronauts,  was  not  a  box- 
office  success. 

Other  names  who  have  been  canvassed  seem 
equally  Charmless-Senator  Albert  Gore  is  as 
boring  a  speaker  as  Senator  Glenn  and  is  in 
contention  largely  because  of  his  southern 
background  and  ability  to  talk  to  Mr  Jackson 
on  friendly  terms.  Senator  Lloyd  Bentsen  is  a 
touch  elderly  and,  though  a  Texan,  is  not  able, 
as  Lyndon  Johnson  was,  to  deliver  the  whole  of 
the  south  for  his  ticket  Senator  Bill  Bradley  is 
another  poor  platform  performer.  As  Mr 
Dukakis  himself  said  when  a  reporter  charged 
Mr  Glenn  with  having  conducted  a  dull  and 
boring  campaign  in  1984:  “Dull  and  boring?  I 
Irinda  like  that” 


NO  CHOICE  FOR  MEXICO 


Mexico’s  Institutional  Revolutionary  Party, 
(PRI).  seems  to  have  suffered  a  considerable 
drop  in  its  share  of  the  vote  in  die  presidential 
elections  which  have  just  been  held.  That  will 
not  stop  it  winning  when  die  final  results  come 
in  tomorrow. 

Tins  drop  in  the  vote  may  even  be  seen  as 
something  of  a  tribute  to  the  PRI  candidate, 
Sedor  Caries  Safinas  Gortari.  In  view  of  the 
level  of  fraud  by  the  PRI  in  the  past  his 
supporters  have  a  right  to  be  astonished  at  their 
moderation.  The  PRI  has  ruled  Mexico  for 
almost  60  yews  and  for  several  decades  has  apt 
tost  an  election  even  at  state  leveL 

The  chief  merits  of  Senor  Salinas  are,  infect, 
largely  independent  of  the  corrupt  authoritar¬ 
ianism  of  his  party-  They  lie  in  foe  economic 
policy  he  helped  to  implement  as  planning 
minister  under  President  de  la  Madrid.  The  so- 
called  “Economic  Solidarity  Pact”  has  dras¬ 
tically  reduced  both  the  budget  deficit  and 
previously  rocketing  inflation. 

The  tow  price  of  Mexico’s  oil  exports  means 
that  the  economy  still  remains  sluggish-  The 
social  cost  of  foe  Government’s  austerity 
measures  has  been  high.  The  whole  austerity 
programme  is,  indeed,  necessary  only  because 
of  the  way  in  which  PRI  governments 
squandered  the  oil  bonanza  of  the  1970s. 

Under  its  near-absolute  rule,  Mexico’s 
political  culture  has  become  corrupt,  its  press 
emasculated,  and  the  power  of  drag  traffickers 
has  increased.  There  are  also  wdl-justified 
suspicions  of  covert  political  violence  - 
suspicions  which  foe  murder  last  Monday  of  a 
dose  slide  of  the  main  pposition  leader, .Senor 
Cuauhtemoc  CSrdenas,  will  have  further 
rztised 

Mr  Cardenas,  formerly  a  leading  left-winger 
in  the  PRI,  is  in  many  ways  an  attractive  figure, 
who  seems  to  stand  in  the  genuine  reformist 
tradition  of  his  fetber,  Lazaro,  the  distm- 


Sm tote  achievement  in,  temporarily 

least,  uniting  foe  left.  , _ . 

He  has,  however,  two  enormous  drawbacks. 
In  the  first  place,  Iris  economic  programme 
more  populist  than  socialist,  but  none  the  less 


dangerous  —  would  risk  plunging  Mexico  back 
into  the  economic  abyss  from  which  Senor 
Salinas  and  fate  government  colleagues  have 
been  so  painfully  extracting  it 

In  the  second  place,  the  alliance  of  left-wing 
parties  which  he  leads  remains  a  fairly 
ramshackle  affair,  which  might  disintegrate 
under  the  strain  of  office.  The  rule  of  the  PRI, 
with  all  its  glaring  faults,  has  at  least  spared 
Mexico  the  dvil  wars  which  have  enveloped  so 
many  other  Latin  American  nations. 

Mexicans  remember  the  bloodshed  and 
duos  of  their  own  dvil  war  after  foe 
revolution  of  1910,  and  have  little  desire  to 
repeat  it.  Fears  in  foe  United  States  that  the 
“ultimate  domino”  might  disintegrate  into 
revolution  are,  rightly,  at  a  low  level  today,  but 
this  may  not  always  be  the  case. 

The  Opposition  is  already  protesting  against 
the  PRI  victory.  These  protests  may  well  turn 
violent-The  other  main  opposition  party,  foe 
right-wing  National  Action  Party  (PAN)  under 
Senor  Manuel  Qouthier,  offered  an  unlovely 
mixture  of  machismo,  hysteria,  and  self- 
interest  and  will  certainly  contribute  to  post- 
election  disorder.  The  next  weeks  will  be  a  test 
of  Mexico’s  political  stability  and  also  of 
whether  the  security  forces  have  learned  to 
combine  order  with  restraint. 

As  foe  modest  Senor  Salinas  and  foe  PRI  go 
on  ruling  in  Mexico  City,  foe  next  test  will  be 
whether  foe  party  will  allow  the  Opposition  a 
real  chance  to  win  against  the  worst  of  its  own 
state  and  municipal  administrations.  An 
attempt  by  foe  PRI  to  hold  on  to  absolute 
power  at  every  level  will  one  day  bring  with  it  a 
real  threat  of  revolutionary  violence. 

With  luck,  Senor  Cardenas  will  recognize  the 
dangers  involved  in  fomenting  mass  unrest, 
and  be  willing  to  try  a  more  gradual  move 
towards  power  under  the  existing  system.  Only 
through  greater  pluralism  and  political  institu¬ 
tions  based  on  general  consent  can  Mexico 
progress  towards  a  political  stability  that  will 
guarantee  economic  growth;  and  only  thus  will 
Mexicans  ever  be  able  to  participate  in 
elections  which  offer  them  a  choice  rather  than 
a  dilemma. 


Close  links  with 
European  future

Sir,  Lord  Chelwood’s  assertion 
(July  4)  that  the  Government  had 
deliberately  downgraded  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Parliament  and  our  repre¬ 
sentatives  deserves  the  most 
serious  consideration.  There  are 
probably  few  electors  who  could 
name  their  MEP  and  probably  not 
many  more  who  know  they  even 
have  one  to  represent  them. 

Surety  the  time  has  come  for  our 
senior  politicians  in  all  parties  to 
be  more  closely  associated  with 
the  day-by-day  development  of 
the  European  Community,  pos¬ 
sibly  the  only  ideal  left  to  us. 

Not  since  our  loss  of  empire  has 
an  opportunity  for  new  leadership 
presented  itself  and  it  would  hie 
sad  indeed  for  posterity  if  at  this 
critical  time  parochial  matters 
were  to  preoccupy  the  minds  of 
our  best  statesmen. 

Should  we  not,  therefore, 
encourage  our  best  men  and 
women  in  all  parties  to  see  new 
and  wider  responsibilities  within 
our  European  Parliament,  starting 
with  members  of  both  front 
benches?  Cross-fertilisation  of 
ideas  at  the  highest  level  must  be 
for  the  common  good.  Lei  the 
process  be  started.

Sir,  Listening  this  morning  to  the 
Home  Secretary  describing  the 
steps  to  be  taken  before  a  new 
Official  Secrets  Act  reaches  the 
statute  book  1  was,  as  a  retired 
First  Parliamentary  Counsel,  sor¬ 
ry  to  hear  him  describe  the 
drafting  stage  of  the  necessary  Bill 
as  “putting  [the  proposals]  into 
lawyers'  language”. 

I  would  be  glad  of  a  fiver  for 
every  talk  on  the  work  of  the 
Parliamentary  Counsel  Office  I 
have  begun  over  the  past  30  years 
with  the  words 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the 
drafting  of  legislation  involves  more 
than  just  putting  legislative  pro¬ 
posals  into  legal  language  and  ensur¬ 
ing  that  there  are  no  loopholes. 

Modern  Acts  of  Parliament 
contain  an  unavoidable  minimum 
of  technical  language  (e.g.,  the 
conveyancing  terminology  in  the 
Law  of  Property  An  1925  and  the 
lists  of  controlled  drugs  in  the 
Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  1971),  but 
they  are  generally  expressed  with¬ 
out  recourse  to  legal  or  other 
technical  terminology.  The  drafts¬ 
man's  task  is  to  achieve  the  clear 
and  orderly  expression  of  carefully 
thought-out  ideas,  and  above  all  to 
ensure  that  the  ideas  to  be 
expressed  are  felly  thought  out. 

The  Bill  envisaged  by  Mr  Hurd 
will  doubtless  include  expressions 
such  as  “on  conviction  on  indict¬ 
ment”  and  “is  repealed”;  but  it  is 
most  unlikely  that  its  substantive 
provisions  will  contain  any  “law¬ 
yers’  language”.

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imagination  can  this  belief  be  said  still  to  be  a 
point  of  Anglican  doctrine,  it  would  be  right  for 
foe  forthcoming  Lambeth  Conference  to 
repudiate  it  once  for  all  in  the  name  of  the 
whole  Anglican  Communion,  as  foe  Second 
Vatican  Council  did  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church. 

But  as  foe  experts  at  Oxford  and  the  bishops 
at  Canterbury  are  bound  to  discover,  it  is 
difficult  to  stop  there.  It  is  foe  claim  of  religious 
Zionists  that  to  deny  the  right  of  the  Jewish 
people  to  their  ancient  national  homeland  is  to 
deny  part  of  Jewish  identity,  and  a_  church 
which  does  so  is,  in  this  sense,  still  anti- 
Semitic.  To  allow  that  claim,  on  foe  other 
hand,  is  to  support  foe  specifically  Jewish 
character  of  foe  State  of  Israel,  with  the 
consequent  exclusion  from  full  citizenship  of 
non-Jews-  It  may  also  tend  to  support  foe 
annexation  of  the  West  Bank  as  being  part  of 
the  historic  territory  of  ancient  IsraeL  This 
impinges  directly  upon  foe  current  Palestinian 
problem. 

The  bishops  would  do  weD  to  take  Sir  John's 
advice  and  shelter  behind  diplomatic  silence 
here.  The  strictly  Christian  interest  is  in  a  just 
pear*  in  the  Middle  East,  but  not  in  any 
particular  peace  formula.  It  can  only  weaken 
an  appropriate  confession  of  Christian  respon¬ 
sibility  for  foe  origins  of  foe  Shoah  to  attach  to 
it  moral  judgments  on  contemporary  matters 
which  bear  no  comparison  in  scale  or  horror. 

There  is  no  need  for  Jewish  and  Christian 
theologians  to  be  so  diffident  at  their  Oxford 
meeting,  however,  and  in  foe  sanctuary  of  an 
academic  seminar  they  can  explore  these 
delicate  and  dangerous  questions  further. 
Theologians  may  sometimes  rush  in  where 
bishops  should  fear  to  tread. 


The  Turin  Shroud

Sir,  Our  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  reports  in  Italy  and  America 
that  this  laboratory  has  already 
made  public  the  results  of  the 
dating  of  the  shroud,  thus  pre¬ 
empting  the  combined  verdict  of 
foe  three  laboratories  entrusted 
with  this  research  by  the  guardian 
of  the  shroud,  foe  Cardinal  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Turin.

Lessons  from  Butler-Sloss  inquiry

makes  the  important  point  that 
foe  content  of  training  of  pro¬ 
fessionals  working  in  the  field  of 
child  abuse  is  as  important  as  the 
sums  of  money  devoted  to  it. 

Since  one  of  the  problems  in 
Cleveland  was  foe  inability  of 
professionals  from  different  dis¬ 
ciplines  to  co-operate  felly,  foe 
argument  in  favour  of  multi¬ 
disciplinary  training  is  irresistible. 

It  is  particularly  disappointing 
to  me,  as  an  educator  of  new 
general  practitioners,  that  medical 
undergraduates  have  hardly  every 
met.  let  alone  exchanged*  views 
with  a  social  worker  working  in 
primary  care.  Any  multi-disci¬ 
plinary  teaching  that  I  organise 
depends  on  my  own  personal 
contacts  and  their  willingness  to 
fit  u$  into  their  crowded  timetable. 

A  major  advance  would  be  foe 
development  of  formal  links  be¬ 
tween  educators  of  all  foe  pro¬ 
fessionals  concerned,  ideally  this 
form  of  teaching  should  start 
during  their  initial  training  and 
continue  throughout  their  pro¬ 
fessional  lives.

Sir.  It  is  with  relief  foal  I  note  that 
foe  Butler-Sloss  report  suggests 
some  procedural  improvements  to 
foe  power  of  a  magistrate  to  grant 
a  “place  of  safety  order”,  which 
allows  foe  removal  of  a  child  from 
its  parents  for  up  to  28  days 
wifoout'notice. 

It  is  by  contrast  strange  to  note 
/section  43  of  foe  Police  and 
Criminal  Evidence  Act,  1984)  that 
Parliament  has  insisted  that  a 
warrant  to  detain  a  person  sus¬ 
pected  of  a  “ serious  arrestable 
offence”  (for  a  maximum  of  36 
hours)  should  have  foe  following 
safeguards:  a  hearing  in  a  coun¬ 
room  at  any  time  of  day  or  night; 
an  application  on  oath;  the  de¬ 
tained  person's  presence,  and  an 
entitlement  to  legal  representa¬ 
tion. 

However,  a  child  or  its  parents 
will  usually  know  DOibing  of  the 
application  until  foe  child  is 
removed.  The  order  can  be 
granted  by  a  single  magistrate. 
There  is  no  requirement  for  sworn 
evidence.  Some  applications  are 
dealt  with  in  a  magistrate's  private 
residence. 

Any  suggestion  that  the  giving 
of  notice  of  an  impending  applica¬ 
tion  might  have  disastrous  con¬ 
sequences  for  a  child  can  easily  be 
met  by  foe  retention  of  foe  ex- 
pane  application,  but  limited  in 
duration  to  1 2  or  24  hours,  after 
which  a  court  hearing  would  be 
necessary. 

Do  the  rights  of  children  and 
parents  really  deserve  less  protec¬ 
tion  than  a  person  suspected  of  a 
serious  arrestable  offence?

Reforming  the  NHS 

From  the  Director  of  the  Nat  ional 
Association  of  Health  Authorities 
Sir,  Dr  Richard  Hawkins  (July  4) 
misses  the  point  of  the  proposal 
made  by  the  National  Association 
of  Health  Authorities  that  controls 
should  be  placed  on  agency  doc¬ 
tors  employed  to  fiU  hospital 
locum  posts. 

The  problem  of  shortages  of 
junior  doctors  is  causing  severe 
difficulties  for  health  authorities 
throughout  the  country.  A  survey 
carried  out  recently  by  Walsall 
Health  Authority  showed  that  far 
from  refusing  to  employ  locums 
directly,  health  authorities  are 
forced  to  use  commercial  agencies 
because  of  the  impossibility  of 
finding  junior  doctors,  on  either  a 
permanent  or  locum  basis.  These 
shortages  are  due  not  to  any 
shortsightedness  by  hospital  man¬ 
agers,  but  to  an  imbalance  in  the 
medical  career  structure  which 


evidence  is  undesirable  in  “within 
family”  cases  because  it  provides 
insufficient  safeguards  for  a 
conspiracy  between  a  beloved 
parent  and  a  child  against  foe 
other  parent. 

la  allegations  of  indecency  with 
children  by  strangers  that  particu¬ 
lar  danger  is  absent,  buz  those 
investigating  such  cases  should  be 
better  trained  as  to  foe  impropri¬ 
ety  of  asking  a  child  leading 
questions.  “Experts”  sometimes 
do  not  even  know  what  a  leading 
question  is. 

As  to  child  experts  in  general, 
foe  Cleveland  and  other  cases 
show  how  much  we  should  be  on 
our  guard  against  foe  tyrannies  of 
the  compassionate  mind.  To  ban 
access  to  the  mother  of  a  young 
child  because  the  father  may  be 
suspect  takes  us  back  for  sheer 
irrationality  to  the  days  of  witch- 
craft

Sir,  In  foe  probation  service  we 
often  (more  so  than  we  care  to 
admit)  supervise  offenders  who 
have,  at  an  earlier  period  in  their 
lives,  been  foe  subject  of  child 
sexual  3buse.

Lyceum’s  future 

From  the  Chairman,  Arts  Council 
Sir,  The  decision  by  foe  London 
Residuary  Body  to  grant  the  lease 
of  the  Lyceum  Theatre  to  Brent 
Walker  to  turn  this  famous 
London  theatre  into  a  cabaret 
house  has  been  greeted  with  anger 
and  regret  by  foe  Arts  Council.  I 
heartily  endorse  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  Sir  David  Crouch, 
Chairman  of  foe  Theatres  Trust, 
in  his  letter  (July  5). 

The  Department  of  foe  Env¬ 
ironment  guidelines  for  listed 
buildings  state  that  “the  best  use 
for  an  historic  building  is  obvi¬ 
ously  foe  use  for  which  it  was 
designed”.  This  guideline  has 
clearly  been  ignored.  It  is  known 
that  this  was  foe  intention  of 
several  of  foe  substantial  tenders 
rejected  by  the  LRB. 

The  LRB  has  rejected  rep¬ 
resentations  made  to  it  by  foe  .Arts 
Council,  the  Theatres  Trust,  and 
foe  dance  and  theatre  organ¬ 
isations.  This  is  a  breach  of 
Government  assurance  that  foe 
culture  of  London  would  not  be 
damaged  by  foe  disposal  of  GLC 
assets. 

It  is  particularly  disgraceful  that 
the  LRB  did  not  even  consult  foe 
Arts  Council  on  foe  merits  of  the 
respective  bids  before  making  its 
decision.  I  hope  it  is  not  too  late  to 
reconsider  this  decision  and  that 
the  interests  of  Londoners,  and  the 
future  of  this  great  theatre,  should 
be  at  foe  centre  of  foe  LRB's 
consideration.

One  might  first  ask,  does  a  scientist 
make  choices  and  accept  responsibil¬ 
ities?  We  know  as  sorely  as  we  know 
anything  that  we  are  not  machines, 
automata  blindly  responding  to  stimuli. 
Onr  experience  is  that  we  have  some 
room  for  manoeuvre,  some  flexibility 
contained  within  a  pattern  of  regularity. 
We  are  neither  wirhoot  restraint  nor 
totally  constrained.  Is  this  openness  of 
possibility  a  property  of  living  beings 
solely  or  is  it  present  within  much  of  what 
is  going  on?  In  the  last  twenty  years  or  so 
science  has  begun  to  recognise  that  there 
is  much  more  to  physical  process  than 
mere  mechanism. 

The  dear  determinate  world  or  Newton 
had  already  dissolved  into  the  cloudy 
fitful  quantum  world  at  its  subatomic 
roots.  But  the  looseness  that  quantum 
theory  introduces  at  that  level  tends  to 
disappear  when  oue  goes  on  to  consider 
larger  systems-  A  lot  of  small  uncertain¬ 
ties  often  add  up  to  something  predict¬ 
able  overall  —  that  is  the  basis  on  which 
all  insurance  offices  operate.  Quantum 
theory  had  to  give  Newtonian  de¬ 
pendability  when  it  came  to  discuss 
billiard  balls,  otherwise  it  would  not  have 
inherited  the  substantial  successes  of  its 
distinguished  predecessor. 

The  modem  advance  to  which  I  am 
drawing  attention  has  been  the  recog¬ 
nition  that  even  Newton's  world  is  very 
far  from  being  just  a  world  of  clockwork. 
To  get  the  point,  let  us  return  to  those 
billiard  balls.  Certainly  Newton  enables 
us  to  predict  precisely  the  outcome  of  a 
collision,  provided  we  know  exactly  how 


the  two  balls  impinge  upon  each  other. 

However,  as  every  snooker  player 
knows,  the  result  is  very  sensitive  to  the 
precise  details  of  the  incidence.  A  small 
error  in  the  angle  produces  a  large 
deviation  in  the  subsequent  muthm.  If 
one  considers  a  more  complex  system 
coo»i sting  of  a  collection  of  billiard  balls 
undergoing  many  mutual  Collisions,  then 
those  uncertainties  do  not  cancel  out  but 
accumulate  exponentially.  The  behaviour 
of  the  system  is  very  soon  totally  beyond 
all  prediction. 

As  an  example,  consider  molecules  in  a 
gas  at  ordinary  temperature  and  pres¬ 
sure.  From  many  points  of  view  they 
behave  Hkg  tiny  billiard  balls.  After  only 
one  ten  thousand  millionth  of  a  second, 
each  molecule  has  undergone  about  fifty 
collisions.  The  system  is  so  amazingly 
sensitive  that  its  behaviour  would  be 
affected  by  the  presence  of  an  extra 
electron  (the  smallest  particle  of  matter) 
exercising  its  gravitational  attraction 
(the  remotest  distance). 

Such  exqnisitively  sensitive  systems 
are  intrinsically  unpredictable  and 
unisoiatable.  They  are  also  the  typical 
Newtonian  system;  predictability  is  a 
very  rare  property.  That  is,  as  they  say, 
an  epistemological  conclusion;  It  con¬ 
cerns  what  we  can  know-.  It  does  not  of 
itself  imply  an  ontological  statement 
about  the  fundamental  nature  of  physical 
reality.  While  that  is  logically  the  case, 
my  instinct  as  a  realist  (as  most  scientists 
are)  is  to  believe  that  what  we  can  know 
and  what  is  the  case  are  closely  related.  I 
am  encouraged,  therefore,  to  believe  that 
even  for  Newton  reality  is  something 
more  supple  and  open  than  a  closed 
clockwork  model  of  the  world  would 
suppose.  Certainly  that  view  is  fully 
compatible  with  what  we  know. 

The  death  of  mere  mechanism  begins 
to  open  up  the  description  of  a  world 
endowed,  not  only  with  elements  of  static 
being,  bnt  also  with  genuine  becoming. 
The  future  is  open  and  not  a  taotologons 
spelling-out  of  what  was  already  implied 
by  the  past  I  believe  that  the  whole 
physical  world  has  an  openness  to 
novelty,  by  which  it  explores  the  fruitful 
.potentiality  with  which  it  has  been

Rumblings  in  space 


Photographs  of  the  nearby 
galaxy  M82,  taken  in  1963  by 
the  astronomers  R.  Lynds  and 
A.  Sandage,  revealed  a  spec¬ 
tacular  network  of  glowing 
filaments  of  gas,  and  led  them 
to  argue  that  a  huge  explosion 
occurred  at  its  centre  quite 
recently,  perhaps  a  million 
years  ago.  But  this  conclusion 
has  been  controversial,  and  in 
the  current  issue  of  Nature, 
J.  Bland  and  R.B.  Tnlly  of  the 
University  of  Hawaii  present 
new  and  much  more  detailed 
observations  of  M82  that 
chart  the  motion  as  well  as  the 
brightness  of  the  gas  and 
suggest  that  it  is  not  the 
remnant  of  a  past  cataclysm, 
but  is  kept  hot  by  a  continuing 
flow  of  energy  from  the  galac¬ 
tic  centre. 

Photographs  of  M82  leave 
no  doubt  that  something  un¬ 
usual  is  happening  within  it, 
but  a  static  image  recorded  on 
film  tells  the  astronomer  noth¬ 
ing  about  the  internal  motions 
of  gas  in  the  galaxy,  and  is  of 
little  help  in  deciding  between 
competing  models  of  how  the 
present  structure  came  into 
being. 

The  main  competitor  to  the 
explosion  theory  is  a  model 
based  on  a  "galactic  wind",  a 
steady  flow  of  hot  gas  emanat¬ 
ing  from  the  centre  of  M82  and 
moving  outwards  until  it  col¬ 
lides  with  cooler  gas  in  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  galaxy, 
and  is  compressed  into  a 
denser  layer  which  breaks  up 
into  the  observed  bright  fila¬ 
ments  and  clomps.  In  this 
theory  energy  is  provided  more 
or  less  continuously  by 
successive  supernova  explo¬ 
sions  in  the  centre  of  M82. 

About  10  years  ago, 
D.  Axon  and  K.  Taylor  re¬ 
ported  in  Nature  that  light  of  a 
characteristic  colour  emitted 
by  hydrogen  gas  was  observed 


at  slightly  different  colours  in 
M82,  sometimes  redder,  some¬ 
times  bluer.  This  is  caused  by 
the  Doppler  effect,  in  the  same 
way  that  a  police  siren  sounds 
higher  or  lower  depending 
whether  it  is  moving  towards 
or  away  from  the  listener. 
Axon  and  Taylor's  observa¬ 
tions  showed  that,  in  the  few 
places  in  M82  that  they 
looked,  hydrogen  was  moving 
at  substantial  velocities  in 
relation  to  the  balk  of  the 
galaxy. 

This  was  a  doe  to  what  is 
happening  in  M82,  bnt 
because  their  data  showed  how 
the  hydrogen  was  moving  in 
only  some  places  in  the  galaxy. 
Axon  and  Tsyior  could  not 
draw  definite  conclusions. 
What  Bland  and  Tully  have 
now  done  is  to  use  new 
techniques  to  uncover  the 
velocity  of  the  gas  throughout 
M82. 

Instead  of  photographic 
plates,  Bland  and  Tully  used  a 
telescope  equipped  with  an 
electronic  detector  built 
around  a  light-sensitive  silicon 
chip  known  as  a  charge- 
coupled  device,  or  CCD.  Such 
detectors  have  two  particular 


advantages.  They  are  much 
more  sensitive  than  photo¬ 
graphic  plates,  so  that  the 
whole  galaxy  can  be  observed 
in  a  reasonable  length  of  time, 
and  they  can  also  record  faint 
objects  even  if  they  happen  to 
be  close  to  something  mnch 
brighter  (on  prolonged  film 
exposures,  bright  images 
"burn  out"  and  obliterate  any 
faint,  nearby  sources). 

This  was  a  crucial  point  in 
the  new  observations  of  M82: 
the  CCD  images  showed  that 
the  glowing  filaments  of 
hydrogen  are  not  isolated,  but 
embedded  in  a  faint,  more 
uniform  distribution  of  gas 
which  photographic  studies 
had  failed  to  detect. 

As  well  as  seeing  the  com¬ 
plete  distribution  of  the  gas 
more  clearly.  Bland  and  Tally 
were  also  able  to  construct  a 
detailed  map  of  the  way  hydro¬ 
gen  is  moving.  To  do  this  they 
used  a  method  called  Fabry- 
Perot  spectrometry.  In  which 
the  colour  of  the  hydrogen 
light  and  hence  its  velocity,  is 
measured  at  every  point  in  the 
image. 

From  this  velocity  informa¬ 
tion,  Bland  and  Tully  were 
able  to  elucidate  the  flow 
pattern  of  hydrogen  in  M82. 
Near  the  galactic  centre,  gas 
flows  outwards  in  two  apposite 
directions,  up  and  down  the 
axis  about  which  the  galaxy  is 
rotating.  As  they  move  away 
from  the  centre,  both  flows  . 
spread  out  sideways,  like 
opened  umbrellas,  to  form  a 
"double  bubble"  of  glowing 
hydrogen.  This  picture,  acc¬ 
ording  to  its  authors,  resolves 
the  25-year-old  debate  over 
M82's  structure  in  favour  of 
the  galactic  wind  model,  not 
the  explosion  theory.

endowed.  Theologically  I  would  describe 
this  as  the  gift  of  freedom  by  the  Creator 
to  bis  creation.  If  we  are  free,  and  cosmic 
process  is  free,  it  woold  be  surprising  If 
God  had  not  also  left  himself  some  room 
fur  manoeuvre  within  what  is  going  on. 
How  his*,  and  ours,  and  the  universe's 
participation  to  this  openness  are  bal¬ 
anced  out  In  ways  that  respect  each  other, 
is  a  delicate  manor.  It  is  a  problem  not 
altogether  unfamiliar  to  the  theologian, 
for  it  is  the  cosmic  counterpart  of  the 
classical  conundrum  of  the  relation  of 
grace  and  freewilL 

This  account  offers  a  way  of  under¬ 
standing  how  God  might  act  within  his 
universe,  not  by  going  against  the  grain 
of  the  physical  law  which  is  itself 
theologically  perceived  to  be  a  pale 
reflection  of  his  faithfulness,  hot  in  total 
accordance  with  that  law.  If  the  cosmos  is 
something  more  subtle  than  a  machine 
(and  physics  certainly  encourages  us  to 
think  that  it  is)  then  its  fixture  is  open,  not 
only  for  us  but  for  God  also.  He  can  bring 
things  about  in  a  way  faintly  analogous  to 
the  way  in  which  we  also  do  so. 

Such  a  realisation  can  help  ns  to  see 
what  it  is  sensible  to  pray  for.  Origen, 
many  centuries  ago,  recognised  that  it 
was  foolish  to  pray  for  the  cool  of  spring 
in  the  midst  of  the  heat  of  summer.  Bntit 
is  not  clear  that  it  is  foolish  to  pray  for 
rain.  The  weather  is  certainly  an 
intrinsically  unpredictable  system  and 
far  removed  from  the  merely  mechanicaL 
One  should  not  conclude  that  prayer  is  to 
be  limited  to  requests  relating  only  to 
inner  attitudes  (so  that  we  pray  for 
courage  but  not  for  healing).  In  fact,  if  we 
are  psychosomatic  unities,  as  both 
science  and  much  of  the  Bible  encourage 
os  to  think,  it  is  unlikely  that  an 
interior/exterior.  spiritual/physical,  dis¬ 
tinction  makes  sense  anyway. 

Can  a  scientist  pray?  Certainly  he  can 
do  so,  without  in  any  way  denying  the 
Integrity  of  the  insights  that  his  pro¬ 
fessional  study  has  brought  him.

It  is  on  the  market  for  £700,000  and  being  rented  by  a  potential  buyer,  a  wealthy  German  in  search  of  solitude 


At  last,  a  bit 


Most  dreams  re¬ 
main  far-fet¬ 
ched,  bat  The 
ownership  of  a 
private  island, 
that  panacea  for 
the  bruised  psyche  of  urban  man, 
is  one  of  those  which  is  slipping 
slowly  into  the  realm  of  reality. 
Anything  is  available,  from  1 1,000 
acres  off  Panama  for  $15  million 
to  an  island  on  a  Nova  Scotia  lake 
at  $9,500.  In  between  there  are 
palm-fringed  volcanic  rocks' 
lapped  by  the  softly  murmuring 
Caribbean,  a  brace  of  islands  m 
San  Francisco  Bay,  a  magical 


subtropical  retreat  off  the  west 
coast  of  Ireland,  or  a  more 
abrasive  sheep  farm  in  a  Scottish 
loch. 

But  hurry,  while  stocks  last.  It  is 
no  longer,  apparently,  just  a  rich 
man's  sport  “For  £100,000,  the 
same  price  as  a  shabby  studio  in 
London,  I  can  get  you  a  beautiful 
island  that  you  wouldn't  believe,'’ 
says  Fahad  Vladi,  aged  42,  who 
runs  a  worid-wide  island  bro¬ 
kering  company  from  Hamburg 
and  has  arid  300  in  the  past  few 
years.  “Last  month  we  sold  Cava, 
an  island  in  the  Orkneys  with  an 
(rid  ckrisier  and  the  remains  of  a 
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monastery,  for  £120,000.  What 
could  you  get  in  London  for  that? 

“But  it’s  a  relatively  new  market 
and  I'm  sure  that  in  five  years’ 
time  the  bargains  will  have  been 
snapped  up.  More  and  more 
people  want  privacy,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  20  years  I’ve  had 
trouble  trying  to  fiird  an  island  off 
Maine  for  a  client  The  United 
States  east  coast  is  a  hot  market 
An  island  that  cost  $300,000  three 
years  ago  is  now  SI  million.” 

It  is  the  same  throughout  the 
world.  Last  week  in  Edinburgh, 
there  were  30  tenders  for  the  350- 
acre  island  of  Pabay,  360  acres  off 
Skye,  which  has  been  run  as  a 
sheep  farm  and  has  a  five- 
bedroom  ed  house,  a  four-bed- 
roomed  cottage  and  a  ruined 
chapeL  The  final  price  for  the 
island  (which  was  sold  jointly  with 
an  80-acre  estate  on  Skye,  on  offer 
at  an  additional  £120,000)  was 
“very  considerably”  more  than 
the  expected  £150,000,  says  An¬ 
drew  Rettie,  a  director  of  SaviUs. 

Vladi,  the  son  of  a  German 
mother  and  Iranian  father,  claims 
that  the  market  is  settling  back  to 
more  realistic  levels  after  being 
overheated  for  a  while.  Apart  from 
the  island  in  Nova  Scotia,  he  has  a 
selection  costing  between  £12,500 
and  £25,000,  although  most  are 
from  £40.000  to  £140,000. 

Some  are  very  much  more.  Last 
year  he  sold  a  25-acre  island  of 
Oahu  in  Hawaii  for  $8 A  million  to 
a  Japanese  (they  are  the  most 
voracious  island  hunters  of  all, 
and  tend  to  insist  on  the  secrecy 
which  characterizes  many  wealthy 
buyers).  “You  have  to  be  low  key 
in  approaching  them,”  explains 
Vladi.  Usually,  they  also  pay  in 
cash,  without  benefit  of  bank 
loans.  . 

Many  of  the  more  spectacular 
island  owners  have  been  well 
known:  Aristotle  Onassis  and 
Scorpios.  Stavros  Niarchos  with 
Sptezopoulas.  The  Rockefellers 
own  about  20  islands;  Bjorn  Borg 
has  Kattilo,  not  far  from  Stock¬ 
holm;  Marion  Brando’s  Tetiaroa 
is  one  of  French  Polynesia’s  most 
beautiful  atolls;  Baron  Rothschild 
owns  Bell  in  the  Bahamas;  John 
Wayne  used  to  have  Taborcillo, 
near  Panama,  which  had  its  own 
airstrip  and  orange  groves; 
Charles  Heidsieck  owns  Be  Hliac, 
one  of  two  islands  with  castles  off 
ihe  Brittany  coast  The  other, 
Costa  Eres,  is  where  the  Polish 
Nobel  Prize  winner  Henryk 
Sienkiewicz  wrote  Quo  Vadis?  It  is 
on  the  market  for  1700,000  and  a 
German  is  renting  it  to  see  if  the 
solitude  suits  him. 

Not  all  island  people  are  shy. 
Richard  Branson  bought  the  74- 
acre,  coral-encircled  Necker  Is¬ 
land  in  the  British  Virgin  Islands 
for  £200,000  in  1978.  A  further  £2 
million  was  spent  blasting  away 
the  top  of  Devil  Hill  to  build  a  10- 
room  Balinese  style  home  that 
sleeps  20.  When  he  is  not  there,  he 


rents  it  out  for  $7,500  a  day,  which 
includes  12  staff  diving  equip¬ 
ment  and  boais. 

American  businessman  Mal¬ 
colm  Forbes  bought  his  2,000  acre 
Fijian  island,  Laucala,  for  $1 
million  in  1972.  Like  all  good 
businessmen,  he  has  made  it  pay 
for  itself  by  charging  52,000  a  day 
for  the  whole  island  or  $1,350  per 
person  per  week. 

In  recent  years,  the  930  private 
islands  in  the  Caribbean,  ranging 
from  one  acre  to  400,  have 
become  even  more  popular.  Rod¬ 
ney  Dillard,  manager  of  Sotheby’s 
International  Realty  in  Palm 
Beach,  Florida,  ays:  “Islands 
used  to  be  bought  by  corporations 
for  business  entertainment,  but 
today  they  are  more  in  vogue  than 
ever  amongst  rich  individuals  who 
need  a  hideaway”. 

He  recently  sold 
Rudder  Cut  Cay, 
in  the  Exuroas,  110 
miles  south  of 
Nassau,  for  $1.6 
million  to  a  Flor¬ 
ida  stockbroker.  It  has  400  acres, 
1 1  beaches,  a  1 5-acre  harbour  and 
airstrip. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  the 
increasing  availability  and  pop¬ 
ularity  of  islands,  says  Vladi. 
“There  is  more  money  around 
than  three  or  four  years  ago.  Also 
we  now  have  an  international 
market  because  flights  between 
Europe  and  American  are  so 
reasonable.  It's  cheaper  to  fly  from 
London  to  New  York  than 
London  to  Aberdeen.  Island  own¬ 
ers  worry  about  that  sort  of  thing. 

“But  the  main  cause  of  the 
boom  is  technology.  Commun¬ 
ications  used  to  be  a  problem 
because  people  worried  about  an 
emergency.  A  submarine  cable  for 
a  telephone  could  cost  $80,000. 
But  now,  for  $ 1,000,  you  can  buy  a 
cellular  phone.  Fax  machines 
allow  you  to  do  business  any¬ 
where.  Solar  energy  is  available 
and  generators  and  desalination 
plants  are  efficient  and  cheap  ” 

A  desalination  plant,  not  nec¬ 
essary  in  the  United  States,  Can¬ 
ada  or  Europe,  where  most  islands 
have  their  own  fresh  water,  costs 
between  $10,000  and  $50,000.  A 
lightweight  high-speed  generator, 
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(providing  enough  power  for  light¬ 
ing  and  basic  domestic  require-, 
ments  is  as  little  as  £1,500.  If  you’ 
need  air  conditioning  or  beating,  it 
would  cost  about  £8,000.  “Build¬ 
ing  a  house  is  no  longer  a  problem, 
either.  There  are  suitcases  full  of 
pre-fabricated  designs,  and  a 
construction  company  can  pul  up 
your  house  within  a  month.” 

This  sort  of  talk  is  anathema  to 
Keith  Schellenberg,  aged  58.  a 
former  captain  of  both  the  British 
bobsleigh  team  and  Yorkshire 
rugby  club,  who  owns  the  Inner 
Hebrides  island  of  Eigg.  Five 
miles  by  three,  it  was  run  down 
when  he  bought  it  in  1974  for 
£265,00,  and  he  has  fought 
bureaucracy,  the  government- 
owned  feny  company  (“They 
waste  huge  amounts  of  tax  on  a 
service  one  can’t  use")  and  spent  a 
lot  of  money  to  preserve  the  pre¬ 
war  tranquility. 

“I  hate  modem  things,”  he  says. 
“Fax  machines  and  helicopters 
have  no  use  on  Eigg.  I  drive  a  1 920 
estate  car  and  am  proud  that  we 
hardly  have  electric  lights.  They 
might  work  in  four  rooms,  but  we 
use  oil  lamps  for  the  rest 

“I  look  on  it  as  a  hill  farm  30 
miles  into  the  Atlantic.  I  love  the 
sea,  and  all  the  terrible  problems 
of  getting  1.000  sheep  and  cattle 
on  and  off  every  year.  About  70 
people  live  there,  and  there's  a 
crofting  element  independent  of 
my  estate. 

“The  lovely  thing  about  Eigg  is 
that  you  feel  more  at  one  with  the 
wildlife  than  anywhere  else 
because  you're  not  attached  to  the 
mainland,  with  the  late  20th 
century  rushing  around  and  peo¬ 
ple  destroying  things.  We  have 
two  pairs  of  golden  eagles,  and 
chaffinches  nest  in  the  house.  If 
generations  of  birds  are  brought 
up  where  they're  not  hurt  by  man, 
they’re  not  afraid  and  don't  regard 
you  as  any  different  from  a  cow.  If 
the  island  went  up  for  sale  you'd 
get  some  wealthy  individual  want¬ 
ing  to  use  it  as  a  play  thing.  The 
reason  many  people  come  io 
Scotland  is  to  take  pot  shots  at 
animals.  Far  better  to  have  a 
slightly  corrupt  Hebredian  feel 
about  Eigg  than  pump  money  in  to 
make  it  smart,  chichi  and  Peter 
Jones-ish.” 

That  may  be  the  fate  of  Garinish 
(pronounced  Garnish)  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  yards  off  the  coast  of  County 
Kerry.  The  island  is  for  sale 
because  of  a  feud  between  two 
brothers  who  own  it,  Cavan  and 
Shamus  Browne.  Says  42-year-old 
stockbroker  Cavan:  “It’s  a  boring 
family  disagreement  Something 
has  gone  on  which  doesn’t  amuse 
me  in  the  least  I’m  so  sad  to  have 
to  sell  because  we’ll  never  replace 
iL  If  you  got  rid  of  a  Georgian 
house  in  Wiltshire,  which  you 
might  dearly  love,  you  could 
probably  find  a  similar  one  10 
years  later.  But  not  with  an  island 
like  this.” 


His  father  bought  it  25  years  ago 
for  £40,000  at  an  auction  in 
Dublin  where  Colin  Tennant  who 
owns  Mustique.  was  the  under¬ 
bidder.  “I  don't  know  what  it's 
worth  now.  Islands  are  rare  and 
you  can't  compare  it  to  one  off  the 
west  coast  of  Scotland  where  you 
have  15  sheep  and  five  old  croft 
houses.  In  certain  respects  it’s  sub¬ 
tropical,  with  a  quite  magical 
garden.  Friends  say  it’s  worth 
more  than  £1  million  but  being 
realistic.  I  hope  for  in  excess  of 
£750.000. 

“We  spent  our  childhood  there. 
It  has  everything  —  sailing,  catch- 


uiet 


ing  lobsters,  walking.  You  get 
some  wonderful  wild  seas.  But 
otherwise  it  is  remarkably  silent 
and  at  night  it's  very  still.  It  takes  a 
couple  of  days  to  get  used  to  that 
because  we  live  in  such  a  crazy 
urban  environment  where  we’re 
acclimatized  to  noise. 

“I  know  this  sounds  soppy-  but 
walking  round  that  island  in  the 
moonlight  or  when  the  sea  is 
really  rough,  is  magical.  I'm  so  sad 
to  get  rid  of  it  But  that’s  life.  The 
island  is  bigger  than  me  or  anyone. 
It's  enchanted.” 

And  it  doesn’t,  yet,  have  a 
helicopter  landing  pad.

The  Canderd  Guide  to  Beach 
Watching  by  Geoffrey  Beattie 
(Rambletree  Publishing, 
£4.95)  is  an  elementary  train¬ 
ing  course  for  people  watchers.

or  soaking  up  the  afternoon 
sun  beside  a  canal  and  notic¬ 
ing  that  the  old  houses  with 
their  many-paned  windows 
are  doing  the  same.  There  is 
more  glass  than  brick  on  those 
facades  —  making  the  most  of 
nonhem  light. 


The  gloom  of  daily 
life  before  tungsten, 
neon,  halogen  and 
strobe  brightened 
the  world  takes  a  bit 
of  effort  to  imagine.  Even 
royal  palaces,  lit  like  Het  Loo 
near)  Apeldoom  by  thousands 
of  candles  reflected  in  twin¬ 
kling  crystal,  glow  at  some¬ 
thing  nearer  bistro  level  than 
the  light  levels  we  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  today. 

Het  Loo's  candles  are  an 
ingenious  modem  fake,  in¬ 
stalled  during  the  seven-year 
restoration  of  the  buildings 
and  gardens.  The  ladies  in  the 
gift  shop  have  been  asked 
about  them  so  often  that  they 
keep  the  name  and  address  of 
the  Parisian  supplier  in  the 
till. 

Built  by  William  of  Orange 
before  his  marriage  to  Princess 
Mary  Stuart.  Het  Loo  was  in 
continuous  royal  occupation 
until  1975,  when  Princess 
Margriet  moved  out  to  a  new 
house  in  the  park.  The  exterior 
has  been  restored  to  its  orig¬ 
inal.  sman  brick  and  stone, 
and  inside,  individual  rooms 
are  decorated  as  they  were  for 
their  most  prominent  royal 
occupants.  Flame  damask  and 
royal  blue  silk,  the  colours  of 
the  house  of  Orange  Nassau, 
decorate  King  Billy's  bed¬ 
room.  A  portrait  of  Paul 
Kruger,  with  missing  thumb, 
painted  when  he  was  Presi¬ 
dent  of  South  Africa,  hangs 
where  il  did  in  Queen  Wil- 
helmina’s  workroom. 

Although  the  story  of  the 
restoration  makes  an  in¬ 
triguing  tale  of  detection  and 
discovery,  the  excavation  and 
replanting  of  the  formal  17th- 
century  garden  is  an  even 
more  striking  piece  of  work. 
Mary,  who  did  not  live  to  see 
this  tapestry  of  box  and  bay, 
topiary  and  statuary  com¬ 
pleted,  laid  the  first  stone  and 
was  reported  to  be  “not  dis¬ 
pleased  with  the  sight  of  it". 

So  many  gardeners  are  see¬ 
ing  these  regiments  and  twirls 
of  miniature  box  hedging  in 
this  300th  anniversary  year  of 
the  accession  of  William  and 
Mary  that  a  revival  of  the 
fashion  has  already  started.  So 
if  you  are  wondering  what  it 
takes  to  make  the  hedging  in 
the  picture,  the  answer  is  1  % 
million  plants  and  seven 
years.

Ancient  Forde  in 
a  happy  collision 


Perhaps  it  was  the  Boro¬ 
din  String  Quartet's 
fault  -  or  Richard 
Branson's  -  or  the  BBCs. 
Somehow,  between  them,  they 
had  got  Forde  Abbey  on  to  the 
lunchtime  news  on  the  day  I 
visited.  And  that,  combined 
with  a  sunny  afternoon  and 
the  arrival  of  several  coach 
parties,  meant  the  place  was- 
chock-a-block. 

The  string  quartet,  fresh 
from  Moscow,  had  been  mak¬ 
ing  a  recording  for  Vitgin 
Classics.  In  the  Great  Hall  the 
mikes  were  still  in  place  and 
wires  trailed  across  the  floor. 
Recording  sessions  are  one  of 
the  dodges  which  help  Mark 
Roper,  the  owner,  keep  Forde 
Abbey  afloat  Another  useful 
money-spinner  is  the  pick- 
your-own  fruit  farm,  which 
covers  some  60  acres. 

It  used  to  be  monastic  land, 
all  this  —  splendid  gardens 
now,  with  open  fields  beyond, 
and  the  remains  of  18th- 
century  landscaping  Forde 
Abbey  began  life  in  1 140  as  a 
Cistercian  foundation,  and 
from  some  angles  it  still  has 
the  austere  simplicity  of  a 
monastery.  But  the  South 
entrance  front  tells  a  very 
different  and  quite  fascinating 
story. 

Architecturally,  everything 
important  happened  to  Forde 
in  the  16th  and  1 7th  centuries, 
and  that  was  that  -  no 
classical  remodelling,  no  Vic¬ 
torian  prettifying.  Here,  in  a 
unique  combination,  the  final 
sophistication  of  the  Gothic 
comes  head  to  head  with  the 
robust  vigour  of  provincial 
English  Baroque.  And  the 
amazing  thing  is  that  it  works. 

Everything  is  in  that 
marvellously  warm,  honey- 
coloured  Ham  Hill  stone, 
mottled  with  centuries  of 
lichens  and  growing  ever  more 
beautiful.  The  long,  low  build¬ 
ing  is  firnher  unified  by  a 
continuous  range  of  battle¬ 
ments  (a  late  addition). 

Off-centre  rises  the  most 
exquisite  feature  of  the  whole

building.  Chard's  Tower.  This 
richly  wrought  masterpiece  of 
very  late,  very  refined  Gothic 
was  the  high  point  of  the  great 
remodelling  undertaken  by 
Abbot  Chard.  In  the  last  years 
before  the  Dissolution,  he 
decided  to  direct  some  of  the 
abbey's  enormous  wealth  into 
architecture  of  the  utmost 
splendour  and  magnificence. 
Thanks  to  him,  Forde  Abbey 
went  out  in  a  blaze  of  glory. 

Then,  nearly  a  century  and  a 
half  later,  along  came  Edward 
Prideaux,  Cromwell’s  Attor¬ 
ney  General,  and  he  had  ideas 
of  his  own.  What  he  wanted 
was  more  in  the  Italian  pa- 
iazzo  line;  but  happily  for  us, 
he  left  most  of  Chard's  work 
alone.  So  now  Prideaux's  Sa¬ 
loon.  with  its  round-headed 
and  oval  windows,  stands 
cheek  by  jowl  with  Chard's 
Tower.  Only  in  England  could 
such  a  collision  of  styles  occur 
and  seem,  despite  everything, 
quite  natural. 

Inside,  the  splendid  Great 
Hall,  with  its  high  trac- 
eried  windows,  gives  a 
taste  of  the  grandeur  of  Abbot 
Chard's  conception  -  even 
though  Prideaux  significantly 
shortened  it.  Climbing  the 
ornate  staircase  to  the  Saloon 
everything  changes,  and  one 
enters  an  interior  of  quite 
dazzling  splendour, 
Prideaux's  masterpiece. 

The  ceiling  is  a  mass  of 
plaster  festoons  and  garlands, 
with  strangely  unsophisticated 
figures  set  amid  the  profusion 
of  fashionable  leafy  forms. 
There  is  showy  stained  and 
gilt  panelling,  but  the  chief 
glory  of  this  room  is  the  set  of 
huge  Monlake  tapestries 


woven  from  Raphael's  Sistine 
Chapel  canoons.  Their  col¬ 
ours  are  still  astonishingly 
fresh,  and  they  fit  the  walls 
exactly,  even  though  they  were 
installed  some  time  after 
Prideaux's  remodelling:  in  fact 
the  elaborate  borders  were 
woven  on  to  them  to  bring 
them  up  to  size. 

There  is  more  fun  to  be  (13d 
with  fancy  ceilings  in  this  part 
of  the  house  —  one  of  them 
even  includes  what  looks  like 
a  bad  caricature  of  Mrs 
Thatcher  -  and  a  screen  made 
up  in  the  last  century  from  bits 
of  old  Breton  beds.  This  is  in 
the  Upper  Refectory,  now  a 
library,  but  still  sporting  its 
15th-century  timber  roof. 

Other  parts  of  the  house  are 
bare  and  monastic,  but  the 
strongest  impression  is  of  a 
mellow  richness,  a  happy 
blending  of  styles  into  one 
highly  individual  whole.  The 
cloister,  for  example  —  a  fine 
piece  of  work  left  unfinished 
by  Abbot  Chard  —  is  now 
glazed  in  as  a  conservatoty, 
having  finally  been  given  its 
Gothic  vault  in  the  18th 
century* 

The  chapel  displays  the 
richest  mix  of  all.  with  its 
12th-century  vaulting.  Chard- 
period  window.  Prideaux-per- 
iod  screen,  and  18th-century 
pulpit. 

Even  the  gardens  are  simi¬ 
larly  various,  with  their  medi¬ 
eval  fishponds,  huge  Victorian 
conifers,  and  intimate  dells 
and  rock  gardens.  It  is  all  quite 
informal,  a  great  place  for 
wandering  idly  and  enjoying 
some  glorious  views  of  the 
abbey,  basking  in  its  fortunate 
history  and.  with  any  luck, 
aglow  in  the  afternoon  sun.

Bibendum,  which  Sir 
Terence  Conran  opened 
with  a  fair  bit  of  noise 
last  Christmas,  demonstrates 
the  wrongheadedness  of  two 
maxims.  First,  -that  in  every 
fat  man  there  is  a  thin  man 
straggling  to  get  out*’.  Sir 
Terence  is  not.  of  course,  fat  - 
but  he  is  stoutish  or  stocky  or 
well  built  or  on  the  plump  side. 
And,  to  judge  by  this  res* 
ram-ant,  that's  the  way  he 
wants  to  stay.  It  is  definitely 
not  the  brainchild  of  an  as¬ 
pirant  anorexic.  Second,  “that 
in  every  Terence  there  is  a 
Terry  straggling  to  get  out  and 
within  every  Terry  a  Tel".  Td 
say  that  what  is  straggling  to 
get  out  of  Sir  Terence  is 
neither  a  Terry  nor,  God 
forbid,  a  Tel,  but  rather  a 
Thierry.  Bibendnm  represents 
the  latest  stage  in  the  long  love 
affair  that  Sir  Terence,  or  le 
Chevalier  Thierry  as  we  most 
now  call  him,  has  conducted 
with  France,  a  foreign  country 
that  he  discovered  35  years 
ago.  Here's  a  bit  of  a  song: 

II  y  en  a  qui  disent  que  tous  tes 
franqais 

Vivent  d’amour  a  de  vin  finds 
Et  que  routes  lesfiUes  d'id 
Habitent  aux  casinos  de  Paris. 

That  refers  to  the  France  of 
can-can  and  oh  la  la  and  frou¬ 
frou.  in  other  words,  France 
BC  (before  Conran).  At  some 
time  the  idea  of  the  rather 
quaint  country  of  loose- 
mo  rated  girls  and  libidinous 
men  went  out  of  the  door  and 
in  -  dragged  by  Conran  — 
came  the  idea  of  The  Art  Of 
Living  In  France.  This  was 
based  ou  the  knowledge  that 
France  might  be  quaint  but 
was  in  fact  entirely  populated 
by  plump,  contented  grand¬ 
mothers  who  spent  dawn  to 
dusk  watching  daubes  simmer 
in  Le  Creuset  pots,  larding 
lumps  of  dead  animal 
(trapped,  of  course,  by  their 
menfolk)  with  the  aid  of 
Sabatier  knives,  pouring  soups 
through  mouli-Iigumes,  bot¬ 
tling  preserves,  making 
digestifs  from  dentists*  alcohol 
and  wild  flowers. 

Bibendnm  is  —  in  its  cooking 
at  any  rate  —  an  outpost  of  le 
Chevalier  Thierry's  fictional 
France,  a  France  that,  like 
p re-Co nranian  France  before 
it,  has  now  just  about  dis¬ 
appeared.  The  sort  of  dishes  it 
serves  belong  to  the  traditions 
of  the  higher  bistro  and,  to  a 
lesser  extent,  the  brasserie.

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Bibend  urn's  cooking  might 
even,  I  guess,  be  considered  a 
homage  to  those  traditions;  it 
certainly  lilts  an  essentially 
simple  kind  of  cooking  to 
heights  that  are  ever  more 
rarely  encountered  in  France. 
But  Bibendnm  is  far  from 
being  repro-French.  In  its 
prices  and  its  wines  (which  are 
those  of  a  restaurant,  not  a 
bistro)  it  is  unmistakably  Eng¬ 
lish,  as  indeed  is  the  nostalgia 
for  a  French  past  that  it 
represents. 

The  former  MJchelln 
building,  designed  in  the 
first  decade  of  this  cen¬ 
tury  by  the  French  architect 
Francois  Espinasse  and  pan¬ 
elled  with  faience  tablets 
showing  scenes  of  pre- 
Conranian  French  cars,  amid 
not  be  bettered  as  a  site  for 
this  restaurant,  which  Cakes  its 
name  from  the  slogan -an  odd 
one  for  a  tyre  company — nunc 
est  bibendum  (-now  is  the  time 
to  drink").  The  conversion  is 
by  no  means  faultless.  At 
lunchtimes  when  the  stained 
glass  windows  of  the  cavorting 
Michelin  Man  (who  is  also 
called  Bibendum)  are  to  be 


seen  to  best  advantage,  certain 
tables  beneath  the  large 
arched  skylight  can  be  in¬ 
sufferably  hot.  Also,  the  ceil¬ 
ing  of  the  restaurant  looks  like 
something  out  of  an  aeroplane 
lavatory.  But  against  this 
there  is  great  spaciousness, 
real  comfort  and  a  restrained 
eschewal  of  decorate  trickery.  1 
The  food  is  generously 
served  and  imaginatively 
priced:  the  question  of  course 
is  whether  the  everyday  cook¬ 
ing  of  another  country  in 
another  era  is  worth  what  le 
Chevalier  Thierry  wants  to  see 
for  it  I  suppose  the  answer  is  a 
grudging  “just  about".  The 
wines,  though,  are  unequivo¬ 
cally  overpriced:  the  marvel¬ 
lous  red  Menrsault,  Domaine 
Latonr-Girand  *85  costs  £27, 
compared  with  £22  at  Simply 
Nico  aid  several  pounds  less 
titan  that  at  White's  in 
Cricklade.  With  a  bottle  of 
that,  a  half  of  a  good  St  Aubin 
and  two  glasses  of  champagne, 
the  bill  was  £117.  What  yon 
get  for  that  is  some  of  the 
deftest  and  most  charming 
service  in  London  and  a  soles 
of  pretty  good  dishes  whose 
surprises  are  confined  to  the 


accomplishment  of  their 
execution. 

Simon  Hopkinson  has 
abandoned  the  tempered 
experimentaHsm  of  bis  cook¬ 
ing  at  Hilaire  and  is  now 
concerned  with  doing  the  right 
things  the  right  way.  Mostly 
he  does  get  it  right.  To  my 
taste  there’s  a  generic  fault  in 
his  sauces  which  tend  to  start 
at  the  emphatic  and  rush 
crazily  towards  the  hyperbolic 
tite  de  vean.  comprising  the 
edit  collection  of  inner  bits  — 
cheek,  tongue,  palate,  muzzle, 
etc  —  is  served  with  a  ravigote 
sauce  that  is  a  bit  too  vinegary; 
sweetbreads  are  trounced  into 
submission  by  a  sauce  of 
morels  and  cream  in  which 
there  is  an  awful  lot  of  sherry; 
a  marvellous  entrecote  has  a 
straggle  to  live  with  the  power¬ 
ful  sbaDot  and  wine  sauce 
called  Bercy. 

I  realize  that  my  mngmngs 
about  these  saaces  and 
their  flavours  would  not  be 
universally  shared;  I  suspect, 
however,  that  my  enthusiasm 
for  just  about  everything  else 
(save  the  baguettes,  which  are 
a  disgrace)  would  be.  There  is 
fine  mashed  potato  and  lovely 
chips,  good  spinach  with  a 
proper  ferrous  edge,  braised 
endives  -  aD  these  are  to  be 
ordered  from  the  carte  and  are 
served  separate  from  the  main 
dishes.  There’s  a  detidmts 
starter  of  asparagus  with  Par¬ 
mesan,  shallots  and  olive  a 3. 
The  tarte  fine  aux  pommes  is  a 
classic,  the  vanilla  ice-cream  is 
pretty  good,  the  walnut  bread 
served  with  the  cheeses  just 
about  makes  op  for  the  stodgi¬ 
ness  of  the  rest  of  the  bread, 
the  coffee  and  chocolate  truffle 
cakes  are  unexceptionable. 

Between  them  Thierry  and 
Simon  have  pretty  much  put 
back  the  dock  —  though  they 
have  necessarily  put  it  back  to 
the  time  that  never  was:  I 
doubt  that  in  the  golden  age 
anyone  ever  bothered  quite  so 
much  over  the  details  of  the 
quotidian,  and  I  doubt  too  that 
anyone  would  have  dared  de¬ 
mand  such  prices  for  it  Bat 
then  the  quotidian  self-con- 
sdoosly  revived  is  no  longer 
the  quotidian  —  it  is.  rather, 
the  exotic.

Of  course,  if  you  find  cooking  a 
tiresome  chore  at  home,  Sen 
nothing  I  say  win  convince  you  to 
explore  the  pleasure  of  spending 
Saturday  morning  in  a  bustime 
throng  in  the  middle  of  a  fbrrien 
market  square.  There  you  arc 
¥  surrounded  by  warm  smells  from 
tf*  *»ker\  the  sharp  fragrance  of 
fresh  finu it  and  herbs,  the  heady 
aromas  from  the  cheese  stalls, 
pausing  occasionally  for  a  cooling 
drink  m  a  tree-shaded  comer  caf£ 
And  what  about  the  satisfaction  of 
wrestling  with,  and  finally  conquer¬ 
ing,  unfamiliar  kitchen  equipment 
in  the  rented  cottage,  and  turning 
out  a  dehetous  meal  of  fresh  focal 
produce? 

Travellers  in  France  are  well 
supplied  with  books  about  its  food. 
Waverley  Root's  The  Food  of 
Franc?  and  two  books  by 
M.F.K.  Fisher,  Map  of  Another 
Town  about  Aix-en-Provence,  and 
The  Cooking  of  Provincial  France, 
are  old  favourites  and  wonderfully 
ft  evocative.  For  more  up-to-date 
reading  I  would  mm  to  Lesley 
Forbes's  A  Table  in  Provence ;  and 
Geraldene  Holt's  French  Country 
Kitchen,  which  is  quite  the  best 
book  I  have  come  across  recently 
about  food  m  France. 

My  shopping  list  of  things  to 
bring  back  from  France  always 
includes  plain  chocolate,  with  the 
highest  possible  percentage  of  cocoa 
solids  (the  more  it  has  of  that,  the 
less  sugar  it  contains  and  the  more  it 
tastes  of  chocolate).  I  buy  other 
baking  goods  such  as  leaf  gelatine 
and  vanilla  pods,  prunes  from  Agen, 
dried  herbs  to  make  herbal  teas, 
wiki  mushrooms  (fresh  in  season  or 
dried  in  packets),  and  the  tiny 
purplish-green  lentils  from  Puy 
which  have  their  very  own  “appella¬ 
tion  d’origine”  accorded  by  lawt 
which  means  they  conform  to  a 
certain  standard  of  cultivation  and 
production. 

The  recipes  that  follow  can  be 
prepared  as  easily  in  a  British 
kitchen  as  in  a  g?te  in  Fiance.

Reading  Geraldene  Holt's  French 
Country  Kitchen  (Penguin  £6.95),  I 
mm*  across  a  method  of  cooking 
kidneys  that  l  had  quite  forgotten 
about.  U  is  simplicity  itself;  requir¬ 
ing  no  special  cooking  utensils, 

except  an  oven  in  which  the  ladneys 

arc  roasted  in  their  own  fat  You  do 
not  even  need  a  trivet  set  ra  a 
roasting  pan.  The  kidneys  can  be 
laid  on  the  rack  in  the  oven,  but  do 
put  an  ovenproof  dish  on  the 

bottom  of  the  oven  to  collect  the  rat 

Lambs'  or  pigs’  kidneys  can  be 

cooked  this  way.  For  a  real  treat,  try 

calves'  kidneys.  Whichever  you 
choose,  it  is  essential  to  boy  them

Put  some  of  the  herbs  underneath 
the  kidneys,  lightly  salt  and  pepper 
them,  and  place  the  rest  of  the  herbs 
on  top.  Roast  the  kidneys  in  the 
centre  of  a  moderately  hot  oven,  gas 
mark  4, 180C/350F  for  about  20-25 
minutes  until  all  the  fat  has  melted. 
Rest  the  kidneys,  covered,  in  a 
warm  place  for  10  minutes  before 
slicing  and  serving  them.  They  will 
go  well  with  an  aubergine  purfee  or, 
as  Mrs  Holt  suggests,  mashed 
potatoes  and  apple  sauce. 

Here  is  a  very  simple 
method  of  producing  a 
“home-made"  cheese 
that  is  delicious  to  eat 
with  salads  or  on 
crispbreads.  If  you  make  it  without 
the  hobs,  garlic  and  seasoning,  you 
can  serve  it  the  way  they  do  in 
Lyons,  with  sugar  and  cream,  as  a 
dessert  Another  iyonnais  vctsioh  of 
the  same  idea  is  to  serve  the  cheese 
undrained  in  a  bowl  to  be  eaten  with 
a  spoon. 

You  will  need  a  pierced  mould 
which  can  be  bought  from  a  good 
kitchenware  supplier.  You  tan  also 
improvise  with  a  scrupulously  clean 
flower-pot,  or  pierce  holes  in  the 
bottom  of  the  container  of  the 
fromage  finis  or  yoghurt. 

Drained  cheese  flavoured  with 
herbs  and  gartic 

(Makes  about  Wb/340a) 

1Ib/455g  fromage  frais  or  thick  plain 
yoghurt

Mix  all  the  ingredients  together. 
Line  the  mould  with  scalded  muslin 
and  pour  in  the  mixture.  Balance 
the  mould  over  a  container  to 
collect  the  whey  which  will  drain 
from  the  cheese.  Let  it  stand  for  at 
least  eight  hours  to  drain.  To  serve, 
turn  the  cheese  out  on  to  a  plate. 
The  whey  can  be  saved  for  making 
pancakes  or  scones,  preferably  sa¬ 
voury  ones  since  it  will  have  a  hint 
of  garlic  about  it. 

If  you  are  in  France,  you  will  find 
the  lovely  golden  musky  apricots 
from  the  Ardeche  with  which  to 
make  Madame  Chalendar’s  apricot 
tart  with  “shaken  hot  water  pastry”, 
as  demonstrated  to  Geraldene  Holt. 
But  it  is  a  recipe  to  he  tried  at  home 
too.  with  Spanish  and  Greek  apri¬ 
cots  which  are  around  at  the 
moment.  Mme  Chalendar’s  way 
with  pastry  sounds  eccentric,  but  it 
works.  Just  the  thing  if  you  are  far 
away  from  home  and  the  food 
processor,  as  well  as  your  baking 
bowls.  An  ordinary  plastic  picnic 
box  is  all  you  need. 

Tarte  aux  abrfeota 

(Mme  Ctialendar’a  apneot  tart  with 

shaken  hot  water  pastry) 

(Serves  6  to  8) _ 

1-iy«lb/450-570g  fresh  apricots

Halve  the  apricots  and  remove 
the  stones.  Crack  the  stones  and 
keep  the  kernels  to  replace  bitter 
almonds  in  other  recipes. 

Dissolve  the  sugar  in 
■Apt/ 1 50ml  water  over 
moderate  heat  Poach 
the  apricots  in  the  syrup 
for  two  to  three  minutes 
or  until  the  skins  can  be  removed 
easily.  Use  a  slotted  spoon  to 
transfer  the  fruit  to  a  plate.  Discard 
the  stones  and  boil  the  remaining 
syrup  until  it  measures  three  to  four 
tablespoons.  Set  aside  for  glazing 
the  tart  later. 

Mme  Chalendar’s  method  for  the 
pastry  is  to  put  all  the  ingredients 
with  three  tablespoons  of  hoi  water 
into  a  plastic  lidded  bowl,  and  shake 
them  for  one  to  two  minutes.  When 
you  remove  the  lid  of  the  bowl,  the 
mixture  has  formed  small  lumps 
like  coarse  breadcrumbs.  Use  your 
hand  to  bind  them  together  to  make 
a  ball.  On  a  floured  surface  roll  out 
the  pastry  and  use  to  line

9ttin/24cm  tart  tin.  Mix  the  flour 
and  caster  sugar  and  sprinkle  over 
the  base  of  the  pastry.  Arrange  the 
apricot  halves  in  a  single  layer  on 
too.  Bake  the  tart  in  a  moderate 
oven  mark  5,  I90C/375F  for  30  to 
35  minutes  until  the  pastry  is  ensp. 
Remove  the  tan  from  the  oven  and 
brush  the  reserved  glaze  over  the 
apricots.  Serve  hot,  warm  or  cold.

Ever  been  thrilled  by  a  bottle 
of  Chateau  Delicious,  tasted  a 
second  bottle  a  week  later  and 
been  thoroughly  disappoin¬ 
ted?  If  so.  you  have  probably 
stumbled  upon  one  of  the  least 
appetizing  but  most  common 
aspects  of  wine  trading, 
known  to  those  of  us  with 
inside  knowledge  for  years. 

The  truth  is  that  wine  is  not. 
and  never  can  be.  a  static  eyer- 
consiant  commodity  like 
baked  beans  or  tomato 
ketchup;  vintages,  suppliers 
and  wine  producers’  styles  can 
all  change,  and  often  do.  In 
addition  maturing  bottles  of 
wine,  like  people,  all  age  at 
slightly  different  rates.  Badly 
stored  bottles,  generally  those 
that  have  suffered  from  exces¬ 
sive  heat,  cold  or  light  en  route 
to  your  wineshop  shelf,  can 
also  change  and  deteriorate 
rapidly.  . 

Bottle  variability  is  there¬ 
fore  an  unattractive  but  usu¬ 
ally  understan¬ 
dable  aspect  of 
wine  trading. 

Anyone  who 
buys  non-vin¬ 
tage  wines  regu¬ 
larly  from  high 
turnover  wine 
sources,  such  as 
supermarkets, 
can  usually  spot 
when  their  fa¬ 
vourite  every¬ 
day  drinking 
red  or  white 
moves  on  from 
more  mature 
vintage  X  to 
youthful  vin¬ 
tage  Y,  and  ex¬ 
pects  such 
changes  to  take  place  at  this 
inexpensive  price  level.  What 
does  seem  unfair  is  that  these 
modestly  priced  wines,  which 
are  meant  to  be  drunk  within  a 
year  or  two  of  the  harvest,  do 
not  carry  a  “sell  by"  date 
stamp.  If  supermarkets  are 
happv  to  stamp  food  in  this 
fashion,  why  not  wine?  Hav¬ 
ing  said  that,  at  least  wine 
boxes  are  now  being  date 
stamped  by  responsible  wine 
outlets  such  as  Waitrose. 

But  not  all  bottle  variability 
is  acceptable,  in  my  opinion. 
As  every*  wine  buyer  and 
quality  controller  knows, 
there  "is  plenty  of  dishonest 
trading  about.  Sometimes  a 
disappointing  second  helping 
is  a  straightforward  case  of 
bad  bottling  or  handling. 
More  often  than  not  the 
inferior  second  batch  is  just 
that,  inferior.  A  rave  review 
plus  speedy  sales  could  have 
purchasers  urgently  clamour¬ 
ing  for  more  of  the  same,  and 
few  producers,  it  appears,  can 
resist  the  lure  of  a  repeat  sale. 
No  matter  if  that  particular 
bottling  of  Chateau  Delicious 
has  come  to  an  end;  a  quick 


scout  round  their  cellar,  or  a 
neighbour’s,  will  soon  provide 
the  quantity  required.  And  it 
is  not  every  wine  buyer  who  is 
brave  enough  to  challenge 
their  suppliers  on  points  such 
as  these. 

Of  course,  wine  such  as  non¬ 
vintage  blends  can  improve  as 
well  as  deteriorate.  Recently  I 
was  delighted  to  taste  Charles 
Heidsieck’s  new  Brut  Reserve 
which,  with  its  pale  gold 
colour  and  fresh  biscuity- 
smoky  scent  and  taste,  is  a 
vast  improvement  on  the  old 
thin,  green  non- vintage  Brut 
from  this  champagne  house, 
and  now  includes  a  greater 
proportion  of  older  wine. 
Priced  at  just  £11.49  from 
Majestic  Wine  Warehouses 
and  £10.99  at  the  Victoria 
Wine  Company,  it  also  hap¬ 
pens  to  be  a  summer  cham¬ 
pagne  bargain  buy. 

At  the  other  end  of  the 
champagne  quality  and  price 
scale,  the  much- 
revered  House 
of  Krug,  the 
king  of  cham¬ 
pagnes,  has  just 
released  its 
1981  vintage 
here.  1981  was 
a  good  year  in 
Champagne, 
but  only  a  tiny 
crop  was  pro¬ 
duced,  and  next 
year  Krug  will 
have  the  '82 
vintage  on  sale 
in  this  country. 
Krug  customers 
will  therefore 
, ,  „  have  three  very 
different  vin¬ 
tage  styles  to  get  used  to  in  the 
space  of  two  years,  for  there 
are  still  stocks  of  the  previous 
’79  vintage  about.  I  enjoyed 
the  '81  Krug  with  its  toasty 
scent  and  light,  youthful,  re¬ 
strained  Chardonnay-domi- 
nated  palate,  but  it  will  need 
time  yet  to  show  at  its  best 
(Oddbins  £44,  Peter  Dominic 
£36.95). 

Now  that  the  American 
dollar  has  obligingly  weak¬ 
ened  against  sterling  British 
wine  buyers  can  at  long  last 
cash  in  on  some  keenly  priced 
California  wine  buys.  Geof¬ 
frey  Roberts's  fresh  lemony 
non-vintage  white  and 
blackcureamy  red  Reserve 
California  wines,  priced  at  just 
£179  each  at  Victoria  Wine 
and  Oddbins.  prove  the  point. 
Regular  consumers  know  that 
the  blends  are  drinkable  but 
constantly  changing  in  style. 

Perhaps  the  best  advice  I 
can  give  to  those  who  wish  to 
fight  the  bottle  variability 
problem  is  to  study  your 
favourite  wine's  back  label 
bottling  code,  and  to  make 
certain  that  repeat  purchases 
carry  the  same  code.

Celebration 
of  roses 

Francesca  Greenoak  visits  the  Royal 
National  Rose  Society  gardens,  scene 
of  this  weekend’s  1988  festival 
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In  the  solitude  of  a  lingering 
thunderstorm,  shot  with 
flashes  of  sunlight,  I  walked 
the  1 2  acres  ofThe  Gardens  oi 
the  Rose  for  hours,  trying  » 
answer  the  reproachable 
voices  which  alwayschide  me 
when  rm  there.  The  Royal 
National  Rose  Society  has 
done  so  much  work  m  inese 
gardens,  with  thousands  of 
plants  (no  less  than  1,700 
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varieties)  grown  in  beds,  up 
walls  and  down  rockeries, 
racing  up  pergolas  and  snak¬ 
ing  along  the  catenary  curves 
of  ropes  hung  from  a  series  ol 
squared  timber  posts.  There 
are  old  roses  as  well  as  modem 
lands  -  nearly  all  my 
favourites  are  there  —  so  what 
accounts  for  my  ungratelul 
prickings  of  dissatisfaction. 

The  answer  surely  lies  in  the 
original  design  and  motives  of 
foe  garden,  laid  out  in  the 
early  Sixties  in  what  I  can  best 
describe  (without,  I  hope 
being  too  pejorative)  as  semi- 
formal  municipal  style.  The 
ground  plan  looks  formal,  but 
the  scale  is  such  that  the  grand 
design  is  not  appreciable  to 
the  visitor  actually  walking 
around  the  phalanxes  of  beds 
and  parkways,  so  any  sense  of 
fragrant,  intimate  formality  is 
lost  Moreover,  the  open-plan 
design  banks  everything  up 
together,  providing  what  the 
guide  book  describes  as  a 
"mass  of  colour”:  for  example, 
a  bed  of  red  and  yellow  roses, 

side  by  side  (my 
bete  noir)  invaded  from  tne 
garden  beyond  by  every  col¬ 
our  under  the  sun  (or  rain  )- 
The  society’s  rose  ijrden 
must.  I  accede,  reflect  the 
tastes  of  its  members,  and  1 
am  assured  the  visiung  public 
enjoys  the  mass  planting 
recent  hybrids.  What  struck 

me  particularly  at  this, 
visit  is  that  a  garden  designed 
essentially  around  modern 
roses  functions  less  weu  for 
other  kinds  of  rose,  which  are

tripod  of  vertical  posts  braced 
in  two  or  three  places  with 
cross  bars  makes  an  ideally 


really  very  different  in  charac¬ 
ter.  The  society  has  become 
aware  of  this  and  has  begun  to 
plant  screening  yew  hedges. 
The  future  will  tell  whether 
old  and  new  can  sit  happily 
together  within  an  altered 
design. 

It  is  just  as  important  tor 
domestic  gardeners  to  realize 
that  choosing  a  rose  for  the 
garden  is  not  simply  a  matter 
of  looking  at  a  picture  of  the 
bloom.  The  full-flowered 
white  damask,  Madame 
Hardy,  or  the  Bourbon  Sou¬ 
venir  de  la  Malmaison,  and 
other  older  roses  look  for 
better  growing  for  all  their 
worth  against  an  old  wall  than 
confined  to  a  bed.  The  natural 
manner  of  growth  of  the  rose 
should  be  matched  to  the 
nature  of  the  garden  where  it  is 
to  grow.  There  are  types  which 
look  much  better  in  new 
gardens,  just  as  there  are  ones 
which  cry  out  for  old  cottage 
walls. 

The  appurtenances  over 
and  on  which  one  displays 
roses  are  also  important  Hav¬ 
ing  observed  a  range  of  vari¬ 
ations  on  the  theme  of  metal 
pre-formed  rose  arches,  and 
sawn  wood  pergolas  which 
Jook  like  modified  railway 
sleepers  balanced  above  your 
head,  I  find  myself  plumping 
for  simple  wooden  posts  of 
•coppice  wood  or  thinnings.  A 
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plain  and  robust  support  for  a 
climbing  rose.  There  are  some 
at  St  Albans,  the  natural  wood 
looking  suitably  trunk-like  as 
the  young  rose  climbs,  but  not 
vying  with  the  mature  rose 
when  the  blooms  are  spilling 
down  on  all  sides.

The  success  of  Tracy  Chapman 
has  electrified  the  music  business. 
In  another  largely  moribund  year 
for  rock  music,  this  shy,  rather 
awkward  young  woman  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  overpowering  the  pop 
charts  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic 
with  her  debut  album. 

The  nature  of  her  music  makes 
this  even  more  extraordinary: 
shrewd,  forceful  songs  delivered  in 
the  accents  of  a  black  folk  singer, 
who  was  discovered  busking  in  the 
streets  of  Cambridge,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Tracy  Chapman  is  the 
closest  thing  one  can  find  to  a 
contemporary  coffee-house  folk 
record.  It  is  the  son  of  set  that 
would  normally  inspire  a  small, 
fanatical  following  and  the  occa¬ 
sional  talk-show  appearance.  In¬ 
stead.  Chapman  is  selling  records 
by  the  truckload. 

Chapman  was  signed  last  year 
by  Elekira.  a  label  with  a  reput¬ 
ation  of  support  for  folkie  trou¬ 
badours  —  Judy  Collins,  Joni 
Mitchell.  Tim  Buckley.  Her  pro¬ 
ducer.  David  Kershenbaum.  pro¬ 
vided  discreet  embellishments  for 
her  voice  and  acoustic  giutar 
•‘Fast  Car”,  her  current  single,  is 
balanced  between  that  spareness 
and  the  punch  of  a  full  rhythm 
section;  “Behind  The  Wall”  is 
sung  in  bald  isolation. 

Whatever  Etekna  hoped  for,  the 
results  have  far  surpassed  expecta¬ 
tions.  The  album  was  released  in 
April.  Last  week  it  entered  the 
Billboard  Top  10  in  the  United 
States,  and  it  is  now  celebrating 
its  second  week  at  the  very  top  of 
the  British  charts.  “Fast  Car”  is  a 
Top  10  single  here.  too. 

In  America,  only  Rick  Astley's 
album  has  been  a  more  successful

The 
finale’s  second  subject,  too  - 
delivered  on  a  wonderfully  moody 
G  string  -  was  subtly  lightened  in 
tone  and  slowed  for  an  instant 
before  speeding  away  Such  deli¬ 
cate  touches  were  worth  pages  of 
gypsy  melodramatics.

debut  this  year.  In  US  terms,  the 
LP  has  already  out-performed 
every  previous  release  by  Joan 
Arm atra ding,  the  singer  to  whom 
Chapman  is  regularly  compared. 
She  is  the  first  woman  ever  to  top 
the  British  LP  charts  with  her  first 
album.  Some  suggest  that  the 
precedent  for  Chapman's  success 
was  set  last  year  by  Suzanne  Vega, 
whose  Solitude  Standing  LP  re¬ 
opened  the  genre  of  light,  con¬ 
fessional  groaning.  But  Chapman 
is  not  much  like  Vega,  whose 
music  is  tailored  to  urbane  tastes. 

Why  has  Chapman  been  so 
successful?  Her  record  company 
worked  ferociously  hard  to  build  a 
press  reaction  early  on.  Her  two 
solo  appearances  in  March  at  the 
Donmar  Warehouse  broke  the 
secret  to  most  of  the  British  Press. 
The  LP  climbed  steadily  to  num¬ 
ber  23.  Bui  the  turning  point 
undoubtedly  came  with  her 
appearance  at  the  televised  Nelson 
Mandela  birthday  concert  at 
Wembley,  four  weeks  ago. 

Amid  the  jolly  hullabaloo  of 
that  event.  Chapman's  perfor¬ 
mance  had  a  cold,  sinking  dignity. 
She  chose  to  sing  only  the  most 
severe  of  her  songs  for  the 


occasion  -  the  catalogue  of  social 
injustices  in  “Why?"  the  bitter, 
restrained  clarion  call  of  “Talkin' 
'Bout  A  Revolution".  She  almost 
succeeded  in  silencing  Wembley 
with  “Behind  The  WaD".  Since 
then  the  album  has  gone  from 
sales  of  30,000  to  100,000  a  week, 
with  a  total  now  in  excess  of 
300,000,  qualifying  her  for  a 
platinum  disc. 

“I  think  people  see  ft  as  a 
genuine  album,"  says  Paul 
Conroy.  British  MDof  WEA’s  US 
division.  “Not  one  like,  oh.  we’ll 
suck  a  couple  of  hits  on  one  side 
and  eight  other  tracks.  There  are 
some  records  which  the  public  just 
seem  to  pick  up  on,  where  people's 
ears  just  tell  them  something  is 
good.  This  is  one  of  those.” 

The  performer  herself  is  pain¬ 
fully  reticent  when  it  comes  to 
interviews,  a  problem  she  is  only 
reluctantly  overcoming.  The 
impassiveness  of  her  face  hardens 
when  she  sings,  only  to  fold  up  in  a 
downcast,  nervous  smile  when  she 
bears  the  applause.  In  conversa¬ 
tion.  she  seems  unimpressed  by 
the  great  things  predicted  for  her. 
perhaps  she  was  told,  early  on,  not 
to  expea  too  much.  “There  are 


people  who’ve  said  that  no  one 
will  listen  to  music  like  this;  I 
don't  know  —  /  like  what  I'm 
doing." 

What's  strange  about  this  quiet 
24-year-old  is  the  bottomless  grav¬ 
ity  and  iron  gaze  of  her  writing  and 
performing.  She  is  a  singer  with  no 
personal  history:  “I  played  acous¬ 
tic  guitar  by  myself,  learning  to 
sing  and  eventually  playing  in  the 
clubs  and  colleges  in  New  Eng¬ 
land.  Ob.  it's  full  of  colleges.  And  1 
played  in  the  streets,  in  some 
space  where  I  could  hear  myself 
like  doorways  or  little  shelters." 

Yet  she  has  behind  her  an 
ageless  tradition  of  young  protest. 
Blacks  have  seldom  mined  the 
folk  circuit  in  recent  years,  but  the 
content  and  tenor  of  Chapman's 
music  would  not  work  in  any 
other  context.  Perha  ps  some  of  her 
appeal  comes  from  the  vicarious 
fascination  which  first  drew  a 
white  audience  to  the  blues.  For 
there  is  a  disturbing  sense  of 
ancient  rage  at  the  root  of  Chap¬ 
man's  art.  The  wrathful  timbre  of 
her  delivery  seems  to  hark  back  to 
a  pre-rock  generation,  to  the 
faceless,  forgotten  singers  of  the 
country  blues.  She  is  not  a  blues 
singer,  but  it  may  be  no  co¬ 
incidence  that  the  photos  on  her 
album  cover  look  like  the  faded 
sepia  portraits  of  vocalists  who 
made  records  60  years  ago  in 
acoustic  studios,  long  since  swal¬ 
lowed  in  rime.

Don  Giovanni 

Co  vent  Garden 


The  penultimate  revival  of  the 
Royal  Opera  season  has  perhaps 
been  weighed  down  by  cancella¬ 
tions  among  the  cast  -  though  the 
replacement  Leporello.  Stafford 
Dean,  is  one  of  the  better  features: 
a  darkly  sung,  dnly  witty  fall  guy 
who  yet  supplies  a  solid  bass  in 
ensembles. 

He  also  works  well  with 
Thomas  Allen,  who  must  be  the 
most  experienced  Don  Giovanni 
on  the  current  stage,  and  who  now 
does  without  any  attempt  to 
charm,  for  even  the  serenade  is  a 
game  he  plays  with  brutal  cyni¬ 
cism.  showing  offhis  head  voice  in 
the  middle  stanza  with  self-admir¬ 
ing  satisfaction.  This,  too,  is  a 
notable  performance:  utterly  con¬ 
fident,  completely  worked  out. 
and  never  for  a  moment  amusing. 
The  violence  of  his  relationship 
with  Leporello  is  brought  out 
keenly,  as  is  the  coldness  of  his 
amours;  this  is  a  Don  Juan  whose 
only  response  to  human  feeling  is 
hollow  laughter. 

The  other  strong  elements  in  the 
performance  are  Dame  Kjri  Te 
Kanawa’s  Donna  Elvira  and  Joan 
Rodgers's  Zerlina.  Dame  Kiri  has 
problems  with  occasional  low 
passages,  especially  in  her  first 
ana.  but  the  plangent  radiance  is 
superb,  and  presents  us  with  an 
EKira  whose  singing  always  saves 
her  from  foolishness  however  silly 
her  behaviour.  Rodgers,  mean¬ 
while.  is  a  total  bright  delight  and 
makes  her  points  sharply  and 
musically,  without  any  need  for 
winsome  business. 

Her  Masetto  is  a  gruff  Gordon 
Sandison.  and  the  cast  also  in¬ 
cludes  a  disappointing  Donna

Anna  from  Makvala  Kasrashvili 
and  a  well-meaning  but  faltering 
Don  Ottavio  from  Stuart  Burrows. 
In  a  production  which,  by  playing 
so  muih  of  the  opera  straight  to 
ihe  audience,  focuses  attention  on 
individual  performances  rather 
than  dramatic  continuity,  the 
unequal  ness  of  the  cast  is 
accentuated. 

But  it  is  also  sad  to  hear  the 
orchestral  score  sound  so  rustic 


under  the  affectionate  direction  of 
Sir  Colin  Davis.

Who  has  not  ad- 
mired  those 
20th-century  ex¬ 
plorer-writers, 
Freya  Stark  and 
Wilfred  Thes¬ 
iger.  setting  out 
,  -  at  the  head  of  a 
long  caravan  of  camels  and 
bearers  to  trace  an  ancient 
desert  trade-route  or  the  foot¬ 
steps  of  Alexander  the  Great? 
In  recent  years  the  mode  of 
travel  has  begun  to  change  and 
a  new  kind  of  explorer-writer 
is  emerging  who  may  take  a 
train  (Paul  Theroux)  or  sail  a 
skiff  {Jonathan  Raban)  or,  as 
Colin  Thubron  did  in  the 
Ukraine,  simply  drive  a  car. 

There  is  another  important 
difference:  knapsack  in  pos¬ 
ition  and  language  dictionary 
in  hand,  they  have  all  been 
setting  out  alone,  motivated 
cither  by  curiosity  or  with  a 
childhood  aspiration  in  mind. 

Tom  Miller,  carrying  a  copy 
of  Nostrum  and  a  notebook, 
has  recently  joined  their 
ranks.  Originally  he  warned  to 
follow  the  equator,  “0  degrees 
latitude’',  in  a  round-the- 
world  trip;  but,  forced  to 
relinquish  this  as  imprac¬ 
ticable,  he  plumped  for  the 
republic  of  Ecuador  (Spanish 
for  equator)  as  a  reasonable 
alternative. 

When  he  discovered  that 
Panama  hats  are  not  made  in 
Panama  but  have  always  been 
made  two  countries  further 
south  in  Ecuador,  he  was  on 
his  way.  Miller  acknowledges 
that  “to  travel  through  a  small 
country  with  only  the  vague 
notion  of  tracking  down  the 
straw-hat  trade  seemed  ab¬ 
surd",  but  very  quickly  the 
long,  laborious  chain  of  en¬ 
deavour  that  he  unfolds  be¬ 
comes  a  unique  study  of  a. 
cottage  industry  which  sells  to 
a  worldwide  market 
The  Gold  Rush  Forty- 
Niners  who  passed  through 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama  on 
their  way  to  California  were 
die  first  customers  to  discover 
the  benefits  of  asuawsun-haL. 
The  Panama  hat  as  it  ut- 
staniiy  became  known,  took 


®Jhke  a  rocket,  exporting 
250,000  that  year  alone. 

There  are  deep  ironies  in  the 
history  of  the  famous  hat 
Originally  a  scarf-like  head¬ 
covering  woven  from  the  fin¬ 
est  straw,  the  toquilla  palm,  it 
was  .developed  in  the  19th 
century  into  the  hat  which  is 
worn  in  South  America  today 
only  by  the  poorer  peasants. 
Tens  of  thousands  of  weavers, 
mostly  women,  contribute  to 
the  country's  foreign  ex¬ 
change.  The  weavers  are  self- 
employed,  buying  their  own 
straw  for  20  American  cents 
per  hatatthe  straw-market  in 
Cuenca,  Ecuador’s  cathedral 
city.  They  average  four  to  five 
hats  a  week  and  for  each  one 
they  receive  roughly  65 
American  cents. 

Noting  the  mark-ups  along 
the  way,  Miller  follows  a  single 
batch  of  hats  from  the  straw-  . 
field  to  a  large  hat  store  m  San 
Diego.  One  of  the  many  hat 
factories  in  Cuenca  employs 
100  workers  who  block  and 
dean  the  delicately  hand- 
woven  but  untreated  straw 
bodies.  Near  completion,  the 
hats  are  whisked  through  New 
York  to  another  hat  factory  in 
Texas  where  a  second  group  of 
low-paid  workers,  mostly 
women,  not  only  fumigate, 
but  steam,  bleach,  and  trim 
the  hats  again.  Hand  sewn 
linings,  a  coloured  ribbon 
round  the  crown  and  a  final 
ironing  of  the  jaunty  brim  give 
the  hats,  now  ready  for  the 
retail  shops,  the  Han  tra¬ 
ditionally  associated  with  the 
Panama. 

Although-  this  disarming 
and  essentially  light-hearted 
book  suffers  slightly  from  a 
zig-zag  method  of  story-telling 
(Miller  tacks  without  warn¬ 
ing),  this  has  given  him  leeway 
to  include  some  national  his¬ 
tory  and  a  good  account  of  life 
today  In  the  poorer  quarter  of 
Ecuador.  He  has  opened  up 
yet  another  example  of  that 
unsolved  economic  quandary: 
what  constitutes  fair  payment 
for  the  hand-made  product? 
Without  the  talented  rural 
weavers  of  Ecuador  there 

would  certainly  be  no  Panama 
bats:  but  without  the  complex 
'processing  in  the  hat  factories 
ft  seems  unlikely  there  would 
be  many  sales.

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Bernard  Haitink's  recording  of 
Le  nozze  di  Figaro  shows 
Glyndebourne,  the  house  he 
leaves  at  the  end  of  this 
season,  at  close  to  its  best 
The  Sussex  trademarks  are  all  there: 
an  adroitly  hainnrwl  cast  meticulous 
attention  to  the  words  and  a  crisp 
theatricality  throughout  It  might  have 
been  recorded  in  the  studio,  but  the 
feel  is  that  of  the  opera  house. 

In  style  it  is  probably  closest  to 
Marriner  (Philips).  Those  looking  for 
stars  putting  on  a  star  performance  in 
pflph  role  may  have  to  turn  to  Solti 
(Decca),  or  much  further  back  to 
Giulini  (EMI) — there  is  no  shortage  of 
Figaros  on  CD.  But  if  one  voice  does 
stand  out  then  it  is  Felicity  Lott’s 
Countess,  at  her  finest  in  “Dove  sono" 
where  the  melancholic  recitative  turns 
into  the  creamy  femininity  of  the  aria. 

This  is  not  a  sentimental  Figaro. 
Claudio  Desderi  in  the  title  role  may 
lack  the  last  ounce  of  vocal  weight  for 
the  servant's  outbursts,  but  he  more 
than  makes  up  for  it  in  the  way  he 
handles  every  nuance  of  the  words. 
The  technique  —  and  a  very  accom¬ 
plished  one  it  is — is  very  much  that  of 
the  Falsiaff  he  is  performing  on  stage 
at  the  moment.  Gianna  Rolandi  and 
Richard  Slilwell  spar  fiercely  as  Su¬ 
sanna  and  Count  Faith  Esham 
scarcely  matches  up  to  her  compatriot 
Frederica  von  Stade  (Decca)  as 
Cherubino,  and  Anne  Mason  is  a 
pallid  Marcellina,  but  there  are  some 
delectable  cameos  in  the  small  roles, 
led  by  Ugo  BenelU’s  Basilio. 

Beatrice  di  Tenda  is  Bellini's  Anna 
Bolena.  Three  years  separate  it  from

artistic  director  at  Covent  Garden  to 
return  to  the  Paris  Opera.  _ 

There  is  no  pretending  that 
Messager  had  either  the  vigour  or 


flamboyance  of  Chabrier.  Rather,  he 
had  supreme  melodic  fluency,  as 
anvone  who  has  dropped  into  Covent 
Garden  for  Les  Deux  Pigeons  will 
know.  Fortunio  slips  down  like  a  sweet 
souffle,  with  Alliot-Lugaz  all 
flirtatiouness  like  a  Danielle  Dameux 
in  a  boulevard  comedy.  Thierry  Dran 
using  an  authentic  head  voice  in  the 
title  role,  and  Francis  Dudziak  (a  new 
name)  as  a  Ivrical  young  lawyer.

Thirty-five  years  since  their 
formation,  32  years  since  their 
only  personnel  change.  14 
years  since  they  decided  to  call 
it  a  day  and  seven  years  since 
they  thought  better  of  it.  the 
Modern  Jazz  Quartet  seem  to 
be  enjoying  a  period  of 
outstanding  creativity.  Any¬ 
one  who  wrote  them  off 
during  the  lacklustre  early 
Seventies  really  should  give  a 
chance  to  For  Ellington,  which 
marks  the  debut  of  a  label 
devoted  to  the  output  of  the 
illustrious  record  producer 
Nesuhi  Ertegun. 

The  programme,  also  heard 
at  their  South  Bank  concert 
last  week,  consists  of  five 
Ellington  tunes,  one  by  Billy 
Strayhom,  and  one  each  by 
way  of  tribute  from  the  quar¬ 
tet’s  pianist,  John  Lewis,  and 
vibraharpist.  Milt  Jackson, 
both  marked  by  typically 
thoughtful  distillations  of  the 
Ducal  spirit. 


Of  the  classics,  “Ko-Ko” 
and  “Rockin’  in  Rhythm"  - 
two  pieces  that  could  hardly

startling  insights.  With  a 
watchmaker’s  care,  Lewis 
strips  down  these  mighty  en¬ 
gines  and  reassembles  them  as 
streamlined  miniatures.  Jack- 
son's  solo  against  stop-time 
figures  in  “Ko-Ko”  is  every  bit 
as  fine  as  Tricky  Sam 
Nanton's  trombone  work  on 
the  1940  original. 

In  1967.  Thelonious  Monk 
came  to  Europe  with  a  nine- 
piece  band,  built  around  his 
regular  quartet  Previously 
un  released.  On  Tour  in 
Europe  demonstrates  the  way 
the  extra  horns  brought  weird 
new  colours  to  Monk’s  off- 
centre  themes. 


•  Roy  Goodman,  musical 
director  of  the  European 
Community  Baroque  Or¬ 
chestra,  went  beyond  the  call 
of  dotv  when  conducting  at 
Beaune  Cathedral  outside 
Paris  last  weekend.

Dancing  in  the  streets 


Unplanned  and  un¬ 
announced,  a  seven- 
week  ballet  festival 
opens  in  London  this 
week,  involving  five  big  com¬ 
panies  and  four  theatres.  At  its 
busiest  point,  for  two  weeks  in 
August  well  over  1 0,000  seats  will 
be  on  sale  every  night 
The  action  starts  at  the  Coli¬ 
seum  on  Tuesday,  when  London 
Festival  Ballet  opens  its  regular 
summer  season  with  Natalia 
Makarova's  new  production  of 
Swan  Lake.  Then  the  company 
has  a  batch  of  unfamiliar  star 
performances  up  its  sleeve  for  the 
second  week:  Lynn  Seymour 
dancing  in  John  Cranko's  Onegin, 
Christopher  Bruce  as  Petrushka, 
and  the  London  debut  of  the 
sensational  Julio  Bocca. 

Festival  Ballet  then  moves  to 
ihe  Royal  Festival  Hall  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  season,  and  the  Kirov 
Ballet  from  Leningrad  follows  it 
inio  the  Coliseum,  opening  on 
July  25  with  Gisefle.  The  Kirov  is 
reckoned  by  most  connoisseurs  to 
be  Russia’s  best  company,  and  has 
some  exceptional  young  dancers 
as  well  as  its  golden  oldies. 

But  the  paucity  of  theatres  in 
London  able  to  house  a  big  ballet 
company  is  such  lhai  they  have  to 
play  three  theatres  in  as  many 
weeks,  moving  on  to  a  specially 
provided  auditorium  in  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Design  Centre,  Islington, 
with  two  programmes  of  virtuoso 
show-pieces,  and  finally  to  Covent 
Garden  to  show  the  spectacular 
Uai0P  of  The  Corsair.  ’

They  are  bringing  a  batch  of 
new  productions  mixed  with  old 
favourites;  it  will  be  especially 
interesting  to  see  what  they  make 
of  Silly  The  Kid  and  the 
Polovtsian  dances  from  Prince 
Igor,  as  well  as  their  new  creation. 
'  The  Moscow  Classical  Ballet 
brings  up  the  rear  in  London, 
opening  at  the  Design  Centre, 


Islington,  on  August  9  for  three 
weeks.  But  it  arrives  in  Britain  this 
week  and  tours  Glasgow.  Man¬ 
chester,  Bristol  and  Southampton 
first,  it  is  bringing  a  new  produc¬ 
tion  of  Swan  Lake  and  two  show¬ 
piece  programmes. 

Some  will  rejoice  at  so  many 
desirable  companies  in  a  short 
space  of  time;  others  will  resent 
the  congestion  that  makes  it 
impossible  to  see  as  much  as  they 
would  wish  of  any  of  them.  The 
blame  lies  with  the  limited 
availability  of  big  theatres  in 
London.  With  hopes  for  the 
Lyceum  now  dashed  and  the  Ans 
Council  still  apparently  3sleep,  the 


only  likely  relief  is  the  new  theatre 
which  the  Entertainment  Corpora¬ 
tion  (which  is  bringing  three  of 
this  summer's  visiting  companies) 
plans  to  build  on  the  South  Bank.

The  Speaker  of  the  Iranian 
Parliament.  Hojaioleslam  Ali 
Akbar  Hashemi  Rafsanjani, 
Iran’s  second  most  powerful 
leader,  attacked  Mrs  Margaret 
Thaichcr  yesterday  over  her 
response  io  the  Airbus  in¬ 
cident.  in  what  appeared  to  be 
an  attempt  io  shift  Britain’s 
support  for  the  American 
point  of  view  in  advance  of 
the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  debate  on  the  in¬ 
cident  on  Tuesday. 

Addressing  thousands  of 
worshippers  at  Friday  prayers, 
he  said  that,  as  a  woman,  the 
Prime  Minister  should  have 
more  respect  for  human  life 
than  to  defend  the  US  Navy's 
shooting  down  ol  an  Iran  Air 
passenger  aircraft  carrying  290 
people. 

“What  kind  of  spirit  is  this? 
. . .  Not  even  a  wolf  would 
approve  of  it."  he  told  the 
gathering  of  civilians,  soldiers 
and  journalists.  “Vour  face 
will  be  dirty  in  history."  He 
was  referring  to  Mis  Thatch¬ 
er’s  statement  after  the  in¬ 
cident  last  Sunday,  when  she 
described  it  as  a  tragedy  but 
defended  “the  right  of  forces 
engaged  in  . . .  hostilities  to 
defend  thcmsleves." 

He  went  on  to  ask  whether 
Britain  would  display  a  simi¬ 
lar  sense  of  fair  play  if  a  British 
airliner  were  to  be  shot  down 
by  a  Western  country. 

It  is  believed  the  broadside 


was  intended  to  put  pressure 
on  the  Government  to  change 
its  position  on  the  matter 
before  it  is  debated  in  the 
Security  Council. 

Ii  is  still  not  clear  whether 
Tehran  plans  to  table  a  mo¬ 
tion  simply  condemning  the 
US  attack,  or  if  it  will  push  for 
a  resolution  accusing  Wash¬ 
ington  of  state  terrorism  and 
calling  on  President  Reagan  to 
withdraw  US  naval  forces 
from  the  Gulf. 

Of  the  other  Security  Coun¬ 
cil  permanent  members,  the 
Soviet  Union.  France  and 
China  are  ali  likely  to  vote  in 
favour  of  a  motion  condemn¬ 
ing  the  action.  The  US  will 
almost  certainly  use  its  veto. 
In  that  light  Britain's  vote 
w  ould  be  crucial. 

Hojaioleslam  Rafsanjani 
hinted  that  iflran  gets  its  way 
on  Tuesday  it  may  consider 
allowing  the  UN  to  play  a 
more  active  role  in  seeking  a 
peaceful  solution  to  the  eighl- 
year-old  Gulf  War. 

In  keeping  with  responses 
this  week  by  other  Iranian 
leaders,  including  Ayatollah 
Khomeini.  Hojaioleslam  Raf¬ 
sanjani  fell  short  of  vowing  to 
avenge  the  Airbus  tragedy  and 
said  the  probable  cause  of  the 
action  was  “stupid  miscalcula¬ 
tions  in  the  White  House". 

But  in  a  veiled  threat  he 
gave  a  warning:  “The  world 
knows  we  can  respond."

Guinness  saga  returns  to  Bow 
Street  on  Monday  when  some, 
but  not  all.  of  those  charged  are 
expected  to  appear.  Facing  additional 
chaiges  are  Roger  Seelig.  former  cor¬ 
porate  finance  director  of  Morgan 
Grenfell,  and  David  Mavhew,  partner 
in  Cazenove.  the  stockbroker. 

It  is  more  than  ever  apparent  from 
the  length  and  depth  of  police  investiga¬ 
tions  that  the  Government  is  intent  “on 
cleaning  up  the  City.”  But  it  is  time  to 
temper  such  zeal  with  concern  for  the 
injustice  of  stigmatizing  people  who 
have  not  been  brought  to  trial.  let  alone 
found  guilty  of  the  offences  with  which 
they  have  been  charged.  As  Lord 
Goodman  once  observed,  lawyers  have 
the  power  to  beggar  their  clients  with¬ 
out  enriching  themselves.  Why  not  pro¬ 
ceed  with  one  or  two  charges,  rather 
than  continue  to  add  more  and  swell  the 
already  monstrous  costs?  If  necessary, 
other  charges  can  be  considered  later. 

I  strongly  suspect  that  politically  the 
Barlow  Clowes  affair  is  more  explosive 
for  the  Government  than  Guinness. 
The  losses  suffered  by  Barlow  Clowes’ 
diems  in  this  country  are  the  son  that 
our  elaborate  system  of  investor  prot¬ 
ection  is  designed  to  prevent.  Because 
of  the  timing,  it  is  arguable,  though 
without  great  conviction,  that  Barlow 
Clowes  proves  that  fee  rigid  system  of 
regulation  laid  down  in  the  Financial 
Services  Act  is  necessary  and  all  that  is 
needed  is  to  make  ii  work. 

The  basic  problems  of  fee  new  reg¬ 
ulatory  system  arise  from  fee  fact  feat  it 
was  cobbled  together  too  quickly  and  is 
the  work  of  lawyers  without  knowledge 
or  experience  of  fee  way  financial 
markets  operate.  These  problems  were 
compounded  by  the  fear  ofSir  Kenneth 
Bern  II.  fee  first  chairman  of  fee  Sec- 
uritiesand  Investments  Board,  that  the 
new  regulators,  if  not  careful,  would 
somehow  be  suborned  by  the  City  prof¬ 
essionals.  SIB  membership  was  less 
strong  than  it  should  have  been  and  cer¬ 
tainly  less  plugged  into  “fee  real  world” 
of  markets.  Sir  Kenneth  was  right  up  to 
a  point.  Of  the  self-regulatory 


organizations.  The  Securities  Associ¬ 
ation  produced  a  skilfully  “liberal.”  in 
places,  rule  book,  and  the* life  assurance 
and  unit  trust  salesmen  almost  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  a  breathtaking  coup  to  keep 
their  existing  commission  ways  to 
themselves. 

Into  this  “overregulated  shambles” 
has  stepped  David  Walker,  former 
executive  director  of  the  Bank  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  SIB  chairman  since  June.  His 
first  public  utterances  this  week  were 
deceptive.  He  undoubtedly  believes 
feat  a  comprehensive  system  of  inves¬ 
tor  protection  is  right  and  here  to  stay 
but  in  appearing  to  resist  some  obvious 
reforms.  I  suspect  he  was  more  intent 
on  establishing  himself  as  his  own  man 
than  exhibiting  a  closed  mind. 

He  is  dearly  aware  that  important 
changes  in  the  system  cannot  be  made 
without  careful  consideration  of  re¬ 
quirements  that  will  flow  from  fee 
creation  of  an  internal  European  mar¬ 
ket  (1992  and  all  that).  Equally,  he 
knows  he  needs  to  have  the  regulated  on 
his  side.  There  are  sectors  of  financial 
markets  where  investor  protection  is 
not  needed:  morally  neutral  ground 
where  the  business  is  among  prof¬ 
essionals.  To  reduce  fee  area  where  fee 
SIB's  writ  runs  would  be  an  act  of  sim¬ 
plification  and  an  act  of  grace  feat 
would  bring  many  in  the  City,  where  in¬ 
cidentally  American  standards  are  in¬ 
creasingly  fee  norm,  round  to  his  side. 

Golden  tomorrow 

Beau  Geste  characters,  in  my 
experience,  are  a  rare  breed, 
but  fee  group  managing  direc¬ 
tor  of  Hutchison  Whampoa  is 
one  of  them.  Former  foreign  legion¬ 


naire  Simon  Murray,  who  won  the  fair 
hand  ofSir  William  Mather’s  daughter, 
is  chief  diviner  and  executant  of  the 
wishes  of  chairman  Li  Ka-shing,  and 
has  as  informed  a  view  as  anyone  of  the 
Hong  Kong  scene  (exhilarating,  pos¬ 
itive,  but  not  without  risks).  Another 
enigma  we  discussed  was  Algy  Guff 

A  forceful  advocate  for  the  British  oil 
independents,  Algy’s  own  Guff  Oil 
fluttered  about  the  North  Sea  and  other 
oil  fields,  and  is  now  Guff  Resources,  a 
medium-sized  gold  company  expected 
to  produce  40,000  ounces  this  year  and 
more  than  80,000  next 

The  turn-off  for  some  is  that  the  bulk 
of  fee  gold  comes  from  Zimbabwe 
where  Guff  was  among  the  first  foreign 
investors  to  accept  the  political  risks 
inherent  in  Robert  Mugabe’s  regime. 
So  far  his  decision  has  been  vindicated 
He  is  quite  prepared  to  be  judged  by  the 
results  of  his  investments  in  Zimbabwe 
(and  Australia  and  Spain)  and  fee  basic 
criterion  of  the  gold  price.  He  dislikes 
being  instantly  condemned  for  Guff 
Oil's  costly  and  barren  quest  in  the 
South  China  Sea. 

But  feat  had  its  good  ride:  U  Ka- 
shing  was  a  participant  in  fee  same 
consortium  and  bought  5  per  cent  of 
fee  new  golden  Guff  when  the  com¬ 
pany  was  vulnerable  to  a  takeover.  The 
interest  has  now  risen  to  20  per  cent 
and  is  in  fee  Hutchison  portfolio. 

“It  does  not  loom  large  there  and  it  is 
not  pan  of  our  corporate  strategy,” 
Simon  Murray  told  me.  “But  it  is  a  bit 
of a  hedge,  which  we  think  is  attractive. 
Our  investments  of  this  type  have 
proved  right  before.  Guff  Resources  is 
a  good  medium-term  beL  By  the  end  of 
next  year  it  should  be  making  between 
£8  million  and  £10  million  profit, 
which  on  a  p/e  ratio  of  10  would 
capitalize  fee  company  at  about  £100 
million.  Gold  shares  can  be  capitalized 
at  p/e  ratios  of  25  and  even  40.” 

Like  Hong  Kong  in  fee  countdown 
to  1997,  Guff  shares  are  obviously  a 
speculation,  but  at  98p  they  too  should 
provide  an  interesting  ride. 


White  heat  of  the  steel  sell-off 


Shareholder  democracy,  not  sur¬ 
prisingly  after  fee  October  crash 
and  the  crawling  condition  of 
parts  of  the  woodwork,  has  lost 
some  of  its  appeaL  The  cause  needs 
reviving  wife  an  exciting  privatization 
issue. 

Water  is  not  likely  to  send  blood 
coursing  through  the  veins.  British 
Steel,  though  cast  more  as  as  a  sale  for 
institutions  than  personal  investors,  is 
much  more  promising.  It  is  pencilled  in 
for  November  and  should  go  for 
between  £2  billion  and  £2.5  billion. 

The  campaign  has  begun  with  fee 
release  of  results  for  the  year  to  end- 
Aprii,  in  which  the  corporation  made  a 
net  profit  after  all  charges  of  £410 
million  compared  with  £178  million  in 
1986-87.  BSCs  climb  from  an  ailing 
burden  on  fee  state  to  one  of  fee 
world's  most  dynamic  and  profitable 
steelmakers  is  a  tribute  to  a  revitalized 
management  under  chairman  Sir  Rob¬ 
ert  Scholey  —  “Black  Bob”  is  surely 
now  “White  Bob”.  It  is  also  a  classic 
example  of  what  fee  “right  to  manage”, 
restored  under  Mrs  Thatcher’s  govern¬ 
ment,  coupled  wife  fee  promise  of 
privatization,  can  mean  in  practice. 

It  is  beyond  dispute  that  businesses 
will  achieve  better  results  if  those  who 


manage  them  and  work  in  them  have 
fee  opportunity  —  and  take  it  —  to  be¬ 
come  owners  as  well  as  employees.  In¬ 
centives  cost  relatively  little  while 
share  ownership  has  the  rare  advantage 
of  fitting  in  with  (some)  socialist  ideals 
(for  example  fee  co-operative  move¬ 
ment)  and  embodying  fee  Conserva¬ 
tive  belief  in  fee  practical  virtues  of 
financial  inducements  to  work  more 
efficiently. 

In  contrast  management  by  politi¬ 
cians.  even  more  management  by  their 
Civil  Servants,  is  a  numbing  prescrip¬ 
tion.  All  derision-making  is  frowned 
upon  by  officials  whose  practical 
awareness  of  industry  is  minimal.  The 
dead  hand  of  fee  Treasury  is  there  as 
fee  ultimate  deterrent.  To  be  account¬ 
able  to  shareholders  is  heady  stuff.  It 
offers  managers  the  freedom,  bordering 
on  licence,  to  take  risks  to  develop  fee 
business  as  they  think  fit 

The  result  in  the  case  of  British  Steel, 
which  has  only  emerged  in  spirit  from 
the  cloying  cocoon  of  fee  State,  is  re¬ 
markable.  In  the  words  of  James  Capri, 
the  analyst:  “BSC  has  transformed  its 
cost  structure  through  plant  closures, 
demanning,  improved  productivity 
and  efficiency.  It  has  developed  new

August  auction  for 
short-dated  gilts

The  Bank  of  England  an¬ 
nounced  yesterday  feat  it  is 
planning  to  hold  an  auction  of 
gilts  on  August  10,  the  first  of 
two  planned  for  the  current 
financial  year. 

The  auction,  of  short-dated 
stock,  will  be  for  an  amount  of 
up  to  £1  billion.  But  already 
financial  analysts  are  saying 
that  so  healthy  is  fee  state  of 
public  finances  at  present,  feat 
the  Bank  does  not  need  to  sell 
any  more  gilt-edged  stock  at 
all  this  year. 

The  main  surprise  about 
yesterday’s  announcement  is 
that  the  Bank  has  chosen  to 
hold  an  auction  in  short-dated 
stock,  rather  than  long-dated 
stock. 

This  is  seen  as  reflecting  the 
reluctance  of  fee  authorities  to 
lock  into  high-interest  gilts  for 
fee  long-term  wife  long-dated 
gilts  currently  yielding  about 
9,75  per  cent 

It  could  also  reflect  an 
official  belief  that  fee  current 


pattern  of  public  sector  sur¬ 
pluses  may  continue  well  into 
fee  future. 

In  addition,  the  Bank  may 
have  chosen  a  short-dated  gift 
so  feat  it  will  be  taken  up  by 
banks  and  building  societies, 
and  not  technically  count  as 
funding. 

According  to  Mr  John 
Shepperd,  economist  at  War¬ 
burg  Securities,  fee  securities 
dealer,  the  Bank  of  England  is 
likely  to  find  itself  in  fee 
slightly  embarrassing  position 
of  having  to  buy  in  gilts  from 
fee  market,  in  order  to  meet 
its  commitment  of  exactly 
funding  public  sector  borr¬ 
owing. 

He  expects  a  public  sector 
debt  repayment  totalling  £7 
billion  this  year,  in  which  case 
the  Bank  of  England  would 
find  that  it  has  sold  £3  billion 
too  many  gilts  and  would 
attempt  to  buy  in  long-dated 
stocks. 
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Mr  Boyd  Jeffiies,  who  pleaded  guilty 
to  two  felonies,  and  others  who  have 
co-operated  with  fee  US  government 
in  return  for  lighter  sentences. 

The  results  are  still  pending  of  the

What  has  stunned  Wall  Street  was 
not  fee  announcement  of  fee  charges 
but  fee  severity  of  fee  sanctions 
sought  by  the  government  pros¬ 
ecutors. 

For  fee  first  time  since  the  passage 
of  fee  US  securities  laws  in  1934,  fee 
government  will  seek  to  bong  fee  full 


force  of  the  criminal  provisions  of 
those  laws  against  those  implicated  in 
the  insider-trading  scandal 

If  fee  charges  are  upheld  in  court, 
then  Mr  Sherwin  could  be  sentenced 
to  a  maximum  of  50  years  in  prison 
and  pay  fines  of  more  than  $2.5 
million  (£1.46  million).  GAF  faces 
payment  of  fines  totalling  more  than 
SI  5  million  and  fee  filing  of  related 
civil  suits. 

The  suggestion  that  the  filing  of 
criminal  charges  against  GAF  and  Mr 
Sherwin  was  unwarranted  was  firmly 
rejected  this  week  by  Mr  Rudolph 
Giuliani,  fee  Manhattan  US  attorney. 
“Manipulation  has  been  a  crime  for 
over  50  years  and  there  have  been 
numerous  prosecutions  for  manipula¬ 
tion,”  he  said.

ness,  quality  of  service  and  quality  of 
product  It  has  maintained  its  capital 
investment  programme  and  pursued 
technological  change . . .  Wife  high 
profits  and  positive  cash  flow,  it  can 
now  start  to  look  beyond  the  target  of 
financial  self-sufficiency.” 

A  little  over  the  top  perhaps  but  the 
evidence  excuses  the  hyperbole.  It  is  a 
far  cry  from  the  chronic  overmanning, 
over-capacity  and  losses  of  the  late 
1970s  and  early  1980s,  but  a  short  leap 
to  fee  autumn  when  British  Steel 
should  get  fee  privatization  pro¬ 
gramme  back  on  course.  Over  this  and 
fee  first  half  of  fee  next  Thatcher 
government  asset  sales  should  average 
about  £5  billion  a  year. 

Before  fee  next  election,  water,  steel 
and  fee  bulk  of  electricity  will  have 
been  sold  and  fee  policy  work  comple¬ 
ted  for  privatizing  British  Rail  and  the 
coal  industry. 

It  is  not  fanciful  to  compare  fee 
Thatcher  privatization  programme 
with  Henry  VHTs  dissolution  of  the 
monasteries.  Both  represent  a  huge 
transfer  of  wealth  into  different  hands. 
The  social  and  political  consequences 
of  creating  new  property  owning  class  I 
need  not  dwell  on  here.

tremblers’  cheques 


Travellers’  cheques 
are  thought  of  as 
universal  currency,  but 
Britain  is  amazingly 
unco-operative. 
SIMON  ROSE  tells  a 
revealing  story 


Andrew  Hatherley  arrived  in 
Britain  from  Canada  for  a 
holiday  without  any  English 
cash.  However,  he  was  not 
concerned  because  he  had 
bought  plenty  of  sterling  trav¬ 
ellers'  cheques  with  him. 

Having  travelled  exten¬ 
sively  in  north  America,  he 
knew  that  travellers'  cheques, 
denominated  in  the  currency 
of  the  country  you  are  visiting 
are  just  as  good  as  cash. 

He  was  soon  to  be  disillu¬ 
sioned.  As  soon  as  he  had 
cleared  customs  at  Stansted 
airport  he  marched  to  the 
Thomas  Cook  Bureau  de 
Change  to  turn  his  American 
Express  cheques  into  folding 
cunency.  Unfortunately,  the 
Thomas  Cook  people  did  not 
smilingly  tell  him  his  Ameri¬ 
can  Express  cheques  would  do 
nicely.  On  the  contrary,  they 
insisted  that  he  paid  £1  for  the 
privilege. 

“I  couldn’t  believe  it,”  said 
Mr  Hatherley.  “It's  ridiculous 
to  charge  anyone  for  tinning 
cash  into  cash.  I  had  already 
paid  my  commission  on  the 
cheques  when  I  bought  them 
in  Montreal.” 

However,  as  there  was  no¬ 
where  else  at  Stansted  to 
change  money  and  as  he 
reckoned  the  coach  driver 
would  not  accept  travellers' 
cheques,  he  had  to  grin  and 
bear iL 

It  was  not  long  before  he 
encountered  the  problem 
again.  At  Silverstone  race 
track  he  wanted  to  buy  tickets 
for  the  forthcoming  British 
Grand  Prix. 

“They  took  travellers'  che¬ 
ques  all  right,”  he  said,  “but 
they  insisted  on  deducting  a  £1 
handling  charge.  I  was  so  cross 
about  it  that  I  made  a  lot  of 
fuss. 

“When  somebody  more  se¬ 
nior  came  along,  he  admitted 
that  a  mistake  had  been  made. 
It  should  only  have  been  a 
charge  of  50p.  Big  deal." 

Mr  Hatherley,  like  so  many 
other  visitors  to  Britain,  has 
discovered  that  acceptance  of 
sterling  travellers'  cheques  is 
very  patchy  indeed.  Some 
places  will  not  touch  them  at 
all.  Some  charge  for  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  doing  so.  Others,

It  is  a  problem  that  will  be 
encountered,  not  only  by  for¬ 
eign  visitors  to  the  United 
States,  but  also  by  Britons  who 
return  from  abroad  with  un¬ 
cashed  sterling  travellers’' 
cheques. 

It  is  clear  from  Thomas 
Cook  and  American  Express, 
the  two  main  issuers  of  trav¬ 
ellers'  cheques  in  Britain,  that 


‘It  is  worth  asking  in 
a  shop  or  restaurant5 


a  similar  attitude  is  taken 
towards  both  travellers’  che¬ 
ques  and  ordinary  cheques,  at 
least  by  the  banks.  A  few  years 
ago  there  were  no  charges  on 
any  cheques  cashed,  which¬ 
ever  bank  you  approached. 
But  these  days  banks  will  cash 
travellers'  cheques  free  of 
charge  only  if  the  type 
preferred  is  the  type  issued  by 
the  bank. 


So  anyone  with  American 
Express  cheques  to  cash 
should  go  to  any  branch  of 
American  Express.  Lloyds  or 
National  Westminster.  This 
year  the  building  societies 
nave  become  keener  on  offer¬ 
ing  services  to  travellers,  so 
the  Halifax.

A  third  investment  adviser  has 
been  suspended  from  trading 
in  the  wake  of  the  Bartow 
Clowes  affair. 

Gordon  Pettie  Investment 
Services  (GPIS),  firm,  which 
pot  large  sums  into  Bartow 
Clowes,  was  told  in  secret  on 
Taesday  to  stop  condscting 
investment  l— —Hfr 
Rale  17  of  Fimbra,  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Intermediaries,  Managers 
and  Brokers  Regulatory  As¬ 
sociation. 

Meanwhile,  GPIS  clients 
wen  taken  on  by  Herrington 
Financial  Services,  of  New¬ 
castle  apod  Tyne.  GPIS  will 
stiff  help  the  Bartow  Clowes 
clients  “for  as  tong  as  it  takes 
to  achieve  the  best  possible 
resolution”,  says  the  firm. 

Mr  Fettle  said  be  was 
amazed  at  Fimbra's  action: 
“At  all  times  we  have  co¬ 
operated  with  them.  We  are 
obviously  concerned  about 
protecting  oar  clients’  in¬ 
terests.  This  action  by  Fimbra 
will  cause  onecessary 
anxiety."

Justice  at  cut  prices 


People  an?  talking  about  legal 
aid  again  —  who  gets  it  and 

why. 

The  usual  battery  of  ques¬ 
tions  on  how  the  system  works 
has  been  provoked  by  Maria 
Ailketfs  recent  appearance 
before  London  magistrates 
armed  with  the  services  of 
Britain's  best  known  solicitor. 
Sir  David  Napley,  and  by  the 
forthcoming  appeal  of  the 
former  Guinness  chairman 
Ernest  Saunders  over  being 
refused  legal  aid. 

How  is  it  that  the  seemingly 
wealthy  can  get  legal  aid?  And 
is  it  correct  that  a  legally  aided 
litigant  in  a  civil  case,  or  a 
legally  aided  defendant  in  a 
criminal  trial,  can  hire  the 
services  of  any  lawyer  he  or 
she  chooses? 

There  are  three  main  kinds 
of  legal  aid: 

•  Civil  legal  aid,  for  which 
people  apply  when  they  want 
to  sue  or  are  being  sued 

•  Criminal  legal  aid,  for 
defendants  in  criminal  cases  — 
you  cannot  get  it  to  bring  a 
private  prosecution  —  and 

•  Legal  advice  and  assistance 
—  the  “green  form”  scheme  — 
which  generally  covers  legal 
help  to  people  not  involved  in 
court  cases. 

Legal  aid  is  not  available  for 
every  kind  of  case.  It  is  not 
generally  granted  for  tribunal 
cases,  except  for  the  Lands 
Tribunal  and  Employment 
Appeals  Tribunal,  and  it  is  not 
available  for  libel  cases.  And 
under  the  Legal  Aid  Bill  now 
before  Parliament  which  will 
radically  alter  the  way  the 
syiem  is  run  and  place  it  under 
a  new  Legal  Aid  Board,  legal 
aid  funds  will  no  longer  be 
provided  for  making  wills  and 
conveyancing. 

Whether  a  person  qualifies 


Most  recipients 
pay  a  contribution 

for  legal  aid  depends  on 
different  tests,  according  to 
what  kind  of  aid  is  soughL 

Eligibility  for  civil  legal  aid. 
for  instance,  is  believed  to 
have  dropped  steadily  over 
the  years.  At  one  lime  70  per 
cent’  of  the  population  were 
eligible.  More  recent  research 
suggests  that  about  50  per  cent 
of  people  arc  covered.  This 
docs  not  mean  they  are  en¬ 
titled  to  free  legal  aid.  as  in 
nearly  all  cases  the  recipient 
would  have  to  pay  a  contribu¬ 
tion  to  his  costs. 

For  civil  legal  aid.  there  are 
two  hurdles — the  merits  of  the 
case  and  a  means  test.  Anyone 
can  apply,  with  or  without  a 
lawyers  help,  by  filling  in  a 
form  obtainable  From  a  solici¬ 
tor  or  a  Citizens'  Advice 
Bureau. 

One  pan  of  the  applicant's 
form  goes  to  a  local  legal  aid 
office.  In  obviously  strong  and 
clear-cut  cases,  one  of  the 
senior  legal  aid  officials  will 
grant  a  legal  aid  certificate. 
Others  will  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  barristers  and

All  this  information  must  be 
contained  in  the  formal 
proposal  made  to  members 
when  it  is  time  for  them  to  vote 
on  conversion.  Peter  Lilley, 
Economic  Secretary  Co  the 
Treasury,  said:  "The 
Government  are  neither  for  nor 
against  conversion.  We  are 
concerned  that  members 
should  receive  sufficient 
and  balanced  information  in 
order  to  take  an  informed 
decision.  But  In  the  end, 
conversion  is  a  decision  to 
be  taken  by  members."

Basically,  the  test  is  whether 
the  applicant  has  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  success  and 
whether  it  is  reasonable  to 
pursue  the  case,  considering 
such  factors  as  the  amount  of 
the  claim. 

For  the  means  test,  details 
of  the  applicant's  finances  go 
to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  for  assess¬ 
ment  The  financial  limits  for 
qualifying  for  legal  aid  go  up 
every  year.  They  are  based  on 
"disposable"  income,  that  is, 
income  minus  outgoings  such 
as  rent  mortgage,  money  for 
dependants  and  so  on,  and  on 
“disposable"  capital,  rep¬ 
resenting  the  value  of  the 
applicant's  possessions,  such 
as  bank  savings,  antiques  or  a 
boat  but  excluding  certain 
items  such  as  a  house,  fur¬ 
niture  or  a  car. 

The  present  lower  income 
limit  fixed  on  April  11.  is 
£2.400.  Below  this  no  con¬ 
tributions  would  be  required. 
The  upper  limit  is  £5.765, 
above  which  legal  aid  would 
not  be  granted.  For  capital,  the 
lower  limit  is  £3,000  and 
upper  limit  £5.000. 

For  the  assessment  of 
means,  any  asset  that  is  the 
subject  of  the  dispute  is  not 
included. 

Former  husbands  in  di¬ 
vorce  cases  often  complain 
that  their  wives  have  been 
granted  legal  aid  to  fight  over 
maintenance  or  property.  This 
happens  because  the  wife’s 
eligibility  will  be  assessed 
solely  on  her  own  income  and 
capital  and  her  husband’s 
finances  will  be  ignored,  as 
will  the  finances  of  any 
cohabitee. 

.As  a  result,  even  though  the 
wife  stands  to  get  a  large  share 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  matri¬ 
monial  home,  she  will  prob¬ 
ably  get  legal  aid  without  even 
paying  a  contribution. 

Many  people  wrongly  be¬ 
lieve  that  once  they  are  on 
legal  aid  they  will  incur  no 


scheme  regards  itself  as  an 
indemnity  scheme  and  not  a 
free  or  contributory  scheme.  If 
the  person  is  liable  to  pay  a 
contribution,  this  can  amount 
to  tite  whole  amount  of  the 
costs  over  £3,000.  But  it  may 
be  less  if  the  case  is  unlikely  to 
cost  as  much  as  this. 

Many  people  decide  not  to 
pursue  their  claims  when  they 
discover  it  will  cost  them 
considerable  sums  to  proceed 

There  is  another  fector  to 
remember.  At  the  end  of  the 
case  the  Legal  Aid  Fund  will 
recoup  any  of  its  outstanding 
costs  out  of  the  damages 
awarded  to  the  assisted  liti¬ 
gant.  But  if  the  person  on  legal 
aid  loses,  he  will  not  usually 
incur  any  more  costs  than  the 
contributions  already  paid. 

This  leads  to  one  much 
criticized  injustice  of  the 
scheme.  An  opponent  of 
someone  on  legal  aid  will  get 
only  some  of  his  costs  re¬ 
imbursed  if  he  wins.  So  even 
though  he  has  won.  any 
damages  may  be  entirely  swal¬ 
lowed  up  in  legal  costs.  The 
only  exception  to  this  rule  is 
that  defendants  who  would 
suffer  “severe  financial  hard¬ 
ship"  if  they  had  to  pay  their 
own  costs  are  reimbursed  by 
the  Legal  Aid  Fund 

In  divorce  cases  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  clawback  of  costs, 
called  the  “statutory  charge", 
can  leave  the  fighting  couple 
severely  out  of  pocket. 

In  one  celebrated  case  the 
couple’s  entire  assets  were 
swallowed  up  by  the  legal 
costs.  Under  the  Legal  Aid  Bill 
the  claiming  by  the  Legal  Aid 
Fund  of  this  statutory  charge 
—  which  can  be  made  on  the 
home  or  on  a  lump  sum 
awarded  by  the  court  —  can  be 
postponed  Thai  means  the 
wife,  for  example,  would  not 
be  obliged  to  sell  the  home  az 
once  to  pay  it  back.  The  fund 
will  recoup  the  charge  at  a 
later  date  but  can  impose 
interest.

The  principle  is  that  legal 
aid  should  be  granted  where  it 
is  in  the  interests  of  justice  to 
do  so,  provided  the  ap¬ 
plicant's  means  justify  it 
What  this  means  is  that  legal 
aid  in  practice  is  granted  for 
the  more  serious  cases,  or  to 
someone  who  faces  a  heavy 
penalty  if  convicted.

qualify  financially.  Bui  legal 
aid  may  be  granted  in  a 
serious  case  such  as  murder, 
even  where  the  defendant 
seems  to  have  adequate 
means:  More  than  97  per  rent 
of  crown  court  defendants 
receive  legal  aid.  . 

Depending  on  means,  again 
assessed  on  disposable  capital 
and  income,  contributions  can 
be  required,  if  disposable 
income  is  less  tban  £50  a  week, 
no  contributions  are  payable 
IE  for  example,  they  am¬ 
ounted  to  between  £55  and 
£60,  the  weekly  contribution 
would  be  £2;  IPthey  were 
between  £60  and  £64.  it  would 
be  £3,  and  so  on. 

As  for  which  lawyer  to 
choose,  many  solicitors  shun 
legal  aid  work  because  of  the 
relatively  poor  rates  of  pay. 
But  if  someone  such  as  Sir 
David  does  agree  to  take  a 
case,  he  cannot  demand  his 
normal  charges.  He  gets  only 
the  standard  legal  aid  rates, 
the  same  as  anyone  else.

FAMILY  MONEY 
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.  People  who  were  only  just 
adults  when  a  free  health 
service  first  appeared  in  1948 
are  now  coining  up  to  retire¬ 
ment,  just  when  they  are  most 
likely  to  need  medical  care. 

But  hospital  waiting  lists  in 
the  NHSTs  40th  birthday  year 
are  longer  than  ever.  If  you 
want  a  hip  replacement  you 
may  have  to  wait  a  year  or 
more,  according  to  the  College 
of  Health.  You  wait  even 
longer  for  new  knee  joints. 

Private  health  care  may  be 
flourishing,  but  few  insurers 
have  bothered  with  people 
over  65  —  until  recently.  The 
sales  pressure  will  be  still 
stronger  if  the  Government 
brings  in  tax  relief  on  health 
insurance  premiums.  The 
political  betting  is  that,  at  first 
anyway,  the  tax  help  will  be 
confined  to  pensioners. 

One  patient  in  10  has 
private  medical  cover,  though 
it  often  comes  through 
schemes  in  which  the  em-. 


Retirin 


where  there  are  big  discounts. 
That  cover  disappears  when 
you  retire,  and  very  few 
insurers  will  provide  the  full 
insurance  that  clients  had 
previously. 

All  the  same,  more  limited 
plans  have  been  launched  by 
BUPA,  PPP  (Private  Patients 
Plan)  and  Western  Provident 
in  the  past  couple  of  months. 
One  or  two  more  general 
insurers,  including  Sun  Al¬ 
liance,  are  also  in  the  market 
The  schemes  apply  only  if  you 
cannot  gel  an  NHS  bed  within 
a  fixed  time,  usually  of  five  to 
eight  weeks.  You  should  not 
need  to  call  on  them  for 
emergencies  such  as  a  heart 
attack  or  stroke,  but  they  may 
be  useful  for  more  humdrum 
complaints  such  as  hip 
replacement  or  even  bunions. 


BUPA’s  Low  Cost  Scheme.  If 
a  consultant  recommends  that' 
you  should  have  an  operation 
and  no  NHS  bed  is  available 
for  five  weeks,  the  low-cost 
scheme  will  pay  all  your  bills. 

“We  cover  the  100  most 
common  operations,”  says 
Sheila  Longley,  of  BUPA. 
“What’s  more,  we  do  not  just 
pay  the  surgeons'  fees,  but  all 
the  other  costs,  like  bed 
charges,  the  cost  of  drugs, 
anaesthetists'  fees  and  so  on.” 

First,  you  need  to  discover 
whether  you  need  an  opera-- 
lion  anyway.  If  you  see  a

consultant  privately,  BUPA 
will  pay  his  fees,  provided  he 
recommends  an  operation.  If 
not.  you  pay  bis  bills.  The 
scheme  is  open  to  anyone  up 
to  74.  and  once  you  are  in,  you 
can  stay  in  until  death  do  you 
part.  BUPA  pays  the  costs  up 
to  £15,000  a  year. 

As  the  table  shows,  the 
scheme  assesses  your  pre¬ 
miums  according  to  where 
you  stand  in  its  age  bands. 
Rates  for  men  and  women  are 
the  same,  but  getting  older  is 
not  all  that  will  raise  the  costs. 
BUPA  will  review  its  rates  at 
least  once  a  year  and  will 
probably  raise  premiums  in 
line  with  medical  costs,  which 
tend  to  increase  faster  than 
prices  generally.

BUPA's  costs  vary,  but  the 
simple  way  to  reduce  them  is 
to  agree  to  pay  the  first  £250  or

Sun  Alliance  has  a  matching1 
scheme,  though  this  time  you 
need  a  12-week  wait  for  a 
hospital  bed  before  qualifying. 
The  Sun  Alliance  plan  covers 
you  only  up  to  £6,000  a  year, 
even  if  the  limit  doubles  for 
heart  surgery  or  post-opera¬ 
tion  complications.  On  bal¬ 


ance,  the  BUPA  plan  looks  a 
better  bargain. 

PPP's  new  contract,  the 
Retirement  Health  Plan,  pays 
for  hospital  treatment, 
whether  you  need  surgery  or 
not  —  at  least  if  you  have  had 
to  wait  for  six  weeks  or  more. 
There  is  even  a  consolation 
prize  of  £18  a  day  if  you. 
happen  to  find  an  NHS  bed  in 
the  meantime. 

The  scheme  deals  only  with 
treatable  illnesses,  so  although 
you  could  claim  on  it  for, 
pneumonia,  it  certainly  would, 
not  cover  Alzheimer's  disease. ; 

You  need  to  be  wary  if  you 
have  had  serious  medical 
problems.  No  medical  insur¬ 
ance  scheme  will  cover  the 
cost  of  treating  conditions  that 
you  may  have  had  when  you 
joined.

Medical  insurance  cover 
generally  does  not  stipulate 
whether  claimants  may  use  an 
independent  or  an  NHS  hos¬ 
pital.  It  is  up  to  patients, 
therefore,  to  discuss  pref¬ 
erence  with  their  doctors. 
Many  insurance  companies 
•include  cash  benefits  to  NHS 
in-patients  under  their  private 
treatment  schemes.  Those 
could  be  taken  up  if,  say,  there 
was  only  a  short  wait  for  an 
NHS  bed  or  they  could  be 
used  to  pay  for  an  amenity 
bed.  Each  scheme  has  its 
permutations,  and  lately  in¬ 
surance  companies  have  be¬ 
come  more  imaginative. 

Under  one  option  in  its 
Private  Hospital  Plan,  for 
example.  Private  Patients 
Plan  (PPP)  meets  private  care 
costs  in  an  NHS  pay-bed  or  an 
independent  hospital  if  there 
is  more  than  a  six-week  wait1 
for  NHS  treatment  after  the 
specialist's  examination. 

However,  if  treatment  is 
received  in  an  NHS  hospital 
without  charge,  the  PPP 
scheme  will  pay  a  cash  benefit 
of  £26  a  night  for  adults  and 
£13  a  night  for  children.  For 
someone  insured  with  Health 
First,  if  NHS  treatment  is 
available  within  42  days  and 
the  insured  subsequently  be¬ 
comes  an  NHS  patient,  there 
is  a  cash  benefit  of  £26  a  night 
for  those  aged  over  14,  halved 
for  children  under  14. 

Western  Provident  will  pay 
£30  a  day  to  NHS  patients,  to 
a  maximum  of  £2,500  a  year, 
under  its  Health  Contract.  For 
■a  couple  in  their  mid-30s  with 


two  children,  the  annual  cost 
of  cover  for  folly  private 
treatment  would  range  from 
£422.06  to  £767.38  depending 
on  their  postcode. 

Although  the  insurance 
companies  pay  for  NHS  pay- 
beds  just  as  for  private  hos¬ 
pital  beds,  it  is  up  to  patients 
to  arrange  for  an  amenity  bed. 
Amenity  beds,  however,  may 
not  always  be  available,  as  any 
NHS  patient  with  a  medical 
need  for  quiet  or  privacy  will 
get  priority. 

•  Charges  for  NHS  pay-beds 
and  amenity  beds  are  not 
uniform.  The  DHSS  sets  mini¬ 
mum  charges  and  health 
authorities  are  now  able  to 
charge  more  to  recover  their 
costs. 

The  DHSS  minimum  for 
pay-beds,  if  the  consultant's 
charges  are  being  paid  sepa¬ 
rately.  ranges  from  £214  for  a' 
single  room  and  £194  for 
shared  accommodation  in  a 
London  leaching  hospital,  to 
£134  (single)  and  £122  (sha¬ 
red)  in  a  provincial  general 
hospital.  The  prices,  including 
the  consultant’s  charge,  would 
be  £226  (single)  and  £206 
(shared)  in  a  London  teaching 
hospital,  and  £  1 42  (single)  and 
£129  (shared)  in  a  provincial 
general. 

The  cost  of  an  amenity  bed 
has  hardly  altered  in  recent 
years. -In  April  the  DHSS 
guidelines  put  the  cost  for  a 
bed  in  a  single  room  at  £13 
and  £6.50  for  one  in  a  small 
wards,  up  £1  and  50p  respec¬ 
tively  on  the  previous  year.

Jeremy  Oldershaw,  invest¬ 
ment  trust  analyst  at  Barclays 
de  Zoete  Wedd,  says  one 
reason  for  the  weaker  north 
American  showing  of  invest¬ 
ment  trusts  could  be  that  so 
few  investment  trusts  special¬

The  strength  of  European 
trusts  during  June  reflects 
recent  strength  in  European 
markets.  Over  one  year,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Japanese  economy's 
resilience  shows  through  as 
strongly  in  the  performance  of 
Japanese  investment  trusts  as 
it  does  in  unit  trusts.

LORD  JUSTICE  KERR  said 
that  Protim  were  specialists  in 
the  treat  mem  of  timber  infesta¬ 
tion  and  rising  damp.  In  the 
instant  case  the  infestation  con¬ 
sisted  of  dry  roL 
The  value  of  Protira’s  ser¬ 
vices.  and  of  other  well  known 
concerns  in  the  same  line  of 


future  owners. 

In  the  instant  case,  however, 
Proiim  resisted  the  plaintiffs’ 
claim  under  their  standard  form 
of  guarantee  in  circumstances 
which,  in  his  Lordship's  view, 
rendered  their  defence  discredit¬ 
able  and  would,  if  the  judge  was 
wrong  in  his  conclusion,  render 
the  guarantee  largely  worthless. 

The  guarantee  provided  that 
in  the  following  cases  “this 
guarantee  shall  not  be  applicable 
. . .  B  [where]  timbers  or  walls  of 
the  property  . . .  suffer  a  recur¬ 
rence  of  fungal  attack  (i)  as  a 
result  of  failure  to  keep  the 
property  in  a  dry  and  weather¬ 
proof  condition  and  in  a  good 
and  proper  state  of  maintenance 
. . .  (Hi)  as  a  result  ofa  failure  io 
carry  out  any  recommendation 
given  by  the  company  in  writing 
which  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
client.” 

In  February  1973  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  dry  rot.  in  one  room 
on  the  first  floor.  One  of  the  two 
areas  effected  was  in  the  front 
wall  of  the  building  where  the 
sill  of  a  balcony  running  the  foil 
width  of  that  from  room  joined 
the  floor  boards. 

Underneath  the  floor  boards 
and  the  sill  of  the  balcony  there 
was  a  bressumer  or  wall-plate,  a, 
heavy  piece  of  limber,  evidently’ 


.probability  that  must  have  been 
visible  to  him. 

In  1982  there  was  a  fresh 
outbreak  in  the  same  area. 
When  that  happened,  not 
surprisingly,  the  plaintiffs  got  in 
touch  with  Protim  pursuant  to 
the  20-year  guarantee  which 
they  had  been  given  after 
completion  of  the  works  »n  1974 
but  Protim  declined  liability 
under  the  guarantee.  The  de¬ 
fences  raised  were  based  on 
provisos  Bli)  and  (iii). 

The  important  words  in  that 
pan  of  the  guarantee  were,  “as  a 
result  of  failure’’,  Giving  B(i)  a 
reasonable  interpretation  by 
reading  it  as  whole,  including 
also  the  words,  "and  in  a  good 
and  proper  state  of  mainte¬ 
nance”  and  reading  the  guar¬ 
antee  as  a  whole;  and  B(i)  in  the 
context  of  the  whole  of  ihc 
guarantee  the  word  “failure" 
referred  to  something  which  was 
on  account  of  an  act  or  omission 
of  the  owner  or  occupier. 

It  was  not  sufficient  to  show 
that  there  was  in  fact  dampness 
to  an  extent  sufficient  to  trigger 
off  a  recurrence  of  infestation  in 
combination  with  other  circum¬ 
stances. 

It  would  have  to  be  shown  by 
Protim,  and  it  had  not  been 
shown,  that  the  dampness  was 


on  account  of  something  which 
could  property  be  described  as 
"failure  to  keep  the  property  in  a 
dry’  . .  and  weatherproof 
condition". 

That  implied  something  hav¬ 
ing  happened  which  ought  to 
have  been  prevented  so  as  to  be 
properly  described  as  a  "fail¬ 
ure".  That  did  not  occur  in  the 
instant  case  and  on  that  basis 
Protim's  appeal  would  be  dis¬ 
missed  on  that  ground. 

Turning  to  proviso  the 
question  was  what  was  oomr 
prised  in  the  words  "any  return- . 
mendation  given  by  the 
company  in  writing  which  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  dient”. 
Those  had  to  be  given  some 
general  interpretation,  and  in 
the  present  context  there  was  no 
doubt  that  they  meant  the 
recommendations  which, 
according  to  the  contractual 
documents  here,  included  the 
opening  up  of  the  works  and  in 
particular  “removal  of  all  tim¬ 
ber  built  into  the  walls”  in  the 
relevant  area  and  “removal  of 
all  infesied  timber”. 

On  the  facts  as  found  here  it 
was  clearly  wrong  on  the  pan  of 
Protim’s  representatives  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  treatment  and 
allow  the  area  to  be  re-sealed 
when  they  knew,  or  ought  to 
have  known,  that  it  was  improp¬ 
erly  treated  and  was  still 
infected. 

Thai  was  a  matter  of  pure 
common  sense  and  the  main 
cause  of  recurrence.  On  that 
basis  proviso  ERiii)  did  not 
apply  because  that  recurrence 
did  not  occur  as  the  result  of  the 
failure  of  the  plaintiffs  to  carry' 
out  the  recommendations.

Breakfast  is  ‘board’ 


Regina  v  Absotaa 
Before  Lord  Justice  Bingham, 
Mr  Justice  McCullough  and  Mr

[Judgment  July  1] 

A  trial  judge  had  erred  in  foiling 
to  find  that  there  had  been  a 
breach  of  the  .formal  require¬ 
ments  of  die  Police  and  Crim¬ 
inal  Evidence  Act  1984  and  the 
Codes  of  Practice  made’  there- 
under.  wfiere  the  appellant,  who 
had  been  arrested  for  threaten¬ 
ing  behaviour,'  was  uM  by  a 
ponce,  officer  to  produce  the 
dru^  in  bifr  possession,  in  the 
bope  foat  he  might  have  some, 
and,  when  he  did  so,  was  further 
questioned  before,  inter  alia, 
beuqg  advised  of  Ins  right  to 
consult  tsotidtoc.

with  intent  to  supply 
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Court  of  Appeal  replaced  the 
conviction  of  possession  with 
intent  -with  a  conviction  for 
possession  only  with  a  £75  fine. 

The  Codes  of  Practice,  issued 
by  the  Home  Secretary  under 
section  66  of  the  1984  Act, 
provide:  “3.1  Where  a  person  is 
brought  to  a  police  station  under 
arrest  ...  the  custody  officer 
must  inform  him  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  rights  ...  (ii)  the  right  to 
consult  a  solicitor.

He  was  then  asked  if  that 
was  all  and  replied  affir¬ 
matively. 

Then  occurred  quite  an 
extraordinary  incident.  The  cus¬ 
tody  officer  knew  that  the 
appellant  was  on  bail  and  the 
offence  for  which  he  had  been 
bailed,  which  was  for  possessing 
cannabis. 

He  said  to  the  appellant  “Put 
the  drugs  on  the  table  as  well" 
and  the  appellant  produced  a 
plastic  bag  containing  eight 
smaller  bags  comaing  a  sub¬ 
stance  later  found  to  be  can¬ 
nabis.  He  was  then  questioned 
about  selling  drugs  and  made 
admissions,  after  being  re¬ 
minded  that  he  had  already  been 
cautioned,  on  arrest,  after  the 
first  of  those  admissions. 

The  appellant  had  arrived  at 
the  police  station  at  11.27pm. 
The  conversation  with  the  cus¬ 
tody  officer  took  place  at  about 
21.30pm  and  he  was  informed 


HAM,  giving  the  judgment  of  of  his  right  to  see  a  solicitor  at 


about  II. 33pm.  No  formal 
record  of  the  questions  and 
answers  had  been  shown  to  or 
signed  by  the  appellant. 

The  appellant  later  denied  the 
conversation  and  said  that  the 
drugs  in  his  possession  were  for 
his  personal  use. 

At  the  trial  the  judge  had 
ruled  that  the  questions  and 
answers,  apart  from  the  first 
one.  were  admissible:  the  ques¬ 
tions  did  not  constitute  an 
interview  and  therefore  did  not 
have  to  be  shown  to  the  appel¬ 
lant:  and  that  the  right  to  consult 
a  solicitor  had  been  made  clear 
at  the  first  reasonable 
opportunity. 

His  Lordship,  after  reviewing 
the  statutory  provisions  and  the 
Codes  of  Practice,  concluded 
that  if  the  trial  judge  had 
regarded  the  provisions  of  the 
Codes  as  being  applicable,  as 
their  Lordships  didU  be  would 
have  formed  the  opinion  that 
the  evidence  should  have  been 
excluded  and  the  convictions 
were,  accordingly,  quashed.

LORD  BRIDGE  said  that  the 
appellant  was  the  tenant  of  a 
room  in  a  large  house  where  36 
rooms  were  let  as  bed-sitting 
rooms.  His  weekly  rent  was 
raised  in  1985  to  £70. 

Part  of  the  consideration  for 
the  rent  was  the  daily  provision 
of  a  continental  breakfast  served 
in  a  communal  dining  room  in 
the  basement  where  there  was  a 
large  kitchen  staffed  by  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  landlord. 

The  breakfast  comprised 
bread  roils  with  butter,  jam  and 
marmalade,  unlimited  lea  or 
coffee,  additional  milk  for  corn¬ 
flakes  provided  by  the  tenant, 
and  a  glass  of  milk  which  the 
tenant  took  to  drink  in  his  room. 

No  question  was  raised  as  to 
the  bona  fides  of  the  letting  at  a 
rent  which  included  payments 
for  ihat  daily  meal.  The  sole 
question  was  whether  it 


amounted  to  “board"  under 
section  7<IJ  of  the  Rem  Act 
1977  so  as  io  defeat  the  tenant's 
claim  to  a  protected  tenancy. 

With  the  growing  popularity 
of  holidays  on  the  Continent, 
one  had  grown  accustomed  to 
the  use  of  the  phrases  “full 
board”  and  "halfboard".  If  half 
board  related  to  brealdast  plus 
one  additional  meal,  there  was 
no  reason  2s  a  matter  of 
language  or  logic  why  breakfast 
by  itself  should  not  amount  to 
partial  “board”,  subject  always 
to  the  implicit  requirement  that 
the  provision  of  the  meal  to  the 
tenant  included  the  ancillary 
services  involved  in  preparing  it 
and  the  provision  of  crockery 
and  cutlery  with  which  to  eat  it.

The  Shell  Oils  British  Grand  Prix, 
tomorrow's  highlight  of  the  two-day 
meeting  at  Sifterstone  this  weekend, 
which  includes  six  supporting  races 
and  various  circuit  and  air  displays, 
marks  the  midway  point  of  this 
season's  FIA  Formula  One  world 
championship. 

It  is  a  season  which,  despite  the 
overwhelming  domination  by  the 
Marlboro  McLaren  team,  has  been 
rich  in  interest  throughout  the  26- 
car  field.  At  the  front  the  increasing 
rivalry  between  Alain  Prost  and 
Ayrton  Senna,  both  of  whom  have  a 
realistic  chance  of  becoming  the 

1988  world  champion,  has  added 
additional  spice  to  the  battle  for  the 
lead,  while  the  confirmation  this 
week  that  Nigel  Mansell  will  be 
driving  for  Ferrari  next  season  has 
focused  extra  attention  on  the 
Italian  team,  who  remain  Mc- 
Laren's  closest  challengers. 

A  few  races  ago  Ferrari  experi¬ 
enced  something  of  a  dip  in  their 
traditional  reliability  but  they  seem 
to  have  recovered  and  they  remain  a 
thorn  in  the  side  of  the  Lotos  team, 
with  whom  the  world  champion. 
Nelson  Piquet,  is  somewhat  strug¬ 
gling  to  sustain  a  competitive  pace. 

This  will  be  the  public's  last 
chance  to  see  the  1.5-litre  turbo¬ 
charged  cars  in  action  in  this 
country  because  next  season  every’ 
team  will  be  using  3.5-litre,  nor¬ 
mally  aspirated  power  units,  which 
are  producing  the  closest  battles 
between  rival  teams.  Of  these. 


Benetton,  who  have  exclusive  nse  of 
the  Ford  DFR  V8  power  units  this 
year,  have  emerged  on  top,  bnt  the 
challenge  is  growing  by  the  race, 
notably  from  March,  whose  Judd- 
powered  cars  are  showing  increasing 
competitiveness  and  are  a  strong 
challenger  for  35-litre  honours* 

However,  the  Arrows  team's  de¬ 
cision  to  stick  with  the  turbo¬ 
charged  Mega  iron  engine  fora  final 
season  has  been  vindicated  by  the 
team's  best  season  to  date.  Derek 
Warwick  is  Britain's  most  success¬ 
ful  Formula  One  driver  this  season. 

The  Williams  team  are  going 
through  a  trough,  difficulties  with 
overheating  engines  being  com¬ 
pounded  by  problems  with  the 
team's  potentially  advantageous  but 
so  far  not  very  reliable  reactive 
suspension  system.  This  will  not 
stop  ManselL  though,  whodrove  his 
Wiiliams-Honda  to  an  emotional 
victory  here  last  year,  from  striving 
just  as  hard  tomorrow.  He  is  one  of 
the  few  people  who  is  hoping  for 
rain. 

Jonathan  Palmer,  backed  up  in 
the  Tyrrell  team  by  Julian  Bailey, 
has  also  been  patting  in  electrifying 
drives  this  year,  even  tfaongh  his 
Tyrrell  lacks  all-out  speed.  For  this 
team,  too.  the  going  has  been  tongh 
but  a  big  effort  is  under  way  after 
Harvey  Postlethwaite’s  resignation 
from  Ferrari  and  appointment  as 
Tyrrell's  new  design  director.

This  must  have  increased  sou 
further  the  confidence  of  Henry 
Cecil  that  the  Sheikh  will  win  his 
own  race  with  Diminuendo. 

Bought  for  SI 25,000,  small 
money  in  terms  of  Sheikh 
Mohammed’s  overall  spending, 
at  the  1986  Keeneland  Sales. 
Diminuendo  has  proved  herself 
a  most  genuine  and  consistent  _ 
performer  at  two  and  three 
years. 

Unbeaten  in  four  starts  last; 
season,  she  had  to  be  content 
with  place  money  bebmd 
RavineOa  in  the  1.000  Guineas, 
but  once  she  started  racing  at 
distances  beyond  a  mile  she 
really  came  into  her  own. 

A  comfortable  victory  in  the 
Musdora  Stakes  at  York  was 
the  prelude  to  a  still  more 
exciting  win  in  the  Gold  Seal 
Oaks  at  Epsom  last  month  when 
she  sprinted  dear  of  Sudden 
Love  to  win  by  four  lengths. 

Of  those  that  finished  behind 
her  there  only  Miss  Boniface 
takes  issue  again.  In  the  interim, 
this  unplaced  Epsom  runner 
carried  off  the  Ribblesdale 
Stakes  at  Royal  Ascot,  beating 
the  Queen's  filly  Highbrow  by 
2V:  lengths,  and  she  has  sound 
each-way  prospects. 

Michael  S route  runs  his  Ital¬ 
ian  Oaks  winner  Melodisie.  but 
she  is  hardly  up  to  this  standard .

Derek  Warwick  has  a  simple 
script’ for  the  British  Grand 
Prix  tomorrow:  “The  two 
McLarens  stop,  the  Ferraris 
spin  off  and  1  win  the  race." 
He  does  not  believe  a  word  of 
it.  of  course,  but  after  seven 
years  of  grand  prix  racing 
without  a  victory,  he  has  to  be 
an  optimist  Besides,  what  is 
important  is  that  Warwick 
thinks  he  can  finish  as  high  as 
fifth,  even  if  his  script  goes 
wrong. 

On  his  form  over  the  past 
three  seasons,  that  would  have 
seemed  the  height  of  op¬ 
timism.  But  the  fortunes  of  the 
Arrows  driver  have  changed 
this  year.  Two  fourth  places, 
in  Brazil  and  Monaco,  and  3 
fifth  in  the  Mexico  has  given 
notice  that  Warwick  has 
emerged  from  what  he  calls 
his  "aggravation  years"  with 
confidence  and  craft  intact. 
No  one  who  saw  him  at 
Monaco  this  year  will  doubt 
thaL 

Not  just  survivors 
but  one  of  top  six 

By  his  own  admission,  there 
has  been  a  change  of  priorities, 
too.  He  still  talks  fondly  of  his 
early,  hopeful  days  with  the 
Toleman  team,  who  brought 
him  into  Formula  One  in 
1981,  and  of  his  first  season 
with  Renault  in  I9S4.  the  year 
in  which  he  finished  second  in 
the  British  Grand  Prix.  It 
seemed  only  a  matter  of  time 
before  he  won  a  grand  prix  but 
it  never  happened.  Now,  a  few 
years  and  umpteen  retire¬ 
ments  later.  Warwick  has 
adjusted  his  sights  a  little. 

"I  can  remember  finishing 
fourth  at  Imola  in  the  Renault 


and  nearly  strangling  the 
whole  team.  1  was  so  dis¬ 
appointed.  But,  after  the  last 
three  years,  a  fourth  would  be 
like  a  win.  1  can  see  light  at  the 
end  of  the  tunnel  now.  The 
team  has  become  a  lot  more 
competitive  this  season:  we 
are  no  longer  just  survivors 
but  a  top-six  outfit.” 

Last  year  at  Silverstone.  in  a 
largely  uncompetitive  car. 
Warwick  drove  heroically  to 
finish  fifth.  Unfortunately,  no 
one  really  noticed.  Mansell 
took  the ’spotlight,  Warwick 
remained  in  the  wings,  which 
has  largely  been  the  story  of 
recent  years.  Warwick  under¬ 
stands  it  and.  though  he  might 
sigh  heavily  at  the  news  of  his 
British  rival’s  multi-million 
pound  deal  with  Ferrari,  he 
does  not  begrudge  Mansell  his 
success. 

He  would  just  like  to  re¬ 
mind  a  few  people  that  long 
before  Mansell  was  winning 
grands  prix.  Warwick  was 
regarded  as  the  next  British 
world  champion.  Tomorrow 
would  be  the  ideal  day  to  stir  a 
few  memories. 

"1  think  I’ve  got  recog¬ 
nition,  from  journalists  and 
the  public,  but  I've  not  got  the 
self-satisfaction  of  having 
done  iL  It  does  hack  me  off 
when  Nigel  gets  all  the  head¬ 
lines  for  not  finishing  and  I  get 
a  passing  mention  for  finish¬ 
ing  fourth.  But  then  Nigel  is 
good  copy;  he's  won  13  grands 
prix  and.  in  my  eyes,  has- 
jumped  from  being  a  good 
driver  to  being  one  of  the  top 
four  in  the  business." 

In  contrast,  there  is  still  a 
huge  question  mark  over  War¬ 
wick;  there  has  to  be  after  so 
many  years  without  a  win.

Learning  the  hard

heroics  and  hard  luck  stories 
are  not  enough.  There  are  still 
huge  acres  of  unfulfilled 
potential  in  Warwick's  solid 
frame.  He  is  as  brave  as  a  bull 
and.  when  the  mood  takes 
him.  he  can  charge  like  one, 
too. 

In  Canada  he  had  an  ac¬ 
cident  in  practice  and  could 
easily  have  pulled  out  of  the 
race/ He  did  not  and,  with  his 
side  splitting  with  pain,  drove 
himself  into  the  ground.  And 
for  what?  Seventh  place.  It 
takes  some  guts  to  do  that. 

Whatever  happens  tomor¬ 
row  afternoon,  Warwick  will 
enjoy  himself.  He  describes 
the  British  Grand  Prix  as  “a 
good  lamily  weekend”,  which 
proves  he  has  at  least  kept  his 
sense  of  perspective.  He  is 
confident  and.  despite  retiring 
in  his  last  two  races,  expects  to 
do  well.  His  only  regret  of  the 
season  so  far  has  been  that  he 
was  unable  to  be  with  Jaguar 
at  Le  Mans. 

“The  only  thing  that  kept 
me  sane  during  the  last  few 
years  was  my  drives  for  Jaguar 
and  I  would  have  paid  good 
money  to  cross  the  finishing 
line  at  Le  Mans  first  this  year. 
In  1986  I  can  remember 
tears  in  my  eyes  as  I  got  into 
the  car  to  start  the  race.  The 
emotion  was  amazing,  so  what 
it  must  have  been  like  this 
year  1  can’t  imagine.” 

No  question  yet  of 
No.  1  retiring 

For  the  first  time  in  several 
years  Warwick  will  start  his 
own  grand  prix  as  the  top 
British  driver  in  the  world 
championship.  He  knows  that 
that  does  not  mean  much  but 
he  would  like  to  keep  it  that 
way  all  the  same.  For  one 
thing,  it  might  stop  people 
from  asking  him  when  he  is 
going  to  retire. 

He  points  out  that,  at  the 
age  of  33,  he  is  younger  than 
Mansell,  albeit  by  a  mere  19 
days.  “Why  should  I  retire? 
I'm  fitter  than  I’ve  ever  been, 
driving  better  than  at  any  time 
in  my  career.  I'm  relaxed,  I 
don't  give  a  damn  and  I'm 
enjoying  my  home  and  my 
motor  racing.  What  more 
could  I  want?” 

The  answer  would  be  vic¬ 
tory  in  his  home  grand  prix. 
Bui  only  a  diehard  romantic 
or  an  incurable  optimist

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Ivo  Tennant  talks  to  the  Hampshire  captain,  a  cricketer  in  the  best  tradition  of  the  county 


Nicholas  the  right  man 
for  the  big  occasion 


There  can  be  few  county  cricketers 
who  harbour  a  greater  ambition  to 
captain  England  than  Mark  Nicho¬ 
las.  It  has  been  ever  thus  since  he 
organized  his  own  Test  matches  in 
the  garden  of  his  family’s  home  in 
Holland  Park  at  the  age  of  six.  And 
no  cricketer  has  had  his  name 
trumpeted  in  the  media  more  often 
these  last  few  years  as  a  likely 
England  captain. 

It  remains  a  burning  topic.  The 
way  in  which  Nicholas  leads  Hamp¬ 
shire  in  the  Benson  and  Hedges  Cup 
final  today  will  not  go  unnoticed.  He 
will  not  be  nndoly  concerned  for  he 
is.  by  his  own  admission,  a  captain 
and  batsman  who  revels  in  the  big 
occasion,  which  invariably  means 
matches  at  Lord's. 

He  has  twice  captained  MCC,  and 
in  (me  of  those  matches  scored  a 
century  against  the  Australians. 
There  was  another  century  for  MCC 
against  Essex.  Two  years  ago  he  led 
England  B  in  Sri  Lanka.  It  is 
because  of  this,  his  educated  back¬ 
ground.  love  of  restaraunts,  friends 
in  show  business,  apparent  self- 
confidence  and  dabbling  in  various 
careers  outside  the  game  in  the 
manner  of  a  Ted  Dexter  that  has  led 
some,  cricketers  among  them,  to 
look  upon  him  as  a  dilettante.  When 
he  became  one  of  the  first  batsmen 
to  wear  a  floppy  sonhat,  bowlers 


such  as  Botham,  Imran  and  Le  Hoax 
would  react  with  a  string  of  bounc¬ 
ers.  This  theatrical  image,  he  says, 
could  not  be  further  from  the  truth. 

“The  fact  that  some  people  regard 
me  as  an  amateur  has  given  me  the 
desire  to  succeed.  This  MCC  tag  I 
have  been  given  is  frustrating.  I  am 
obviously  not  going  to  turn  down  the 
opportunity  of  captaining  MCC.  I 
do  have  substantial  determination 
and  a  professional  attitude.  I  am  a 
student  of  a  game  which  has  always 
fascinated  me,"  Nicholas  said. 

At  Bradfield.  Nicholas  was  an 
outstanding  schoolboy  cricketer.  He 
did  not  attend  university  —  he 
regrets  now  not  having  gone  —  and 
joined  the  Hampshire  staff  in  1978. 
He  did  not,  contrary  to  popular 
belief,  have  an  especially  affluent 
upbringing.  His  father  died  at  a 
young  age,  virtually  penniless. 
Nicholas's  mother,  an  actress,  was 
left  to  bring  np  the  three  children. 
She  has  been,  he  said,  the  greatest 
influence  on  his  life.  Nicholas 
himself  acted  at  school,  has  pro¬ 
duced  a  play  by  Harold  Pinter  in 
Richmond,  and  goes  to  the  theatre 
whenever  he  can. 

If  there  are  traces  of  flamboyancy 
in  his  captaincy,  so.  too,  were  there 
in  Colin  Ingleby-Mackenzie's 
leadership  when  Hampshire  won 
the  championship  in  1961.  Certainly 


there  was  little  doubt  that  he  would 
ultimately  captain  his  county. 

He  plays  his  cricket  in  the  best 
Hampshire  tradition:  he  is  prepared 
to  lose  a  match  in  order  to  win  It,  and 
is  scornful  of  those  who  are  not  For 
Hampshire  to  reach  a  one-day  final 
is  something  he  had  not  expected 
this  season  with  Greenidge  and 
Marshall  absent.  He  often  counsels 
Keith  Fletcher.  He  is,  altogether,  a 
person  of  strong  and  positive  views, 
and  engaging  company. 

This  autumn  he  will  be  31,  and  he 
is  well  aware  that  his  chances  of 
playing  for  his  country  are  receding. 
“Recently  I  have  become  frustrated 
with  my  batting,  I  started  the  season 
quite  well  but  I  feel  I  have  lost 
fluency  in  my  attacking  strokes. 
Jimmy  Gray  {a  former  Hampshire 
cricketer]  has  helped  me  a  lot, 
teaching  me  where  my  off  stump  Is.  I 
think  as  highly  of  his  views  as  I  do 
those  of  Barry  Richards. 

“My  career  record  is  not  ideal  but 
I  believe  I  will  become  a  better 
player  than  I  am  now.  In  the  eyes  of 
the  media,  I  was  more  of  a  candidate 
for  the  England  captaincy  two  years 
ago  than  I  am  now.  I  regarded  it 
then  as  unlikely  and  a  little  amus¬ 
ing.  I  was  not  ready.  I  would  be 
better  equipped  now.  I  have  made 
mistakes  and  I  hope  I  have  learned 
from  them."

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A  final  lacking  in  local  colour

If  today's  Benson  and  Hedges 
Cup  final  has  an  appealing  air 
of  mystery  it  is  hardly  surpris¬ 
ing.  Of  the  41  previous  lim¬ 
ited-overs  finals  at  Lord’s. 
Derbyshire  have  won  one 
while  Hampshire  have  never 
so  much  as  taken  part.  This  is 
the  unfashionable  final  and 
none  the  worse  for  that. 

The  romantic  notion  that 
these  are  country  boys  gate¬ 
crashing  the  big  city’s  bright 
lights  can,  however,  be  dis¬ 
missed.  A  cynic's  assessment 
of  today's  game  might  put  it 
between  Derbyshire’s  West 
Indians  and  '  Hampshire's 
South  Africans.  There  is.  of 
course,  far  more  to  it  than  that 
but  it  is  a  sign  of  changed 
times  that  of  the  22  likely 
players,  only  one.  Jon  Ayling. 
of  Hampshire,  was  born  in  the 
county  he  represents. 

Increased  desire  for  success, 
bordering  on  a  demand  in 
some  clubs,  has  recently  led 
many  counties  to  gather  play¬ 
ers  from  well  outside  their 
own  borders.  There  are  those 
who  resent  this  development 
and  certainly  it  has  dimin¬ 
ished  the  old  sense  of  locally 
shared  achievement;  on  the 
other  band,  it  has  put  an  end 
to  the  monopoly  exerted  by 
certain  leading  counties  and 
created  far  more  even  com¬ 
petition,  giving  the  opportu¬ 
nity  for  a  final  such  as  today's. 

The  respective  captains, 
Barnett,  of  Derbyshire,  and 
Nicholas,  of  Hampshire,  have 
a  timely  platform  for  their 
talents.  Along  with  Chris 
Cowdrey,  of  Kent,  they  are  the 
strongest  outsiders  if  the  Eng¬ 
land  captaincy  should  once 
more  be  considered  vacant 
Peter  May  and  his  fellow 
selectors  will  be  at  Lord’s 
today  in  the  midst  of  their 
deliberations  on  the  matter 
and  the  intriguing  head-to- 
head  duel,  however  artificial 


within  one-day  confines,  can¬ 
not  fail  to  interest  them. 

Barnett  has  been  in  charge 
since  1983.  two  years  longer 
than  Nicholas.  He  is  strong- 
willed.  opinionated  and  wide¬ 
ly  respected.  He  has  very 
much  created  his  own  team 
and  makes  no  excuses  for  the 
fact  that,  of  the  seven  bowlers 
chasing  five  places  today,  only 
one  was  bom  in  England 
Barnett  has  followed  the  West 
Indian  lead  by  deciding  that 
the  way  to  success  is  with  a 
battery-  of  fast  bowlers.  Not 
aesthetically  pleasing,  per¬ 
haps,  but  mighty  effective 


when  you  have  a  certain 
Michael  Holding  to  or¬ 
chestrate  the  operation. 

Holding  still  has  it  in  him  to 
bowl  formidably  fast.  Sussex 
will  testify  to  this  after  his 
spell  of  eight  for  21  at  Hove 
last  month.  When  conditions 
do  not  suit  outright  pace, 
however,  he  has  a  control  of 
angle  and  movement  rivalled 
among  bowlers  only  by  Mar¬ 
shall  and  Hadlee. 

His  main  support  will  come 
from  the  Jamaican-born  Mal¬ 
colm.  English-qualified  and 
already  interesting  the  selec¬ 
tors,  and  the  histrionic  Dane 


•Mortensen.  another  who  is 
capable  of  exploiting  any 
available  assistance. 

In  Barnett's  view,  the  match 
will  be  decided  between  his 
own  bowlers  and  Hampshire's 
batsmen,  led  by  the  prolific 
and  adaptable  Smith  brothers. 
A  concern  for  Hampshire  is 
the  fitness  of  the  elder  Smith, 
Chris,  who  damaged  groin 
muscles  early  in  his  heroic, 
match-winning  99  not  out 
against  Somerset  on  Thurs¬ 
day.  Smith  was  having  treat¬ 
ment  yesterday  and  Nicholas 
rated  his  chances  of  playing  as 
“even  money.”

The  improved  Terry,  Ntcfa 
olas  himself  and  the  faithful 
Turner  are  all  capable  of 
playing  assertively  for  Hamp¬ 
shire  but  if  there  is  to  be  any 
classic  one-day  batting  it  is 
likely  to  come  from  Robin 
Smith.

Love’s  exit  starts 
Yorkshire  slump

Middlesex  were  given  only  a 
minor  fright  yesterday  before 
they  won  this  rain -disrupted 
NalWest  Trophy  march.

England  face  stark 
choices  if  they 
want  to  compete

John  Burgess,  the  outgoing 
president,  stressed  at  the  Rugby 
Football  Union's  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  London  yesterday  feat 
“emergency  measures”  were  re¬ 
quired  if  England  is  not  to  slip 
further  behind  the  world’s  lead¬ 
ing  rugby  nations  or  to  be 
overtaken  by  emerging 
countries. 

“We  will  have  to  inter¬ 
nationalize  our  coaching  think¬ 
ing;  we  have  been  too 
parochial,’*  Burgess  said.  “Lead¬ 
ing  players  will  have  to  limit 
their  games  to  about  30  a 
season.  They  must  be  coached 
by  leading  coaches,  not  just 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  on 
individual  and  collective  skills. 

“1  believe  elitism  is  an  anath¬ 
ema  to  many  people  in  the  game 
because  they  feel  it  is  the 
antithesis  of  what  our  game 
stands  for.  But  the  game  in 
England  has  got  to  lace  reality: 
we  have  to  ask  ourselves  if  we 
want  to  participate  in  inter¬ 
national  rugby  in  world  terms. 

“Is  our  game  prepared  to 
endorse  the  principle  of  an 
elitist  system  because  that  is 


what  is  happening  in  other 
countries  wife  the  next  World 
Cup  in  mind?” 

Burgess  also  emphasized  his 
belief  that  the  withering  of  rugby 
union  in  state  schools  repre¬ 
sented  a  “golden  opportunity” 
for  clubs  to  make  themselves  an 
extension  of  schools  in  their 
locality,  in  terms  of  playing 
facilities,  coaching  and  social 
activities;  this,  be  said,  had 
helped  significantly  towards 
French  playing  success.

Split  over 
TV  soccer 
deepens

The  Football  League  crisis 
over  television  contracts  deep¬ 
ened  yesterday  as  the  split 
between  the  two  sides  was 
given  concrete  expression.The 
three  representatives  of  the 
top  10  clubs  on  the  League 
management  committee, 
including  the  president,  Philip 
Carter,  were  excluded  from 
the  management  committee 
discussions  on  the  BBC-Brit- 
ish  Satellite  Broadcasting  joint 
package  in  Plymouth. 

The  meeting  began  discuss¬ 
ing  the  television  package  just 
after  II  a.m.  when  Carter, 
David  Dein,  of  Arsenal,  and 
Gordon  McKeag.  of  New¬ 
castle,  were  asked  to 
withdraw.lt  went  on  without  a 
break  for  lunch,  sandwiches 
being  sent  in  at  2.30,  and 
continued  until  4  p.m.when 
the  timing  of  a  joint  liaison 
commmttee  meeting  with  the 
FA  forced  an  adjouromeni.lt 
resumed  again  late  last  night 
after  the  members  attended  an 
official  dinner. 

The  urgency  of  the  matter 
was  emphasized  by  the  grow¬ 
ing  suspicion  that  a  faction 
among  the  10  clubs  who  want 
to  sign  an  agreement  with  ITV 
intends  to  press  for  them  to  do 
so  at  the  meeting  on  Wednes¬ 
day  in  order  to  pre-empt  next 
Friday’s  general  meeting  of 
the  first  and  second  division 
clubs. 

That  would  undoubtedly  be 
a  direct  attack  on  the  Football 
League's  authority  and  would 
put  Carter,  for  one,  in  an 
untenable  position. 

The  meetings  also  left  the 
Football  Association,  which  is 
part  of  the  BSB-BBC  agree¬ 
ment.  in  a  state  of  confusion. 
Yesterday’s  executive 
commmttee  decided  it  could 
take  no  action  until  it  saw 
what  the  league  would  do.  “I 
have  merely  reported  that 
certain  things  are  going  on  of 
which  I  have  no  knowledge,” 
Bert  Millichip,  the  FA  chair¬ 
man,  revealing  his  confusion 
in  every  word,  said. 

The  length  of  the  meetings 
and  the  exclusion  of  the  three 
representatives  indicated  the 
seriousness  and  the  depth  of 
feeling  of  most  on  the  manage¬ 
ment  committee.  The  league's 
solicitor  was  also  in  atten¬ 
dance,  helping  to  frame 
resolutions  for  the  League 
extraordinary  general  meeting 
on  August  8. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
most  members  are  in  a  deter¬ 
mined  mood  and  it  seems 
likely  that  the  romp  of  the 
management  committee 
would  countenance  the  loss  of 
the  top  clubs  rather  than  be 
seen  to  give  way  to  what  one 
described  as  “sheer  short-term 
greed  and  blackmail.” 

There  was  one  lighter  mo¬ 
ment  as  a  Whitehall  farce, 
minus  the  dropped  trousers, 
surfaced  when  it  was  discov¬ 
ered  that  the  hotel  had  double- 
booked  conference  room  601, 
giving  it  both  to  the  League 
and  the  FA.  The  problem  was 
resolved  by  the  League 
management  committee, 
moving,  albeit  reluctantly, 
halfway  through  its  meeting  as 
the  FA  asserted  seniority.

McLean’s  resignation 
brings  United  crisis 


Jim  McLean,  British  football’s 
longest  serving  club  manager, 
resigned  from  his  position 
with  Dundee  United  yes¬ 
terday  following  bis  £4.000 
fine  and  three-season  ban 
from  the  dugout. 

McLean,  whose  departure 
seems  likely  to  be  followed  by 
the  resignation  of  George  Fox, 
the  chairman,  said  that  he 
could  no  longer  work  within 
the  framework  of  discipline 
and  punishment  imposed  by 
the  Scottish  Football 
Association. 

McLean,  aged  49,  who  was 
also  a  director  at  Tannadice, 
was  fined  and  banned  by  the 
SFA  referees’  committee  on 
Thursday  for  misconduct  at 
the  end  of  the  first  half  of  a 
Scottish  Cup  semi-final  replay 
against  Aberdeen  aL  Dens 
Park  in  April. 

Paul  Hegartv.  the  Dundee 
United  captain,  was  sent  off 
for  the  first  time  in  his  career 
by  the  Edinburgh  referee.  Bill 
Crombie.  a  few  minutes  be¬ 
fore  half-time.  When  the  inter¬ 
val  arrived.  McLean  sprinted 
from  his  dug-out  to  the  edge  of 
the  pitch  and  became  in¬ 
volved  in  a  heated  argument 
with  the  Aberdeen  captain, 
Willie  Miller. 

A  melee  involving  several 
players  developed  and  a  ref¬ 
eree  and  his  linesman  had  to 
step  in  to  prevent  further 
trouble.  Despite  the  fact  that 
Crombie  did  not  caution  the 
Dundee  United  manager,  the 
incident  was  reported  to  the 
SFA  and  their  investigation 
was  deferred  until  this  week  to 
allow  further  information  to 
be  assembled.  The  punish¬ 
ment  is  the  most  severe  meted 
out  to  a  Scottish  football 
official. 

It  was  McLean's  eighth

appearance  in  front  of  the 
referees'  committee.  On  his 
previous  appearance,  in  1984, 
he  was  fined  £500  and  banned 
from  the  touch  line  for  a  year,  a 
sentence  which  prompted  him 
to  resign  as  assistant  to  Jock 
Stein,  who  was  then  the 
Scotland  manager. 

After  Thursday’s  meeting 
McLean  left  without  com¬ 
ment.  clearly  taken  aback  by 
the  severity  of  the  sentence. 
Fox.  himself  a  former  chair¬ 
man  of  the  referees’  com¬ 
mittee  issued  a  statmeni 
which  read:  “The  board  of 
directors  are  appalled  and 
extremely  concerned  at  the 
severity  of  the  sentence  on  the 
manager.

“I  haven't  accepted  Mr 
McLean's  resignation  but  he 
appears  to  be  adamant  at  this 
time  and  feels  a  deep  sense  of 
injustice.

In  his  16  years  as  Dundee 
United  manager  McLean  has 
transformed  the  club  from  an 
undistinguished  and  almost 
amateur  organization  into  a 
highly  successful  footballing 
challenger  despite  a  notable 
lack  of  resources.  , 

Under  McLean,  United 
won  the  first  championship  in 
their  history  in  1983  and  were 
successful  in  two  Scottish 
League  Cup  finals. 


Games  are

Audible  sighs  of  relief  could  be 
heard  coming  from  the  Great 
Britain  camp  yesterday  at  the

He  and  his  half-back  part¬ 
ner,  Peter  Sterling,  were  the 
arch  schemers  of  the  1986  tour 
of  Britain.  And  when  the 
Lions  briefly  threatened  a 
shock  upset  in  the  first  of  this 
series  of  internationals  at  Syd¬ 
ney,  Lewis  and  Sterling  pulled 
Australia  round  to  victory. 

The  manager  of  the  Austra¬ 
lian  team,  Peter  Moore,  said: 
“Wally  has  told  me  he  doesn’t 
want  to  make  the  mistake  of 
hanging  around  one  year  too 
long,  as  other  players  have 
done.  He  also  has  a  young 
family  and  wants  to  spend 
more  time  with  them.  How¬ 
ever,  Wally  is  the  greatest 
footballer  ever  to  play  the 
game  and  is  still  at  his  peak, 
and  I  will  try  to  persuade  him 
to  stay  on  for  one  more  year."

Late  starter  McKean 
follows  familiar  path

Tom  McKean  goes  into  a 
potential  meeting  with  Steve 
Cram  over  800  metres  in  Nice 
tomorrow,  with  the  Scot  and 
his  coach.  Tommy  Boyle,  still 
being  criticized  for  having  too 
few  races  before  his  disaster  in 
last  year’s  worid  champion¬ 
ships.  Yet  McKean  is  follow¬ 
ing  a  similar  path  this  season. 
He  had  only  his  first  race,  a 
fine  winning  1  min  45.64sec  in 
Stockholm  last  Tuesday.  And 
Boyle  is  only  planning,  “six  or 
seven  races  before  the  Olym¬ 
pic  Trials”  for  his  charge. 

McKean,  characterized  as 
the  new  Tough  of  the  Track 
after  some  bustling  wins  in  the 
two  previous  years,  finished 
last  in  the  800  metres  final  in 
Rome,  after  tripping,  and 
critics  inferred  that  a  bit  of 
rough  and  tumble  on  the 
circuit  beforehand  would  have 
stood  him  in  better  stead. 

Boyle  could  not  agree  less. 


“A  lot  of  people  with  access  to 
liitle  information.  A  little 
knowledge  is  a  bad  thing.  It 
was  one  bad  race  in  a  guy’s 
career.  Admittedly  he  should 
have  won,  but  he  didn't” 

So  the  careful  progress  to¬ 
wards  Seoul  will  continue,  and 
Yvonne  Murray,  who  joined 
Boyle  at  the  end  of  last 
summer  is  part  of  the  process. 
Murray,  who  also  won  her 
first  race  of  the  season  in 
Stockholm,  a  1,500  metres 
even  more  impressively  than 
McKean  was  renowned  for 
racing  as  frequently  as  the 
showers  over  the  Forth 
estuary. 

“It  didn't  need  a  good  coach 
to  recognise  she  was 
overracing,  and  I'm  totally 
against  that,”  Boyle  said,  with 
some  irony.  “The  most  diffi¬ 
cult  thing  in  the  cross  country 
season  was  to  stop  her  racing, 


Lendl’s  citizenship  held  up 


Washington  (Reuter)  —  Ivan 
Lendl,  the  Czechoslovak  ten¬ 
nis  player,  is  unlikely  to 
become  a  United  States  citi¬ 
zen  in  time  to  play  for  them  in 
the  Seoul  Olympics  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  a  congressional  aide 
said  yesterday. 

Ranked  No.  1  in  the  world, 
Lendl  has  owned  a  home  in 
Greenwich,  Connecticut, 
since  1981  and  was  granted 
permanent-resident  status  last 
year.  Normally  he  would  have 
to  wait  four  more  years  to 
become  an  American  but  he 
wants  citizenship  granted  this 
year  so  that  he  can  play  for  the 
US  in  Seoul,  where  tennis  will 
be  an  Olympic  sport. 


A  Bill  to  give  Lendl  early 
citizenship  was  approved  by 
the  House  of  Representatives’ 
Judiciary  Committee  in  April 
but  action  in  the  full  House 
was  blocked  in  May  and  again 
in  June.  No  action  is  sched¬ 
uled  this  month  and  US  team 
selections  become  final  on 
July  31.  “It  looks  moribund  at 
this  point,”  an  aide  to  Bruce 
Morrison,  a  Democratic  Con¬ 
gressman,  who  is  the  Bill's 
sponsor,  said. 

Opponents  of  the  Bill  said 
Lendl  should  not  get  special 
treatment  until  it  was  certain 
that  he  would  be  able  to  play 
for  the  US.  This  would  require 
a  waiver  by  the  Czechoslovak 


tennis  federation,  which  does 
not  seem  likely  to  do- so,  the 
aide  said. 

“Congress  has  passed 
Olympic  naturalization:  Bills 
in  the  past  which  simplyUsve 
not  worked  out,"  ; James 
Sensenbrenncr,  a  Republican 
Congressman,  said  in  blocking 
action  on  the  Lendl  BiHi-jh 
May.
